Spark 2-Alarm Fire 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Cigarettes are to blame 
for a two-alarm fire at a 
Quincy Point rooming 
house that displaced 18 resi- 
dents, according the city’s 
fire chief. 

The fire at 31-33 Winter 
St., a rooming house owned 
by. the. non-profit Neighbor- 
Works of Southern Mass., 
started in the building’s des- 
ignated smoking area, ac- 
cording to Fire Chief Joseph 
Barron. 

Quincy firefighters were 
called to the rooming house 
around 3 a.m. on June 28 af- 
ter alarms inside the building 


went off. Deputy Fire Chief 
Ed Fenby said the first crews 
on scene reported heavy and 
smoke on the rear side of 
the building, with residents 
hanging out of windows. 

“They immediately went 
into rescue mode,” he said. 

Two residents were taken 
out of windows by ground 
ladders, and one man 
jumped from a second story 
window. 

Fenby said 19 people 
— 18 tenants and one guest 
— were inside. the building

taining structural wall which 
prevented water runoff and 
land erosion. 

I recently received a 
city letter that the own- 
ers of 5 Main St. want to 
add another floor on top of 
this structure which is only 
20x34. This property was 
built in the 1800s as a small 
neighborhood grocery store 
for the two leather factories 
that were on Main and Bax- 
ter. This structure has been 
maintained with the original 
facade for over 100 years 
which is historical in many 
ways. Not on the city’s reg- 
ister, but in 1989 it was ap- 


proved to be converted to a 


single one bed/bath and to 
be kept in its style and charm 
by the original fagade. The 
building’s footprint was to 
be kept the same not to be 
built up or out and with a 
two permitted car parking 
space and a structural gran- 
ite retaining wall.. 

These owners who pur- 
chased it 14 years ago have 
added another bedroom 
and bath. Plus two families 
live there.The owners with- 
out consulting the City of 
Quincy removed the granite 
retaining wall and two spots 
to replace and asphalt a 
nine-car space which slopes 
to the rear back yard. As an 
abutter I did not question 
this paving but have been 


concerned for years of the 
water runoff and pooling 
and obvious erosion and 
drainage issues. 

At a Variance meeting I 
found out that the nine-car 
paved areas were done with- 
out the proper permits. There 
is a reason we have city in- 


spectors and code enforcers - 


that protect our city and its 
residents. This permit-less 
pavement is of grave con- 
cern not only to my property 
as an abutter but to the others 
that abut also. Flooding, run 
off and drainage problems 
when heavy rains can occur 
has eroded that property. | 
can only speak for 5 Main 
Street since I am an abutter. 
On Main Street there are so 
many homes that might not 
comply with paving exces- 
sive land.

Radiation is the emission 


of energy from any source. 


There are numerous types of 
radiation. 

Ultraviolet (UV) radia- 
tion is a form of electro- 
magnetic radiation. The 
main source of UV radiation 
is the sun, although it can 
also come from man-made 
sources such as tanning 
beds and welding torches. 
UV rays have more energy 
than visible light, but not as 
much as x-rays. Since UV 
rays don’t have enough en- 
ergy to penetrate deeply into 
the body, their main effect is 
on the skin. 

~ Researchers often divide 
UV radiation into 3 wave- 
length ranges: 

UVA rays are the weak- 


_ est of the UV rays. They can 


trigger skin cells to age and 
can be the source of some 
indirect damage to cells’ 
DNA. UVA rays are mainly 
associated with long-term 
skin damage such as wrin- 
kles, but it is also believed 


that they play a role in some . 


skin cancers. 

UVB rays have some- 
what more energy than UVA 
rays. They can damage the 
DNA in skin cells directly, 
and are the principal rays 
that cause sunburns. They 
are. also thought to be the 
root of most skin cancers.

What Is Ultraviolet (UV) Radi 
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ation?

UVC rays have more 
energy than the other types 
of UV rays. Fortunately, 
because of this, they react 
with ozone high in our at- 
mosphere and do not reach 
the ground. 

Sunlight is the major 
source of UV radiation, 
even though UV rays make 
up only a slight portion of 
the sun’s rays. About 95% 
of the UV rays from the 
sun that reach the earth are 
UVA rays, with the residual 
5% being UVB rays. The 
strength of the UV rays 
reaching the ground depends 
on a number of influences, 
such as: 

¢ Time of day: UV rays 
are strongest between 10 
a.m. and 4 p.m. 

¢ Season of the year: 
UV rays are stronger during 
spring and summer months. 
This is less of a factor near 
the equator. 

¢ Distance from the 
equator (latitude): UV ex- 
posure goes down as you get 
farther from the equator. 

¢ Altitude: More UV rays 
reach the ground at higher 
elevations. : 

¢ Clouds: The effect of © 
clouds can vary. Sometimes 
cloud cover blocks some UV 
from the sun and lowers UV 
exposure, while some types 


of clouds can reflect UV and 
can increase UV exposure. 

* Reflection off surfac- 
es: UV rays can rebound off 
surfaces such as water, sand, 
snow, pavement, or grass, 
leading to intensification in 
UV exposure. 

¢ Contents of the air: 
Ozone in the upper atmo- 
sphere, for example, filters 


- Out some UV radiation. 


The amount of UV expo- 
sure a person gets is contin- 
gent on the strength of the 
rays, the length of time the 
skin is exposed, and wheth- 
er the skin is protected with 
clothing or sunscreen. 

Man-made sources of UV 
rays can also be significant. 
These include: 

¢ Sunlamps and sun- 
beds (tanning beds and 
booths). Most prevailing 
UV tanning beds emit typi- 
cally UVA rays, with the rest 
being UVB. 

¢ Phototherapy (UV 
therapy): Some skin prob- 
lems (such as psoriasis) are 
helped by treatment with 
UV light. 

¢ Black-light lamps: 
These lamps use bulbs that 
give off UV rays (mostly 
UVA). These bulbs have a 
purple glow and are utilized 
to view fluorescent material.

¢Mercury-vapor lamps: 
Mercury-vapor lamps can be 
used to light large public ar- 


-eas such as streets or gyms. 


They do not expose people 
to UV rays if they are func- 
tioning properly. 

¢ High-pressure xenon 
and xenon-mercury arc 
lamps, plasma torches, and 


- welding arcs. Most of these 


are primarily of concern in 
terms of workplace UV ex- 
posure. : 

The majority of skin 
cancers are a direct result 
of exposure to the UV rays 
in sunlight. Both basal cell 
and squamous cell cancers 
(the most common types of 
skin cancer) are inclined to 
be found on sun-exposed 
areas of the body, and their 
incidence is typically relat- 
ed to lifetime sun exposure. 
The risk of melanoma, a 


more grave but less com-’ 


mon form of skin cancer, 
is also correlated with sun 
exposure, although possi- 
bly not as strongly as other 
types. Skin cancer has also 
been connected to exposure

UV rays. 


In addition to cancer, ex- — 


posure to UV rays can initi- 


ate other health difficulties. - 


UV rays, either from the sun 
or from artificial sources like 


tanning beds, can cause sun- . 


burn. In some people, expo- 
sure to UV rays can trigger a 
rash or a type of allergic re- 
action. Exposure to UV rays 
can also lead to premature 
aging of the skin and signs 
of sun damage such as-liver 
spots, actinic keratosis, and 
solar elastosis. ; 
UV rays can also be the 
basis for eye problems. 
They can cause the cornea 


_ (on the front of the eye) to 


become inflamed or burned. 
They can also set in motion 
the formation of cataracts 
(clouding of the lens of the 
eye) and pterygium (tissue 
growth on the surface of the 
eye), both of which can im- 
pair vision. 

Exposure to UV rays can 
also weaken the immune 
system, so as to cause the 
body to have a more diffi- 
cult time fending off infec- 
tions. This can inadvertently 
lead to complications such 
as reactivation of herpes 
triggered by exposure to the

SCAM ALERT #1: 2 

If you have a sign for a home security system in your 
yard, be wary of this summer scam. 

Fraudsters will hire college students to walk through 
neighborhoods looking for houses with security system 
signs. The student will tell the homeowner the security com- 
pany is going out of business, and the student’s “company” 
is taking over the account. The homeowner is told she has 
to buy new equipment and sign a new contract. Only the 


_ equipment is fake and the homeowner is paying for-a ser- 


vice she isn’t receiving. 

If you get this kind of visit, check first with your home 
security company. Better yet, don’t do business with some- 
one who comes unsolicited to your home.

Caller ID spoofing is making its way to phones near you. 
Scammers have mastered calling people using a fake name 
and number that will pop up on your phone. The call will 
seem urgent; for example, it could concern something like 
an account that is about to be cancelled unless you immedi- 
ately give your bank information or credit card number for 
payment. 

Never give out personal information via an incoming 
phone call. You never know who is actually on the line. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 

We are in prime time for home repair scams. A common 
tactic is a “contractor” will come to your door and offer to 
do work on your home at a steep discount. He or she will 


likely demand payment upfront and then disappear. Or they ~ 


will do the work but it will be shoddy, or they will demand 
more money to finish the job. 

Avoid working with contractors who contact you. Before 
you start any work, ask for references and check them, get 
a written estimate and compare bids. Also, check with the 
Better Business Bureau for complaints. And never pay any- 


thing until you have a written contract. 


SCAM ALERT #4: 

Using public Wi-Fi puts you at risk of sharing personal 
information with criminals. If you’re on free public Wi-Fi 
at the gym, a hotel or a coffee shop, anyone else on that 
same network can tap into the information you’re transfer- 
ring over the network. This means any bad guy can see what 
you’re doing, leaving passwords, usernames, and account 
numbers vulnerable. : 

Stick to browsing the web and checking news when on 
public Wi-Fi. Avoid online banking, checking email, mak- 
ing credit card purchases or even posting on Facebook while 
on public Wi-Fi.

Divorced Multiple Times

Dear Rusty: Reading your current letter regarding 
Social Security benefits for ex-spouses, I pose this ques- 
tion: Would an individual who has had multiple marriages 
be entitled to distributions of Social Security for each of his 
or her marriages? Signed: Thrice Divorced 

Dear Thrice: No, I’m afraid that you are entitled to 
benefits from only one of your marriages, so obviously you 
would want to pick the one which gives you the greatest 
benefit. That would normally be from the ex-spouse who 
was entitled to the highest benefit based upon his or her own 
lifetime work record. 


You would have to be at least 62, have been married 


to that ex-spouse for at least 10 years and not be currently 
married to receive benefits on your ex-spouse’s work re- 
cord. Also, any benefit you are entitled t- ~ an ex-spouse 
would need to be more than you are entitled to on your own 
work record; otherwise you will only receive what you are 
entitled on your own work record. 

You can apply for benefits on an ex-spouse’s record even 
if your ex-spouse is not yet collecting Social Security, if you 
have been divorced for at least two years and if they are at 
least eligible to collect (at least age 62 or receiving SSDI). 

If you were born before Jan. 2, 1954 and have not yet 
filed, you can wait until your own full retirement age to ap- 
ply for spousal benefits only. based on your ex-spouse’s re- 
cord (Restricted Application), allowing your benefit based 


on your own work record to grow in order to receive a high- . 


er benefit later. 

If you wait until your full retirement age to apply, you’ll 
be entitled to 1/2 of your ex-spouse’s full benefit (or disabil- 
ity benefit), but if you apply earlier your benefit amount will 
be reduced. And if your ex-spouse has died, you would still 
be entitled to widow(er)’s benefits. 

Note that you collecting benefits on an ex-spouse’s re- 
cord does not affect your ex-spouse’s benefit, nor will it af- 
fect the benefit of anyone else (e.g., a current spouse) also 
getting benefits from your ex-spouse’s record.

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In Memory Of John Austin 
At West Quincy Fire Station

When Lillian Austin vis- 
ited the West Quincy fire sta- 
tion the night her son, Fire- 
fighter John’ Austin, passed 
away, she was struck by the 
outdated kitchen. Thanks to 
a generous donation by the 


Austin family, the firefight- - 


ers now have a new, mod- 
ern kitchen to prepare their 
meals. 

The Austin family re- 
cently joined firefighters 
at the Copeland Street fire- 
house where the remod- 
eled kitchen was revealed 


and dedicated to Firefighter 


Austin, who served at the 
station for 11 years. He was 
37 years old when he died of 
a heart attack while on duty 
in July, 2012. 

The Engine 5 crew gut- 
ted the old kitchen, located 
at the back of the first floor 
bays, and completely reno- 
vated it with materials paid 
for by the Austins. The proj- 
ect took nearly four years to 


- complete. 


“The money you gave 
us allowed us to do this,” 
Fire Captain John Gillan 
told the family. “We wanted 
to do this kitchen like John 
would have wanted it. The 
guys had that spirit in mind. 
They worked with John. 
They loved John. We miss 
his presence here.”

gathering that her son had © 


showed her pictures of the 
poor condition of the city’s 
fire stations. He had asked 
her to talk to city officials 
about upgrading the fire- 
houses. A month after that 
conversation, John passed 
away. 

“When John passed, we 


came by (Station 5) that 


night,” Lillian Austin said. 
“It was sad for us, but, even 
sadder when I looked at that 
kitchen.” 

A week later, Lillian, 
with a check in hand, went 
to see Mayor Thomas Koch 
and asked him to look into 
renovating the firehouses. 

’ “T told the mayor the sta- 
tions are-in deplorable con- 
dition and they need to be 
upgraded,” she said. 

Lillian Austin said Koch 
was receptive to her request 
and said a committee would 
be formed to explore the 
matter. 

In the meantime, the 
Austins’ donation went to 
work. Firefighters purchased 
cabinets and countertops. 
The jakes performed all the 
work, from gutting the old 
kitchen to installing the new 
cabinetry. 

“Pretty much everything 
you see here was built by 
some members of the de- 
partment,” Gillan said. “The 
guys put a lot of time and ef-

fort into it.” 

He explained there were a 
lot of logistics to be worked 
out — from removing a large, 
old refrigerator to bringing 
the air conditioning into the 
kitchen from upstairs.

The splashboards consist of 
grated metal pieces that are 
used as stepping boards on 
firetrucks.

I need to have an axle shaft boot replaced on my car 
and the shop is suggesting replacing the entire axle. The 
car seems to operate normally; do I really need to re- 
place the entire axle? What does all this do? 

The constant velocity joint boot protects the constant ve- 


~ locity joint which is the flexible portion of the front axle that 


connects from the transmission to the wheel. If the constant 
velocity joint boot has been leaking grease for a while there 
is a good chance the C/V joint has become damaged due to 
lack of lubrication and contamination from sand and dirt. 
Then there is the cost of the repair, the labor to remove the 
axle, clean and lubricate the axle joint and install the boot 
in many cases equal to or more than replacing the axle. The 
cost of axles has also gone down considerably over time. I 
looked online for a replacement axle for my car and a new 
axle was less than $70, a boot kit from the dealer was almost 
that much and a boot kit online was about $20. To me for the 
extra $50 it is worth it to put in a new axle. Now of course 
you would expect to pay more if the shop were buying the 
parts. ; 

My neighbor has a Tesla and keeps talking about how 
great the self-driving system is. I’m not so sure, I think 
some aspects of self-driving cars are great but I don’t 
think I would want to own one, what do you think? 

There is almost nothing more that I like to do than drive 
and at times nothing more than I hate to do more than drive. 
Recently it took me two hours to drive 21 miles and it would 
have been great to have the car driving while I did something 
else. Recently the press association that I belong to and MIT 
did a survey regarding autonomous vehicles and their over- 
all acceptance by the general public and the results were in- 
teresting. What was thought provoking is that in some cases 
50 percent of the public surveyed have no interest in buying 
an autonomous vehicle. Meaning that half the buying public 
has no interest in buying vehicles that auto manufactures 
are spending billions of dollars. For more information on

I recently brought my 2014 Ford Escape to the dealer 
for service as it had been bucking severely when going 
from stop to start at street lights. They had my car for 
a weekend, couldn’t reproduce the issue and sent me 
home. The issue happened again on my drive home from 


_the dealer and they then kept my car for nine weeks try- 


ing to figure out the problem. It turns out that when they 
had flushed the transmission fluid exactly a year prior, 
they had put the incorrect amount of fluid in, 3.5 quarts 
low. In the year from when that happened, I drove the 
car about 6,000 miles. What are the potential issues that 
could arise from having drjven the car for so long with- 
out the correct amount of transmission fluid? 

I’m surprised the vehicle shifted at all. The transmission 
only holds 9 quarts of fluid and with only five and one half 
quarts of fluid in the transmission there has to be some pos- 
sible long-term issues. At this point if the vehicles shifts to 
your satisfaction I would at a minimum ask them for an ex- 
tended warranty to cover any future issues. I’m also not sure 


__Why it took 9 weeks to think of checking the fluid level and 


why the fluid needed flushing on such a new vehicle. 

I recently took my 2003 Honda to the dealer for a re- 
call service and while I was there the advisor suggested 
that I replace the timing belt at a cost of $700. Then I 
took my car to my local shop and they said my car has a 
timing chain not a belt, now what? 

If your Honda has the four-cylinder engine it uses a tim- 
ing chain and that chain should last the life of the car. If your 
Honda-has a six-cylinder engine it uses a timing belt that 
should be replaced at 105,000 miles. If your car’s engine 
does use a timing belt, failing to replace it could result in 
catastrophic engine damage. 

The water pump on my Chevrolet Suburban was re- 
placed at 27,000 miles, under warranty. At a recent oil 
change I learned that the water pump was again leaking 
and needed to be replaced. Chevrolet will not cover the 
cost of the repair. It seems that a water pump should last 
more than 20,000 miles. Have you heard of issues with 
Chevrolet water pumps? Do I have any recourse? 

Chevrolet and many other manufactures expect some 
seepage from the water pump over time. The question is 
what amount of leaking is normal; to me if there is nothing 
more than a stain and not an actual leak I would not con- 
sider replacing the water pump. If there is actual leaking of 
coolant then the pump should be replaced. As far as I can 
determine General Motors has not had any specific issues 
with premature water pump failure. 

This happened to me recently. I was on a road trip 


a 


75 miles from home. I came out in the morning and the 
‘check engine’ light was on. The car is a 2010 Toyota 
Camry hybrid. The car drove okay so I headed home. 
When I got home, my husband said that I shouldn’t have 
driven home but should have had the car towed since I 
could have caused some damage. What do you think? 
The check engine light can come on for any number of 
reasons, from a loose gas cap to a malfunctioning compo- 
nent or sensor. As a general rule unless the check engine 
light is flashing you can drive the car. A flashing check 


_engine light indicates an engine misfire, which can cause 


irreversible damage to the car’s catalytic convertor. Since 
the light was on steady and not flashing, I think you were 
fine driving the car. The issue shouldn’t be ignored and you 
should get the car into a repair shop as soon as possible for 
proper diagnosis and repair. 

I have a 2006 Hyundai Sonata with a couple of prob- 
lems I hope you can help me with. The problem is the 
horn only works sometimes and I have been told it could 
be the airbag or the horn switch. The second problem is 
the driver’s door lock doesn’t work with the push button 
of the remote fob. Is the problem the switch or the lock 
motor? 

The door lock should be fairly straightforward. You need 
to remove the switch and check for continuity across the 
unlock and lock terminals. This will rule out if the switch is 
faulty or not. The horn, horn relay and wiring can be tested 
in a similar fashion. If those parts test out okay, then it is 
possible the airbag is the cause of the problem. The airbag 
as well as the horn use a part called a clock-spring as the 
ground in the electrical circuit. 

‘I went to the store to buy a battery for my BMW (it 
was five years old) and was told that once I installed the 
battery I would have to register the battery with the car’s 
computer system. I was trying to save a little: money by 
replacing the battery myself, but bringing the car back 
to the dealer is both inconvenient and does away with 
any cost savings of me putting the battery in. I haven’t 
done anything yet can you help clarify this nonsense? 

It isn’t nonsense, in some cars you need to reset the car’s 
computer and charging system to let it know the battery is 
new. Failure to do this will result in much shorter than nor- 
mal battery life usually due to overcharging. The good news 
is that many aftermarket tool manufacturers have battery re- 
set tools that are simple to use and will ensure the charging 
system works correctly. 

Ihave a 2013 Ford F150 that I use for work. The truck 


has 150,000 miles on it and recently when it gets driven. 


more than 15 minutes or so the oil pressure drops very 
low and now the engine is starting to knock. I’ll be hon- 
est I wasn’t great about maintenance for the last 100,000 
miles. Any ideas what is wrong? 

It sounds like either the engine is worn or the oil pump or 
pick-up screen is clogged. More than likely the noise is due 
to a worn bearing, due to lack of lubrication. At this point 
check the oil pump and pick-up screen. I suspect with your 
admitted lack of maintenance you may find the oil pump 
screen is full of sludge and blocking oil flow. - 

I was recently driving my Honda Pilot home from the 
beach and started to feel sleepy and tired. I remember 
once you mentioned carbon monoxide issues with one 
reader’s car, is that possible with my Pilot? 

This comes up periodically this time of year. I think the 
problem may be an allergic reaction to mold and mildew. 
Studies show that mold allergies can make people feel tired 
and lethargic and also a bit hazy. The air conditioner ducts 
are a perfect place for mold to grow; it is damp, dark and can 
get warm. But just to rule out the carbon monoxide issue, a 
portable household carbon monoxide tester can be placed in 
the car to test for CO. If there isn’t a CO problem change 
the cabin air filter and have the HVAC system checked and 
cleaned if necessary. 

I have a Ford Ranger pick-up truck and a few months 
ago it wouldn’t start. I opened the hood and shook all 
the wires and then the engine started. Now it is acting 
up again but the wire shaking trick is not working, al- 
though it will eventually start. Any thoughts? 

The problem is a wiring issue from the battery to the 
starter. You will need to check the main wiring and all the 
components in between. Don’t just assume because the wire 
insulation looks good the wire is okay. Electrical power and 
ground connections all need to be inspected and tested for 
voltage drop. 

I have only used my emergency brake when parking 
my car on a major decline and once a year when the car 
gets inspected. I know the brake is mechanical, is there 
some sort of maintenance that I should do to prevent the

cables from rusting? 

The best maintenance is using the parking brake once a 
week or so to prevent sticking. Also when the oil is getting 
changed ask the shop to apply a little lube on the cables. 
This should keep the parking brake working properly. 

What are your thoughts on buying a former rental or 
lease car? I have seen cars advertised by all the major , 
rental companies and they-look like a good deal but I 
wonder about the condition. 

A lease car is always a pretty good deal. These cars gen- 
erally have one owner and have the‘specified maintenance 
performed and are sometimes “certified” which adds an ex- 
tra level of maintenance and warranty. A former rental car 
can be a good deal to but keep in mind that not all rent- 
ers take care of the car while it is in their possession. As a 
general rule, I would probably stay away from sports and 
performance cars that were daily rentals; these vehicles may 
have been abused and in some cases even raced. That being 
said over the years I have purchased former rental cars and 
generally had good luck. As with any used car, it is always 
a good idea to have “used-car” ra dear performed before 
you purchase the vehicle. : 

I have a Chevrolet Suburban that from time to time 
will crank over for a long period before it starts. This 
happens more on cold starting than after it has been 
running for the day. This truck was a former livery/limo 
and it has 200,000 miles on it. Where should I start look- - 
ing for problems? 

One problem that many General Motors vehicle have is 
excessive carbon deposit buildup on the valves. This carbon 
will act like a sponge and absorb the extra fuel needed to 
start the engine. I would start with trying some top-engine 
and fuel injector cleaner and see if that makes any differ- 
ence. If it does show signs of improvement, then you should ° 
consider a complete fuel injection cleaning. 

I read your column and find it interesting. I’m con- 
sidering a new car. I have a 2007 Hyundai Santa Fe with 
all-wheel-drive. I like everything about this car but it 
is approaching 191,000 miles and I’m thinking it’s time 


‘\; for a new one. This Hyundai has been the best vehicle I 
have owned in 40 years of driving. Replacing this Sante- 


Fe with another Hyundai probably makes sense but my 
current vehicle is a six-cylinder and the new Hyundai 
has a four-cylinder engine. I like the pick-up in my little 
SUV. What do you think of dropping down to a four- 
cylinder engine? Will I miss the power? My sécond ques- 
tion is will these four-cylinder engines last as long as the 
bigger six-cylinders? 

My first suggestion is don’t overlook today’s four-cyl- 
inder engines in any vehicle. They are smooth and in some 
cases more powerful than older six-cylinder engines. The 
2.7 liter six-cylinder\engine in your 2007 Hyundai devel- 
ops 185 horsepower. The 2.0 liter engine in the Santa Fe 
Sport develops the same 185 horsepower. If you want a little 
more performang¢e the turbo-charged version develops 240 
horsepower. Drive the latest from Hyundai; I think it should 
satisfy your needs. Regarding engine longevity, it takes 
only about 15 horsepower to maintain highway speed. If 
you drove with your foot to the floor all the time the engine 
wouldn’t last, but that is not how we drive. In most cases 
drivers only use “full-throttle” 10 percent of the time. To me — 
this should translate into long engine life. 

I own a 2006 Honda €R-V with approximately 
107,000 miles. My little SUV needs four new tires, which 
I estimate will cost abeut $800, plus I’m thinking it may 
need some suspension work. I’m undecided as to wheth- 
er I should invest this amount of money in an 11 year old 
vehicle or trade it in. 

Today, we see cars routinely lasting 200,000 miles or 
more. If the CR-V still meets your needs and you are pre- 
pared to spend more money on additional maintenance such ° 
as brakes, drive belts and fluid changes, I can’t see any rea 
son not to keep your car. My biggest concern would be the 
overall structure. If the undercarriage of the vehicle is still 
pretty rust free and the overall dependability has been good, 
it would make sense to hang on to it.

The fugitive who alleg- 


’ edly bilked investors out of 


$1.7 million in a scheme 
involving Quincy’s Beach- 
comber Bar has been in- 
dicted on federal fraud and 
identity theft charges, and 
his ex-wife has been in- 


| . dicted on charges of lying to 


investigators. 

Scott J. Wolas, age 68, 
has been indicted on seven 
counts of wire fraud and one 
count of aggravated iden- 
tity theft, federal investiga- 
tors and Quincy police an- 
nounced June 29. Wolas was 
arrested in Delray Beach, 
Fla., in April and is being 
detained pending his trial.- 

His ex-wife, Cecily 
Sturge, 69, of Delray Beach, 
was indicted on charges of 
making a materially false 
statement to federal. inves- 
tigators concerning Wolas’ 
whereabouts. She had been 
arrested earlier in June. 

Wolas, using the alias 
Eugene Grathwohl, operated 
a real estate business known 


~ as Increasing Fortune Inc. 


and worked as a licensed 
real estate broker Century 
21 in Quincy, from at least 
2009 to 2016, according to 


’ court documents. From 2014 


through 2016, he solicited 
investments for the devel- 
opment of the Beachcomber 
Bar property on Quincy 
Shore Drive and for the con- 
struction of a single-family 


home on the adjacent prop- 
erty. He collected more than 
$1.7 million from at least 20 
investors and promised each 
of them a significant return 
on their investments. He al- 
legedly promised to pay out 
at least 125 percent of the 
profits related to the single- 
family home construction. 
The court documents also 
indicate that the bank ac- 
count into which Wolas de- 
posited investor funds has 
been drained, and that Wo- 
las used the money mostly 
for : his personal expenses 
unrelated to development of 
the real estate projects. 
Wolas was scheduled to 
close on the Beachcomber 
property-on Sept. 15, 2016. 
A week before, however, 
he left Quincy and ceased 
all contact with his then- 
girlfriend, his co-workers, 
and his investors. Law en- 
forcement then discovered 


' that Grathwohl was actually 


Wolas, a former lawyer who 
had been a fugitive since 
1997 after ,being charged 
with fraud and grand lar- 
ceny in New York. The real 
Eugene Grathwohl resides 
in Florida and is known to 
Wolas, prosecutors said. 
According to court docu- 
ments, law enforcement of- 
ficers interviewed Sturge, 
Wolas’ ex-wife, on Nov. 17, 
2016. During the interview, 
Sturge said that she had not

Medical Center or South 
Shore Hospital in Wey- 
mouth. NeighborWorks, in 
a statement, said 18 people

“The quick action of the 
Quincy Fire Department

~ Lebo: State Should Correct Electronic 
Version Of MCAS Writing Test 


Dear Quincy Syn: 
I want to thank you for 
- your recent article that high- 
lighted my concerns about 
the electronic version of the 
MCAS. This year school 
systems were required to pi- 
lot the electronic version of 
the test in two grades; Quin- 
cy chose Grades 4 and 8. 
This meant our students had 
to take the entire test-using 
a computer. Through prac- 
tice sessions, Quincy teach- 
ers prepared our students for 
this version of the test. The 
practice sessions allowed 
our students to develop their 
word processing skills as 
well as their writing skills. 
After the MCAS testing 
was completed, the schools 
and school committees had 
an opportunity to see some 
of the test-items. When I 
saw what our students were 
required to do on the writ- 
ing portion of the test, I was 
deeply dismayed and angry. 
In Grade 4, at the age 
of nine, our students were 
asked to type a one page 
essay into a text box. Al- 
though they were asked to 
write a full page, they could 
only see and work on about 
four lines of text from that 
page at a time. In Grade 8, 
what was required of our 
students was even more dis- 


turbing. Writing prompts 
asked students to complete 
a 4-page essay but again 
the students could only see 
several lines of their. writing 
at atime. A scroll bar only 
appeared when __ students 
were close to using all the 
allowed space. Using the 
scroll bar, the student had to 
scroll up or down and side 
to side to be able to see what 
they had written. Students 
had no opportunity to view 
or review their work except 
in small pieces. 

I was dismayed and angry 
about this format because 
this would be like asking a 
student to write a 4-page es- 
say on index cards. The stu- 
dent may not see previous 
cards as they fill each new 
card with writing. They 
can only access all the cards 
when they have filled a con- 
siderable number of cards 
and even then, they can only 
see one card of writing at a 
time. How could our stu- 
dents be expected to review 
their complete work before 
they submit it, and is this 
really a fair and legitimate 
assessment of the students’ 
writing skill? 

Judith Hockman, Ed.D., 
founder of The Writing 
Revolution uses evidence 
based strategies to help 
‘schools and districts im- 


prove writing skills. Based 
on her research, one of the 
basic tenets of her success- 
ful method is the use of 
revisions tO insure consis- 
tency and clarity in writing. 
A good writer would never 
send any piece out before 
reviewing it for content and 
form, yet we are not allow- 
ing our young students to do 
the same on the electronic 
version of the MCAS. We 
are not allowing them to 
present their best work for 
this important assessment. 
As a member of the 
school committee I know 
how hard our Quincy teach- 
ers work to teach and pre- 
pare our students to be good 
writers. I believe the current 
format for the MCAS writ- 
ing test is a poor assessment 
tool for measuring our stu- 


- dents writing abilities/skills. 


On behalf of the students 
and teachers of Quincy, 
I have written a letter to 
the MA Department of El- 
ementary and Secondary 
Education expressing my 
concerns and the concerns 
of my school committee col- 
leagues about the format of 
the test and asked them how 
they plan to correct this un- 
fair situation.

Money For State Programs 
Here Could Be Level Funded, 
Says State Sen. John Keenan

Cities and towns across 
Massachusetts would see 
an increase in local aid un- 
der the $40.2 billion budget 
for fiscal year 2018 that was 
approved by legislators last 
week and is now pending 
before Gov. Charlie Baker. 

Sen. John Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat,  dis- 
cussed the budget during 


_ an interview Monday. The 


Legislature passed the bud- 
get for FY18 on July 7 - 
seven days after the start of 
the fiscal year — and Baker 
has 10 days from that date 
to review the spending plan: 
The governor can sign it as 
is, veto it entirely or veto 
individual line items. Baker 
had not taken any action on 
the budget as of Tuesday. 

_ The budget approved by 
lawmakers July 7 includes 
more than $700 million in 
cuts from proposals intro- 
duced earlier this spring, 
though it still increases state 


spending by about $1 bil- 
lion over the previous bud- 
get. The $700 million was 
trimmed from the budget 
because revenue projections 
for fiscal year 2018 have de- 
creased since the spring. 
Despite the reductions 
made to the budget, the 
amount set aside for local 
aid would increase under the 
spending plan approved by 
the Legislature. Cities and 
towns would receive $4.75 
billion in Chapter 70 money 
for education — an increase 
of $118 million over FY17 
— and about $1 billion in un- 
restricted local aid. : 


»«*Loéal aid figures will go 


up — both general local aid 
and Chapter 70. There is a 
pretty strong consensus be- 
‘tween the governor and the 
Legislature that local aid 
should continue to grow,” 
Keenan said. 

“Tt did grow and Quincy 


will see an incréase in local

¢ On July 24, 1567, during her imprisonment in Scot- 
land, Mary Queen of Scots is forced to abdicate in favor 
of her 1-year-old son, later crowned King James VI of 
Scotland.

Demolition Begins For New 
Quincy Center Building

Demolition of several 
single-story buildings has 
begun in the 1500 block of 
Hancock Street, where a 
seven-story building fea- 
turing 171 apartments and 
15,000 square feet of retail 
space will be constru 

LBC Partners of Boston 
received approval for the 
new project, known as Nova 
Residences, in May. The de- 
velopers also operate a ho- 
tel, Nova Suites, located at 
nearby 3 Cottage Ave. 

A portion of the Nova 
Residences will be located 
on the Hancock Lot. The City 


Council in April approved 
Mayor Thomas Koch’s land 
disposition agreement with 
LBC under which the city 
will sell a 10,196 square 
foot portion of the Hancock 
Lot to the developer. In ex- 
change, the city will receive 
5,657 square feet of land 
from LBC, plus $473,000. 
The city will ‘use the 
land it acquires from the 
developer for two purposes: 
widening the sidewalk in 
front of the new building 
to conform with the master 
plan for Quincy Center and 
creating a  glass-enclosed 
atrium between Nova Resi- 


dences and Nova Suites that 
would provide access to the 
Hancock Lot from Hancock 
Street, with a new city drain 
line underneath it. An $80 
million bond approved by 
the council last month pro- 
vides funding for both con- 
struction of the atrium and 
installation of the new drain 
line, among other items. 
The land _ disposition 
agreement with LBC in- 
cludes no tax incentives for 
the developer. City officials 
estimate the new building 
would generate $478,000 
in property taxes annu- 
ally — more than 10 times 


the $40,000 the company 
pays in taxes on the same 
land now. Additionally, the 
city may be able to rent out 
space in the 3,600 square 
foot atrium. 

The proposed develop- 
ment at 1500 Hancock St. 
was first unveiled in 2015. 
At the time, LBC planned 
to build a hotel on site, but 
switched to apartments be- 
cause of market conditions. 
The second floor, with 36 
units, could be converted 
into a hotel in the future if 
market conditions were fa- 
vorable to doing so.

tages on Post Island Road in Post Island, a little known 
and secluded section of Quincy. Post Island is situated 
between Shell Beach in Adams Shore and The Bit in 
Houghs Neck. It is not part of Houghs Neck. Post Island 
was originally the easternmost section of the colonial 
land grant to William Coddington in 1634. When he 
was self-exiled to Rhode Island, he sold a large portion 
of his land stretching from what is now Mount Wollas- 
ton Cemetery to and including Post Island and beyond 
nearly to The Bit. Through inheritance it later became 
the Mount Wollaston Farm of Colonel John Quincy for 
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whom the city is named. In the 19th century it became 
the property of John Quincy Adams II and.his wife, 
Fanny Crowinshield Adams. They built a large man- 
sion on the farm near Samoset Avenue. Adams died in 
1894 and his wife and family began selling the property 
to land developers. In 1896, Post Island was the first 
parcel to be sold. The subdivision has 34 house lots with 
10 of them on the water including the cottages shown 
above. Today, these are year-round homes. To contact 
Tom Galvin, e-mail tmgalvin@verizon.net.

Seek Compromise 
Over Airplane Noise 


_ Representatives of the Federal Aviation Administra- 
tion and citizen groups: from Boston, Quincy and three - 
other. communities are scheduled to meet July 19 to see 
if they can-reach a compromise in the long dispute over 
airplane noise that has gone on for over a year. 

Federal Judge David Nelson had urged the meeting be 
held before he rules on a petition by the city of Quincy 
and the towns of Milton and Hull to intervene in a suit 
brought by the city of Boston to force aircraft taking off 
from Logan Airport to use a route other than one over 
South Boston. 

One of the alternate routes would take the planes 
over Quincy. The 180 degree heading raised a ruckus in 
Squantum and Wollaston last summer when a change in 
routes was made without consulting Quincy residents. 

Bernice Mader, chairperson of Citizens Against Air- 
port Noise, demanded aircraft departing Logan use routes 
over the ocean.

Drowning can happen in an

That allows very little 
time for someone to help. 
Millions of -us_ enjoy 
warm weather every year 
by swimming in backyard 
pools and unwinding in hot 
tubs. Pool owners should 
make safety. their first pri- 


ority by following some es-. 


sential guidelines: 

¢ Completely surround 
your pool with a fence or 
barrier with a self-closing, 
self-latching gate.

¢ Don’t dive headfirst, 
protect your neck. Check 
for depth and obstructions 
before diving, and go in feet 
first the first time.

elderly persons when at the 
beach. Even in shallow wa- 
ter, wave action can cause a 
loss of footing. 

¢ Keep watch for aquat- 
ic life. Water plants and 
animals may be dangerous. 
Avoid patches of plants. 
Leave animals alone. 

Rip currents are respon- 
sible for fatalities on our 
nation’s beaches every year, 
and account for most of the 
rescues performed by life- 
guards. Rip~ currents can 
form in any large open wa- 
ter area, suck as low spots 
and breaks in sandbars, or 


near structures such as piers ~ 


and jetties. ie 

For your protection, be 
aware of the threat of rip 
currents and remember the 
following: 

e If you are caught in a 
rip current, stay calm and 
don’t fight the current. 

¢ Swim parallel to the 
shore until you are out of 


‘the current. Once you are 


free, turn and swim toward 
shore. 

¢ If you can’t swim to the 
shore, float or tread water 
until you are free of the rip 
current and then head to- 


ward shore. 


¢ If you believe that you 


can’t make it to the shore, 
draw attention to yourself 
by waving and calling for 
help. 

e Stay at least 100 feet 
away from piers and jetties. 
Permanent rip currents often 
exist near these structures. 

¢ If someone is in trouble 
in the water, get help from 
a lifeguard. If a lifeguard is 


not available, have someone * 


call 9-1-1.Throw the victim 
something that floats such 
as a lifejacket, cooler, inflat- 
able ball and yell instruc- 
tions on how to escape the 
current. 

e When at the beaclt 
check conditions before en- 
tering the water. Check to 
see if any warning flags are 
up or ask a lifeguard about 
water conditions, beach 
conditions, or any potential 
hazards. 

Many people swim in 
streams, lakes, or ponds. 
Take extra care when swim- 
ming in these picturesque 
spots. You can’t always see 
the bottom of the lake or 
pond, so you may not be 
aware of the depth of the 
water. 


Wave pools, giant slides, 


and gushing fountains are a 
lot of fun. To remain safe, 
find out what each attraction 
is like and how deep the wa- 
ter is.

e Always make sure 
there’s a lifeguard at each 
ride and listen to his or 
her instructions. Wait until 
the rider ahead of you has 
passed a safe point for you 
to go down a slide. 

e Always go down the 
water slide face up and feet 
first. This is the .safe and 
correct way to ride. 

The pool and the beach 
are great places to learn new 
skills and socialize. Being 
prepared will make you feel 
more comfortable and in 
charge while you’re enjoy- 
ing the summer sun.

Ask Rusty: Deemed Filing & 
50% Of Spouse’s Benefit 


Dear Rusty: I would like to know more about spou- 
sal benefits allowing a husband or wife to receive up to 50 
percent of a spouse’s Social Security benefits. I believe it 
is called spousal deeming of Social Security benefits, and 
I’m wondering if this is something we can take advantage 
of. My wife, who is 64, has not retired yet, and I retired 
in June at the age of 66. Thank you for your time. I hope 
you can clarify whether or not this is something relative to 
us. Signed: Wondering 

Dear Wondering: From your question I assume you are 
referring to your wife possibly receiving up to 50% of your © 
current Social Security benefit. 

The “deeming” you refer to is called “deemed filing” 
by Social: Security and it refers to when a person files for 
benefits and is also entitled to spousal benefits, they are 
“deemed” to have filed for benefits on both their own record 
and their spouse’s record. When your wife files, Social Se- 
curity will calculate the benefit she is entitled to on her own 
work record, and then what she is entitled to as your spouse, 
and she will receive whichever benefit is higher. 

You are correct that your wife can receive up to 50% 
of your benefit, but she will only get the full 50% if she 
has reached what Social Security considers her “Full Re- 
tirement Age” (or “FRA”, which for her is 66). If she files 
before that, her benefit amount will be reduced to something 
less than 50% of yours, depending upon how many months 
before her FRA she files. Since you retired at your FRA of 
66, you are receiving 100% of the benefit you are entitled 
to. Since your wife’s 65th birthday is approaching in Feb- 
ruary, if she chooses to retire then she would get 45:8 % of 
your full benefit instead of 50%. If she chooses instead to 
retire in December of 2016, she would get 45.1% of your 
full benefit, and if she chooses to wait until after February 
the percentage of your benefit she will receive will increase 
monthly until she reaches age 66 when it will be the full 
50%. 

Please note that filing early has consequences ‘in that 
once your wife files, her benefits will be at the reduced level 
permanently; they do not increase at her full retirement age. 
This not meant to discourage her from filing early if finan- 
cially necessary, but rather just to make you aware. Note 
also that this same scenario would apply if the wife was the 
higher wage-earner and it was the husband seeking 50% of 
the wife’s Social Security benefit. 

While the above answers your question about “spousal 
deeming”, there is another strategy your wife may want to 
pursue to maximize her own benefits. Since your wife at- 
tained age 62 prior to the end of 2015, if she waits until age 
66 to file she would be entitled to file a Restricted Applica- 
tion for Spousal Benefits Only. Doing this would mean she 
could avoid the new deemed filing rules that were enacted 
in 2015, apply for spousal benefits only, and allow her own 
benefit to grow. By doing this her benefit amount on her 
own work record would increase by about 8% for each year 
after she became 66, until age 70 when it would reach a 
maximum of 132% of her benefit at age 66. She could then 
switch from spousal benefits to increased benefits on her 
own work record at any time it becomes financially prudent 
to do that.

lar basis. Those commut- 
ers could give feedback on 
a number of topics, such as

available, snow removal, 
frequency of shuttle service 
and flow of foot traffic. into 
North Quiney, for example. 

“The citizens are going 
to be able to voice their con- 
cems,” Keenan said. “The 
T’s feeling is it (the advisory 
committee) can’t be so big it 
gets unwieldy, but they want 
to get constructive input 
from people.”

trains ready in case the plat- 
form is crowded, they can 
run a train right from Quin- 
cy [Center] to North Quincy 
and not have people from 
Braintree or Quincy Adams 
on it,” Keenan said. “By the 
time it got to North Quincy 
it wouldn’t be packed. We 
could get people on quick- 
ly.” 

He also discussed with 
the MBTA allowing pas- 
sengers at Quincy Center to 
board commuter rail trains 
there if the Red Line be- 
comes backed up. 

“The other thing .we’ve 
looked at is having commut- 
er rail as a fallback if there is 
some overcrowding or some 
sort of incident,’ Keenan 
said. “People might be able 


_to use commuter rail on an 


as-needed basis — an emer- 
gency basis — to get right 
to South Station to take the 
pressure off.” 

The MBTA is also con- 
sidering increasing the 
frequency of regularly 
scheduled bus service that 
connects the Quincy Center 
and North Quincy stations 
via the Wollaston and Mont- 
clair neighborhoods.

clude funding for the Quin- ~ 


cy Fire Department’s haz- 
ardous materials unit and 
increased police patrols on 
Wollaston Beach, items the 
delegation has included in 
past budgets as well. 

New this year is a$25,000 
earmark for the United First 
Parish Church, which would 
allow the Quincy. Center 
church to upgrade electrical 
systems in the building to 
support sprinklers there in 
the future. Keenan said he 
sought the funds after learn- 
ing the church, which was 
built in 1828 and houses the 
Adams family crypt, did not 
have a sprinkler system. 

“The church doesn’t 
have sprinklers, which I 
find incredible, especially 
when you think about the 
fire across the street at City 
Hall and what it did to the 
granite,” he said, referring 
to the three-alarm fire inside 
the McIntyre Government 
Center in September 2014 
while it was undergoing 
renovations. 

Keenan said money for 
state programs that goes to 
local organizations in Quin- 
cy could be level funded in 
the budget, meaning there 
could be a cut in some ser- 
vices. 

“Some of them may not 
see a cut, but it may be level 
funded, which could result 
in a cut in local services,” he 
stated. “A level-funded bud- 
get for them means a cut in 
local services.” 

' With the budget now 
pending before the gover- 
nor, legislators have turned 
their attention back to the 
legalization of recreational 
marijuana in the Bay State.

of recreational marijuana 
in a November 2016 refer- 
endum, with 54 percent of 
-voters in favor of legaliza- 
tion. In Quincy, 51 percent 
of voters were in favor of 
legalization. 

The Senate and House 
have passed competing bills 
to address concerns in the 
legislation approved by vot- 
ers in November. A confer- 
ence committee with three 
members of each chamber is 
now meeting to reach a com- 
promise — House Majority 
Leader Ronald Mariano, a 
Quincy Democrat, is among 
those on the conference 
committee. Negotiations on 
the marijuana law were put 
on hold while the budget 
was being ironed out. 

Keenan, who is not a 
member of the conference 
committee, said the two 
major stumbling blocks are 
taxes and local control. 

The law approved by vot- 
ers includes a 12 percent tax 
on recreational marijuana — 
10 percent for the state and 
a two percent local option. 
The Senate bill would keep 
the tax rate at 12 percent, 
while the House legislation 
would raise it to 28 percent.

Keenan identified several 
other priorities lawmakers 
could take up in the fall and 
into next year. Those include 
a possible tax on short-term 
rentals such as those offered 
on Airbnb, criminal justice 
reform and non-compete 
agreements. Keenan said he 
plans to push for passage of 
several bills he has already 
filed concerning the state’s 
opioid crisis, including one 
that would require insurance 
companies to cover up to 30 
days of treatment.

Quincy’s newest Little 
Free Library — designed to 
resemble one of the city’s 
most well-known historic 
homes — opened Saturday 
in the Penn’s Hill neighbor- 
hood.

The city of Quincy will 
receive $46 million in local 
aid under the state’s budget 
signed into law Monday by 
Gov. Charlie Baker. 

Sen. John Keenan, a 
Quincy Democrat, said in 
a statement that the state’s 
budget for fiscal year 2018, 
which began on July 1, in- 
cludes an increase in gen- 
eral local aid and education 
funding for cities and towns. 
It also expands the state’s 
Housing Court to include 
Quincy, he announced, and 
includes other items of im- 
portance to the city. 

Baker signed into law the 
$39.4 billion budget Mon- 
day. He vetoed $320 million

library. Henry Wilde, then a 
fifth grade student at the Ber- 
nazzani School, opened his 
Little Free Library outside 
his family’s home on Sum- 
mit Avenue this January. 
Wilde’s library is housed 
in a refurbished newspaper 
vending machine. 

“It caught our atten- 
tion,” Ron recalled- Mon- 
day in an interview. “We 
thought that’s a great idea. 
We liked it, started looking 
into it more, found it to be a 
national organization...We 
thought it was a great way 
to get early learning moving 
and get kids to start a life- 
time of reading.” : 

Ron said the neighbor- 
hood’s changing demo- 
graphics — more and more 
young families are moving 
in, and a new neighborhood 
organization has also taken 
root in recent years — and 
the proximity to both the 
Adams birthplaces and the 
Abigail Adams Cairn atop 


Penn’s Hill helped inspire

him to complete the project 


as well.. 


“Our neighborhood had 
changed dramatically also,” 
he said. “We used to be the 
young people in the neigh- 
borhood and now we're 
the old people in the neigh- 
borhood. A lot of young 
families moved in = a lot of 
young kids. The Penn’s Hill 
Neighborhood Association 
was formed in the last few 
years. So it’s an active area 
and it’s a wonderful place to 
live and it’s a historical area 
because it’s right between 
the Quincy old houses and 
the Abigail Adams Cairn at 
the top of the hill. 

“So we said let’s build 
this, but I thought I'd like to 
make it a historical building 
as well. So [.built it in the 
likeness of the John Quincy 
Adams birthplace. The fa- 
cade of the building is a dou- 
ble-door opening, so there is 
plenty of room to put books 
in there. Then we located it 
at the property at what we 
thought would be good eye 
level and good height for 
4-, 5- and 6-year-old kids 
to open up and explore and 
find the books they want to 
read. 

“What we thought was 
going to. be a month or two 
project turned out to be six 
months to make it.” ” 

Ron said the project took 


so long because he paid keen 
attention to details that went 
into the wooden structure. 
“If you build a house, 
people don’t see the top of 
it, but when you build some- 
thing like this, people are 
looking down on it and see- 
ing all the details,” he said. 
“I thought children would 
have fun- with it because 
they’d think of it almost as a 
dollhouse — they don’t know 


the historical significance of . 


it.” 

“But it might get them 
interested too,” Janet added. 
' The MacDonalds also 
met with Wilde and his 
mother to discuss the art of 
constructing a Little. Free 
Library. 

“We went to Henry’s 
house arid hé happened to be 
home,” Janet said. “He came 
out and his mother came out 
and we talked about it. We 
had a great chat about it and 
they gave us some point- 
ers.” 

“They’re lovely people 
— just lovely people,” Ron 
added. : 

The Little Free Library 
on Dale Avenue has room 
for 40 to 50° books.

Warns Of Home Repair Scams

Summer is here and with that comes the need and desire 
to make necessary home repairs and improvements. Nor- 
folk District Attorney Michael W. Morrissey warns home 
owners to beware of perennial home repair and improve- 
ment scams that can rob homeowners of their money and 
sense of security. Corrupt businesses routinely scam un- 
suspecting homeowners into either paying higher prices for 
services rendered or talk homeowners into fully or partially 
pay for work upfront and then ultimately never provide the 
contracted services. 

According to AARP, these fon improvement and home 
repair scams typically target low income families and the 
elderly, with a primary focus on our most vulnerable popu- 
lation. Scammers look for external signs that indicate a vul- 


_ nerability - homes with wheelchair ys handicap plac- 


ards displayed on cars, and, sometimes, 
homes. 

Once identified, scammers typically will make introduc- 
tions by engaging in small jobs and then progress to larger 
jobs at a higher cost. Services offered by scammers include 
roof repair, driveway paving, duct cleaning, tree trimming, 
chimney cleaning and general household maintenance like 
lawn mowing or leaf blowing. Scammers contact home- 
owners by door-to-door solicitation, flyers, local advertise- 
ments and high pressured phone calls. Often scammers will 
highlight the quality of their work in neighboring communi- 
ties. 

While there are many legitimate and hardworking hae 
improvement and home repair companies, be wary when 
you encounter the following: * 

¢ Door-to-door solicitations, phone calls and emails of- 
fering home improvements and repairs at low prices; 

¢ Solicitations where the business tell you they are do- 
ing work in your neighborhood and have extra materials left 
from the old job that can be used on your home; 

¢ High pressure sales pitches which require you to make 
a decision that day or lose out on a discounted price; 

° High pressure sales pitches that emphasize the urgency 
of the needed improvement or repair; 

¢ Businesses that are not established. Check with the 
Better Business Bureau prior to engaging in contract work; 
¢ Solicitations that require you to exeeute a contract im-

¢ Solicitations that request full or partial payment up- 
front; 

¢ Solicitations that lack information idenulying the busi- 
ness to conduct the requested work; 

* Solicitations that provide a list of references that are not 
local to the area; _ : 

¢ Solicitations that confuse you; and 

¢ Solicitations that you don’t understand; 

It is imperative that you be an informed consumer. Here 
are tips to protect you and your loved ones from scamis: 

¢ Do not let solicitors in your home if you are alone; 

¢ Have a trusted friend or family member with you when 
solicitors come inside your home; 

¢ Seek referrals from family and friends if you need any 
home improvements or repairs; 

* Investigate all businesses you seek to do business with 
prior to signing any agreements; 

¢ Check with the Better Business Bureau prior to engag- 
ing the services of a business; 

¢ Avoid contractors without proof of insurance; 

¢ Carefully read all contracts and agreements prior to 
signing; 

¢ Seek the assistance of a trusted family or friend to assist 
you in reading and understanding contracts prior to engag- 
ing their services; 

e Never sign a contract or sen just because you 
feel pressured; 

¢ Require all agreements to be in writing; . 

¢ Refuse to sign an agreement you do not understand; 

* Recognize if it sounds too good to be true, it probab!+ 
is; 

e Ensure project completion prior to payment; 

¢ Do not pay with cash;

Wollaston MBTA Project: Cost Higher Than $38 Million 


In considering the Wol- 
laston T Renovation Proj- 
ect, I’ve noted that on the 
surface at least, it appears 
that the projected cost of the 
project is $38M.

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BBB Warning: Jury Duty Scams Can Cost Thousands

Better Business Bureau 
Serving Eastern MA, ME, 
RI & VT (BBB) is warn- 
ing the public about a re- 
cent phone scam claiming 
you have failed to report to. 
jury duty and need to pay a 
fine, usually costing avend 
$2,000. 

According to BBB Scam 
Tracker, 46 jury duty related 
scams were reported to BBB 
across the U.S. and Canada 
in 2016 - twice as many as 
the year before. As of Janu- 
ary 2017, there have already 
been 23 scams of this sort 
reported to BBB. 

The scam came to rise 
again this year when Bet- 
ter Business Bureau of 


ing notifications that scam-_ 


mers were’ calling residents 
and claiming to be from the 
sheriff’s office or a federal 
marshal, telling residents 
that they missed a federal 


jury duty summons and will 


be arrested unless they pay 
the fines immediately. 
A scam of this type typi- 


cally follows with the vic- 


tim being asked to provide 
credit card numbers or to 
wire money to cover the 
fake fines. Scammers may 
also ask for a Social Securi- 
ty number or other personal 
information for “verification 


purposes.”

can seem real and intimidat- 
ing because scammers often 
use real law enforcement 


names and phone numbers.

Social Security Matters 


Ask Rusty: 
DRCs vs. Collecting 
And Continuing To Earn 


Dear Rusty: My wife is now 66 and not collecting So- 
cial Security. She wants to wait until age 70 to collect the 
larger benefit. However, I know that she could collect now 
and her payments will grow if she continues to work until 
age 70 because she had some years in her lifetime with zero 
earnings. My question is what will be the difference in ben- 
efits at age 70 if she waits to collect, or she collects now at 
age 66 and continues to contribute to S.S.? 

Signed: Working Wife’s Husband 

Dear Working: This is an interesting question. Let’s 
examine the parts. 

When a person reaches their full retirement age (FRA) 
but does not apply for Social Security benefits, they earn 
Delayed Retirement Credits (DRCs) at a rate of 2/3rds of 1 
percerit for each month they delay. So for each full year be- 
yond their FRA, up to age 70, they earn 8 percent more than 
they would receive at their full retirement age, to a maxi- 
mum of 132-percent of their FRA benefit. 

When you apply for benefits, Social Security examines 
your lifetime earnings record, adjusts (indexes) your earn- 
ings in each of those years for inflation, and finds the 35 
years with the highest earnings (only earnings up to the 


annual payroll withholding tax limit are counted). If you. 


don’t have a full 35 years of earnings, they put zeros in some 
years to reach a total of 35, the number of years used to 
calculate your benefit amount. They then adéup the earn- 


_ ings for those 35 years, divide the total by 420 (the number 


of months in 35 years) to arrive at your Average Indexed 
Monthly Earnings (AIME). Your AIME is then subjected 
, where different percent- 
ages are applied to three different portions of your aver- 
age monthly earnings to arrive at your Primary Insurance 
Amount, or PIA, the amount of benefit you are entitled to at 
your full retirement age. 

Social Security reviews each beneficiary’s earnings re- 
cord annually and, if their current earnings are more than 
the indexed earnings in any of the 35 years used to calculate 
your benefit, they will replace that year with the higher earn- 


ings amount and re-compute your benefit accordingly. In 
~ this way the monthly benefit amount can increase if current 


earnings exceed the indexed earnings in any of the years 
used to compute your PIA. But, how would this potential 
increase compare against the annual 8 percent delayed re- 
tirement credit your wife would receive if she does not ap- 
ply at her full retirement age? 

Assuming four years of zero earnings, an AIME of $3,000 
and a PIA of $ 1,473, I calculate that replacing those four 
zero years with $25,000 per year in earnings would boost 
your wife’s benefit to $1,549 per month at age 70. However, 
when the 8 percent DRC’s are applied to the $1,473 PIA her 
benefit amount at age 70 would be $1,944 per month, $395 
more. So, if your goal is to maximize her monthly benefit, 
there is a clear financial advantage to delaying. 

But, when to start benefits is never as simple as looking 
only at the financial numbers; health and lifestyle factors 
must always be taken into account. And you should also 
consider that if your wife applies now, by the time she reach- 
es 70 years of age she will have collected 4 years’ worth of 
benefits. If your wife is healthy and as a couple you are fi- 
nancially comfortable with her earnings from work, waiting 
to collect is certainly viable option. 

If, instead, she becomes unable to work, needs the extra 
money, or simply decides she wants to begin Social Secu- 
rity, she can apply at any time to start collecting her ben- 
efits. Also-note that if she continues to work, her current 
earnings may, if they are large enough, improve her benefit 
amount regardless of whether or not she is already collect- 
ing Social Security benefits.

Douglas Adams, a direct 
descendant of President 
John Adams and First Lady 
Abigail Adams, talked about

that ended the War of 1812. 

John Quincy Adams was 
appointed by his father as the 
first U.S. minister to Rus- 
sia. While there, he became 
friends with the Tsar. Adams 
was later recalled to Wash- 
ington to help negotiate the 
Treaty of Ghent. The Rus- 
sian Tsar became involved 
in the negotiations as a third 
party arbitrator over certain 
provisions of 
treaty. 

He also spoke about how 
John Quincy Adams came to 
be elected president despite 
losing the popular vote. 

Since none of the four 
candidates won the major- 
ity of the Electoral College 
votes, it was up the House of 
Representatives to elect the 
new president. Henry Clay, 
who came in last and was 
not among the three eligible 
candidates to be considered 
by the House, swayed his 
colleagues to vote for Ad- 
ams although Andrew Jack- 
son had won most of the 
popular votes. On the first 
ballot, Adams ‘was elected 
president. 

“There was an uproar of 
protest,” said Douglas Ad- 
ams. 

After being elected, Pres- 
ident John Quincy Adams 
appointed Clay to succeed 
him as secretary of state, a 
move that sparked suspi- 
cion.

Batteries, Oil Changes, Headlights 
Ask John Paul: AAA New Englanda’s Car Doctor 


I recently had to call 
AAA road service to 
jumpstart my Prius bat- 
tery because of me leaving 
my headlights on. I real- 
ized this battery is not the 
most common and may be 
hard to replace and was 
wondering why the hybrid 
battery can’t be used to 
start the car. 

The Prius uses a separate 
battery to run the computer 
system but not start the car. 
Although. as you experi- 
ence when the 12 volt bat- 
tery fails the car won’t start 
because the car’s electrical 
system is not getting power. 
The Hyundai Ioniq which I 
recently drove uses a sepa- 
rate partition with a 12 volt 
battery in the hybrid battery 
pack. This provides essen- 
tially a permanent method 
to jumpstart the car. If the 
12 volt battery fails there is 
a button inside the car that 
boosts the starter battery. 

I have a Honda Accord 
with nearly 230,000 miles 
on it and it is rusting away 
around me. My first ques- 
tion is does the car have 
any value and what would 
be a good replacement? I 
really like the size of my 15 
year old Accord and would 
want something about the 
same size. 

Just about any car that 
starts, steers and stops has 
some value. I would do 
some comparison shopping 


“on used car websites and 


look a car similar to your 
Accord and then price the 
car accordingly. For a re- 
placement car I would look 
at the Toyota Corolla. It is 
a nice, competent four-door 
sedan. For something a 
little different I would take 
a look at the Kia Soul, this is 
a versatile little wagon with 
a somewhat funky style that 
is fun to drive. Finally it is 
hard to go wrong with a VW 
Jetta or Golf. 

I have a 2017 Ford Fo-

cus, my first new car in 20 
years. With older cars I 
have always changed the 
oil every 3,000 miles and 
had tune-ups every two 
years. The owner’s man- 
ual states that I should 
change the oil every 7,500 
miles, the spark plugs and 
coolant at 100,000 miles 
and the transmission fluid 
at 150,000 miles Do you 
think these interval are 
too long? 

The days of 3,000 mile 
oil changes and frequent 
tune-ups are long gone. But 
that doesn’t mean the drivers 
have no obligation to look 
under the hood and check 
all the vital fluids, in fact 
some cars you can electroni- 
cally check the fluids with 
the car’s on-board comput- 
er. My advice is to follow 
the recommendations in the 
car’s owner’s manual. 

I have a 2011 Subaru 
Outback and I had to re- 
place the low beam head- 
light on the driver’s side. 
Then a short time later 


I had to replace the pas- 


senger light. Just recently 
I was told that the head- 
lights were recalled, but 
when I looked it up I didn’t 
find anything. Were these 
headlights defective? 


Some - Subaru. models © 


from 2010-2012 did have 
an issue with the low beam 
headlights. Although not a 
recall Subaru in some mod- 


els did extend the warranty 
on the headlights to 10 years 
from the date of manufac- 
ture with no mileage limita- 
tions. I’m not sure if Subaru 
will reimburse you for the 
past repairs but if you still 
have the receipt for the re- 
placement bulbs, it couldn’t 
hurt to send it in to Subaru 
for consideration. 

I have an old Ford Fo- 
cus and decided to replace 
the timing belt. I thought 
I did everything right 
and now the engine won’t 
start. It cranks over fine, 
has compression numbers 
that are good but doesn’t 
seem to have any spark at 
the spark plugs. The en- 
gine ran great before, any 
ideas? 

Since the crankshaft 
position sensor sits right 
where you were working 
that would be the first place 
I would look. If the crank 
sensor isn’t working there 
wouldn’t be any spark to 
the plugs. Check the wiring 
and see if the sensor con- 
nection is fully plugged in. 
Is there any chance you had 
any parts left-over such as 
the reluctor wheel for the 
crankshaft sensor? Without 
the reluctor wheel the car 
won't start. 

When I had the brake 
pads replaced in my car re- 
cently, the mechanic used 
ceramic pads. The me- 
chanic didn’t say why he 
wanted to use the ceramic 
pads, just that they were 
better. There was an extra 
charge for these pads, was 


this just an upcharge to 
get me to run up my bill or 
is there a real benefit? 

I do get a bit frustrated 
when shop owners don’t 
explain why they do certain 
work, to me this is as impor- 
tant as doing the repair. Re- 
garding ceramic brake pads 
I have used ceramic brake 
pads in my cars and there 
are two distinct benefits, the 
first lack of brake dust and 


- the second, quieter opera- 


tion. Ceramic brake pads are 
more expensive but to me, 
and I am admittedly frugal, 
the benefits are worth the - 
extracost. 

When will my car need 
a new battery? My car is 
seven years old and the 
battery is original. 

The average life of a bat- 
téry is just about five years 
so you may be pushing -your 
luck. That said the battery is 
in my car was seven years 
old and I believe only failed 
because the dome light was 
on for a weekend. My people 
think the real test of a battery 
is cold weather when in fact 
it is that heat is the number 
one cduse of battery failure 
as well as shortened battery 
life. My suggestion is have 
your car’s battery tested and 
replace it if questionable. 

- Readers: With summer 
driving season here day or 
night, if you see the red, 
blue or yellow lights of an 
emergency vehicle at the 
roadside, slow down or 
move over. Let the people 
who help you do their job 
safely.

“Just waiting for her” while motioning to the female rest- 
room. 

The officer asked the male if he is a user (referring to 
drug use) and the male said he was. When asked if that is 
why they were in the public bathroom, he replied that was 
not the reason. When asked for an ID, the male said that he 
did not have one because he was recently released from the 
Nashua Street Jail and they kept his ID because his driver’s 
license is suspended. He then provided his name. Officer 
Bossart immediately recognized his name from numerous

200 people coming. in here 
using this facility,’ Flem- 
ing said. “That wouldn’t be 
right. They couldn’t accom- 
modate that.” : 

Under the current pro- 
posal before the Planning 
Board, the top two floors of 
the building would house an 
extensive collection of texts 
owned by the Rev. Shi Kuan 
Yin, which Fleming said is 


comparable to collections at — 


Harvard and Princeton. The 
second floor of the building 
would mostly be set aside 
meditation space for the vis- 
iting scholars, and the first 
floor would house a lobby. 

The proposal includes a 
total of 12 parking spaces 
— three in an existing drive- 
way at 54 Massachusetts 
Ave. and nine that would 
be located in a parking area 
between the learning center 
and 15 Glenwood Way -— to 
be used by the residential 
buildings and the learning 
center. 

Fleming said the building 
should be classified as a re- 


ligious institution — thus ex- 
empting it from certain zon- 
ing requirements, including 
those for parking. City of- 
ficials, however, are deter- 
mining if the building would 
qualify for the exemption; if 
not, up to 25 parking spaces 
would be needed for the 
learning center and _ resi- 
dences under Quincy’s zon- 
ing code. 

Parking and traffic were 
the main concerns for resi- 
dents at the meeting. 

LisaCarinci, whose father 
lives near the site, said traf- 
fic is already problematic in 
the neighborhood — parked 
vehicles have blocked in her 
father’s driveway on several 
occasions, and emergency 
vehicles have _ difficulty 
driving through the area. 

“The traffic is a big issue 
on Mass. Ave.,” she said. 

Fleming said the learning 
center would not exacerbate 
the current traffic situation 
in the neighborhood. Some 
of the new parking at the 
learning center could also 
be used on Sundays during 


services at the temple, he 
added, which could provide 
some relief. 

Croall said he was in fa- 


vor of. creating a learning 


center for the sckolars, but 
was concerned about the 
size of the building and the 
parking. 

“The concern coming 
out of the neighborhood is 
density — density and park- 
ing,” he said. “I understand 
mechanically the Sunday 
school, for lack of a better 
word, has been eliminated, 
but still it’s a really large 
structure.” 

Croall asked if the tem- 
ple would be amenable to 
tearing down the home at 15

“The final budget also in- 
cludes reforms that I and oth- 
ers in the Senate have been 
advocating for several years, 


- for instance, the expansion of 


the Housing Court system so 
that it will now cover Quincy. 
This will shift housing cases 
involving Quincy residents 
out of the district court, al- 
lowing residents to access a 
more specialized setting that 
will better serve both tenants 
and property owners. 

“While there is some pos- 
itive news in this year’s bud- 
get, overall it evidences the 
very difficult financial situ- 
ation we face as a common- 
wealth. Reacting to sharp 
revenue shortfalls, the bud- 
get now reflects reductions 
of over $1.5 billion since 
the governor first introduced 
his budget back in January, 
including $320 million in 
cuts this week by the gover- 
nor through his veto author- 
ity. Essential programs like 
HIV/AIDS prevention and 
treatment, - suicide preven- 
tion, public libraries, and 
Adult Basic Education (for 
English language learners) 
all suffered reductions. 

“Perhaps the most dif- 
ficult challenge we face is 
keeping health care acces- 
sible and affordable, and our 
revenue picture has forced 
some short-term cuts that 
will have damaging long- 
term impacts. For example, 
the Legislature was unable 
to fund the Prevention and 
Wellness Trust Fund, which 
supports grants to commu- 
nity programs for opioid ad- 
diction, tobacco cessation, 
and falls- prevention. Quincy 
benefits from one such grant, 
and has used it towards col-

Manet Community - Health 
Center, and other communi- 
ty agencies. The Senate had 
proposed new tobacco tax 
revenue to fund these health 
programs, but any discussion 
of new revenue has consis- 
tently been rejected by the 
House of Representatives 
and the governor. 

“Additionally, to balance 
last year’s budget, the Gov- 
ernor removed $140 million 
from previously established 
trust funds, including one 
that has funded innovative 
pilot programs at community 
hospitals, and the Distressed 
Hospital Fund that has pro- 
vided a boost in reimburse- 
ment rates to hospitals that 
serve a high proportion of 
MassHealth patients. 

“For the new fiscal year 
the Legislature accepted por- 
tions of a health care propos- 
al from the Governor ask- 
ing employers to contribute 
slightly more ($26 more per 
employee) to support pub- 
lic medical assistance, and 
charging a penalty against 
companies whose employees 
rely on MassHealth for their 
insurance. But the governor 
has blocked this plan, insist- 
ing on the full adoption of his 
proposal. His plan would re- 
move 140,000 adults barely 
above the poverty line — just 
above $12,060 for an indi- 
vidual, or $24,600 for a fami- 
ly of four — from MassHealth 
and require them to pay for a 
subsidized Connector plan. 

“This would move us 
away from our goal of uni- 
versal health care. The Sen- 
ate will continue to advocate 
for better access to health 
care for low income and 
working class people, for 
example by supporting high- 
value and low-cost health 
providers, like Quincy’s two 
Community Health Centers. 
Local programs, such as one 
implemented by the Manet 
Community Health Cen- 


ter that diverts patients out _ 


of South Shore Hospital’s 
emergency room and into 
more appropriate care, make 


- medical and economic sense, 


and will continue. I am work- 
ing with the League of Com- 
munity Health Centers on 
projects like this, and hope 
that these and others will be 
considered before we further 
reduce health care access for 
Massachusetts residents.”

“We’re excited to move 


forward together with the 


MBTA on capturing on the 
opportunity that exists with 
revitalizing the Quincy Cen- 
ter T station,” he said. 

“It is a perfect location for 
major economic development 
that fits within our transit- 
oriented planning model. The 
station and the surrounding 
area is the heart of downtown 
and now’s the time to harness 
its potential.” 

The RFI states apartment 
rental rates in the area aver- 
age $3.25 per square foot, 
based on comps such as West 
of Chestnut, The Amelia and 
Deco. The average rent for 
office space in the area are

Lynch Urges Stronger Pipeline Safety Provisions 


Following Reports Of Unsafe Air Quality Levels Near 
Proposed Weymouth Compressor Station Site At Fore River 


As House Republicans 
bring legislation to the House 
Floor that would speed up 
the approval of pipeline 
projects, Cong. Stephen F. 
Lynch (D-Boston) offered 
amendments to H.R. 2910, 
the Promoting Interagency 
Coordination for Review of 
Natural Gas Pipelines Act, 
seeking to improve safety 
for communities near pro- 
posed pipeline projects and 
ensure environmental and 
safety standards are met be- 
fore construction begins. 

In response to indepen- 
dent testing showing air 
pollutant levels higher than 
Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection 
standards near the site of the 
proposed Weymouth Com- 
pressor Station located near 
Quincy at the Fore River, 
Cong. Lynch filed an amend- 
ment to ensure that pipelines 
are not placed in communi- 
ties that already face unsafe 
air quality levels. 

“Rather than expediting 
pipeline projects, federal 
regulators ought to carefully 
evaluate whether a pipeline 
project meets proper safety 
and environmental — stan- 
dards before issuing federal 
approval. Local families in 
Weymouth, West Roxbury, 
and surrounding cities and 
towns have many questions 
about how recent pipeline 


proposals will impact public © 


safety, public health, and the 


environment.” Cong. Lynch 
said. “By taking legislative 
action to improve environ- 
mental and safety standards, 
we can better protect our 
constituents from the risks 
posed by pipelines that are 
placed in densely populated 
neighborhoods with existing 
threats to public safety, such 
as unsafe air quality or an 
active blasting area.” 

In particular, Cong. 
Lynch’s amendment would 
suspend the certificate of 
public convenience and 
necessity for project sites 
where certified independent 
air quality testing demon- 
strates existing violations of 
National Ambient Air Qual- 
ity Standards or existing 
violations of requirements 
relating to hazardous pollut- 
ants listed under the Clean

A dash of salt 
4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
4 cup walnuts or pecans, chopped 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees and grease 
a 12-cup baking tin or line tin with paper 
baking cups. 

Stir milk into oats and set aside. Place 
maple syrup, oil and the egg in a large bowl, 
stir until well blended. Add the oatmeal 
mixture and mix well. Add the flour, bak- 
ing powder, salt and cinnamon and most of 
chopped nuts (save some nuts for the top- 


' ping.) 


Stir together until completely combined. 
Spoon batter into muffin tins filling each 
cup 2/3rds full. Sprinkle remaining nuts 
over the top.

Electroconvulsive thera- 
py (ECT) was developed in 


-Italy in the late 1930s. ECT 


provides a minor modifica- 
tion in brain activity, or a 
small seizure, when a brief 
electric pulse is applied to 
the scalp. Prior to the appli- 
cation of ECT psychiatrists 
had already determined that 
inducing seizures could al- 
leviate symptoms of mental 
illness. This was achieved 
with the use of chemicals, 
usually one called Metrazol. 
Italian researchers proposed 
using electricity instead on 


a quest for a safer, more . 


humane and less frighten- 
ing mode of inducing the 
seizures. Their international 


colleagues were in agree- 


ment that they had succeed- 
ed. Within only a few years 
of its origination, ECT was 
utilized in mental hospitals 
world- wide. 

Historically, movies 
which depicted early, dra- 
matic and inhumane expe- 
riences with ECT had in- 
creased the stigma and fear 
surrounding the therapy. 
of 
ECT in film and television 
have portrayed the therapy 
as an abusive form of con- 
trol. Indisputably, ECT was 
benefiting patients at that 
time, but there is also a lot 
of evidence from that period 


° exposing that ECT, and the 


~ 


threat of it, were used in 
mental hospitals to intimi- 
date and manipulate diffi- 
cult patients and to maintain 
order in the _ institutions. 
Currently there are ways

to mitigate those endanger- 
ments. Present-day practice, 
recognized as modified ECT, 
utilizes muscle relaxants to 
avert the physical dangers 
of a seizure and anesthesia 
to avoid discomfort from the 
electricity. These modifica- 
tions were ascertained early, 
but it took a period of time 
for them to become standard 
practice. 

By the 1960s, the evi- 
dence that ECT was excep- 
tionally effective for treating 
depression was compelling. 
But there were also valid 
reasons for patients to be ap- 
prehensive about ECT. In the 
earlier decades of the 1900s, 
some patients were adminis- 
tered this treatment against 
their will as the strict, legal- 
ly required consent proce- 
dures of present day did not 


exist. ECT was also physi-" 


cally dangerous when ini- 
tially developed. When ECT 
was originally pioneered, it 
did not have the safety and 
comfort measures that are 
required presently. These 
reasons, merged with wide- 
spread revolts against au- 
thority and conformity that 
thrived in the 1960s, also 
gave escalation to a revolt 
against medical authority, 
the anti-psychiatry move- 
ment. The anti-psychiatry 
movement rejected the ac- 


tual notion of mental illness, 


and ECT particularly pro- 
voked its strongest denun- 
ciations. Most advocates of 
anti-psychiatry, even those 
who questioned the actual 


existence of mental illness, 
were dire advocates of talk 


therapy. ECT, by acting so 


directly on the body, with- 
out any exploration into the 
life history of the patient, 
elicited queries about what 
mental illness was, and what 
kind of psychiatry was most 
beneficial. This therapy that 
went against the norm pro- 
vides another clue about 
why ECT prompts such 


"deep divisions in opinion as 


far as its efficacy. 

Usage of ECT declined 
in the 1960s and 1970s, 
but revived beginning in 
the early 1980s. -Increas- 
ingly, ECT came to be of- 
fered with consent, and the 
practice of modified ECT 
became customary. With the 
upsurge of the use of anti- 
depressant medications, our 
culture became more at ease 
with physical remedies for 
mental illnesses. Statistics 
show, that accgrding to psy- 
chiatrists who perform ECT, 
many patients frequently 
return for voluntary repeat 
ECT treatments. Although 
it is estimated that as many 
as 100,000 patients a year 
receive ECT and 80% of 
patients improve with this 
treatment, negative images 
continue to remain in the 
public domain. 

ECT is _ implemented 
under anesthesia and is ad- 
ministered with meticulous, 
careful calculation for each 
individual patient.

ECT is used most often for 
patients who: 

¢ Have depression, some 
schizophrenic __ disorders, 
mania, or are sevef@y. sui- 


. cidal 


¢ Have not responded to 
and /or improved from other 
treatments, such as medica- 
tion or psychotherapy 

¢ Have had medical clear- 
ance to have the procedure 

¢ Have completed the 
necessary consent forms to 
have the procedure 

There are risks associated 
with any medical procedure. 
With ECT these risks are re- 
lated to the body’s reaction 
to the procedure rather than 
the electrical current itself. 

To minimize these risks: 


e Patients undergo a 
complete history and physi- 
cal exam prior to the proce- 
dure. 


¢ Routine tests are per- | 


formed prior to ECT includ- 
ing Blood work, Chest X-ray 
and an Electrocardiogram 

¢ The procedure is cus- 
tomarily conducted in a unit 
equipped with all elements 
required to manage any 
complications 

e There is continuous 
monitoring of vital signs 
and cardiac function during 
the procedure and in the re- 
covery room 

Most people who have 
ECT describe very limited 
side effects, and these. usu- 
ally subside after complet- 
ing the ECT course. Most 
frequently reported ECT 
side effects include: 

¢ Memory problems (the 
great majority of patients 
experience only minor, 
short-term memory loss, if 
any) 

¢ Headache 

¢ Muscle aches 

¢ Jaw pain 

¢ Nausea and vomiting 
(occur very rarely) 


The main source of on- 


going controversy concerns 
a possible adverse effect 
of memory loss. Unques- 
tionably ECT causes some 
memory loss, particularly of 
events close to the time of

the treatment. These memo- 
ries most often return, how- 
ever. Research indicates an 
overwhelming number of 
patients get potent therapeu- 
tic results, and many recount 
little, if, any, permanent 
memory loss. However per- 
manent long-term memory 
loss is a possibility, and its 
commonality is uncertain. 
Clinicians consider it to be 
exceedingly rare, based on 
their experience treating 
multitudes of patients for 
extended durations. 

ECT has proven to be 
an invaluable treatment for 
many suffering from a life- 
time of despair and distress 
as a result of mental illness. 
Dispelling the stigma asso- 
ciated with ECT opens the 
door for countless people 
with a promising outlook to 
regain control of their lives.

Ask Rusty: WEP - Windfall 
Elimination Provision |

Dear Rusty: During my first career, which lasted about 
25 years, I worked for companies that withheld Social Secu- 
rity FICA taxes from my income. In my new second career 
my employer doesn’t take Social Security from my wages, 
but I'll still be eligible for a company pension after 15 or 
so years of service.. From my co-workers I’ve heard about 


something called “WEP” which could affect my Social Se- 


curity benefits, but when they try to explain it I get totally 
confused. Can you clarify? Signed: Changed Careers 

Dear Changed: If you work in your second career long 
enough to earn a pension, “WEP” will, indeed, affect your 
future Social Security benefit. WEP, the Windfall Elimina- 
tion Provision, applies to those who are entitled to a “non- 
covered” pension from an employer who did not withhold 
FICA Social Security taxes from their earnings, and who is 
also entitled to Social Security benefits from other employ- 
ment which did. Since the Social Security benefit calcula- 
tion is weighted to replace more income for lower-earning 
workers, dual-benefit recipients were getting proportionate- 
ly higher income replacement than truly low-income work- 
ers, causing Congress to enact WEP in 1983. 

Social Security’s standard formula for computing your 
benefit includes segmenting your average indexed monthly 
, multiplying 
each portion by a percentage and totaling them. A major- 
ity of your benefit amount comes from the first bend point, 
which is normally 90 percent of the first $885 of your aver- 
age monthly earnings (for someone applyingin 2017). 

The WEP reduction is computed by adjusting the percent- 
age used in that first “bend point” to something less than 90 
percent, depending upon the number of years of Social Se- 
curity covered employment you had. If you had 20 or fewer 


years of Social Security substantial earnings, the percentage - 
used in the first bend point will be’40 percent, rather than 90 — 


percent: If you have more than 20 years of Social Security 
covered earnings, the first bend point percentage increases 
by 5 percent for each year over 20. Since 90 percent is the 
normal first bend point computation, if you have 30 or more 
years of substantial Social Security earnings, WEP doesn’t 


apply. 


In your case, since you have 25 years of Social Secu- 
rity employment, your first bend point percentage will be 
65 percent rather than 90 percent, so your first bend point 
amount (using 2017 numbers) would go from $796.50 to 
$575.25, thus reducing your monthly Social Security ben- 


efit by about $221.25. The reduction amount will become ~ 


$214, which is the maximum WEP reduction for someone 
first applying for benefits in 2017 with 25 years of substan- 
tial Social Security earnings. 

There are some other factors that come into play with 
WEP: 

e WEP reduction to the Social Security benefit cannot be 
more than % of the amount of your non-covered pension, 
or more than a maximum based on your years of covered 
substantial earnings 

¢ A WEP adjustment to a worker’s Social Security benefit 
also affects (reduces) spousal and other dependent benefits, 
but does not affect survivor’s benefits. 

¢ WEP will not affect Social Security benefits until the 
first month of entitlement to your non-covered pension. For 
example, if you start Social Security benefits at age 62 and 
are not entitled to your non-covered pension until age 65, 


your Social Security benefit will not be reduced by WEP > 


until you are 65. Conversely, if you take your non-covered 
pension and delay Social Security for some years beyond 
that, WEP won’t apply until you start Social Security. 

” elf you take your non-covered pension in a lump-sum, it 
will be prorated to determine an equivalent monthly amount 
for WEP purposes. If you outlive the number of months 
used in the proration, WEP will cease to impact your Social 
Security benefit. 

So, if you remain in your second career long enough to 
eam a pension, then WEP will eventually affect the Social 
Security benefit earned from your first career. Hopefully, 
knowing the above information gives you an opportunity to 
manage the level of impact.

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LED Installation 


Begins In August 
Officials: 6,500 New Streelights 


| Expected To Reduce City Energy 
Consumption By 10 Percent 


The installation of more 
than 6,500 energy efficient 
LED streetlights is slated 
to begin on August 1 in a 
project that will ultimately 
reduce the City’s overall 
municipal energy consump- 
tion by 10 percent, Mayor 
. Thomas Koch announced 
‘Tuesday. 

The state-of-the-art LED 
streetlights provide a clean- 
er, crisper light; will dra- 
matically reduce the need to 
regularly replace bulbs; and 
are anticipated to save the 
city $425,000 in annual en- 
- ergy and maintenance costs, 
savings that will be used to 
pay for the cost of the proj- 
ect. 

“This project makes great 
sense for so many reasons — 
it’s a quality of life improve- 
ment for our neighborhoods; 
it will save money, and it 
will greatly reduce our over- 
- all consumption of electric- 
ity,” Koch said. “I wish to 
thank the City Council for 
its strong support of this im- 
portant initiative.” 

A total of six crews with 
electricians from IBEW Lo- 
cal 103 — working under the 
City’s contract with Sie- 
mens — will start fanning out 
across the city next week to 
begin the conversion. The 
installation is expected to 
begin Aug. 1 in Squantum 
and remain in the city’s 
coastal areas with the hopes 
of completing those areas 
before any major weather 
events in the fall or early 
winter. 

Construction is sched- 
uled to be completed before 
the end of the year, and one 
of the six crews is expected 
to be working around school 
areas during the summer 
months. The project also 
includes the conversion of 
traffic signals throughout 
the City. 

Currently, the city’s 
streetlights use 3.8 Mega- 
watts of electricity every 
year. Once the conversion is 
complete, that will reduce to 
1.6 Megawatts.

equivalent of a reduction of 
1,000 tons of carbon dioxide 
and about 10 percent of the 
City’s total electrical con- 
sumption, officials said. 

The LED lights have a 
lifespan of 20 years com- 
pared to six years for the ex- 
isting sodium vapor lights, 
which will dramatically re- 


duce the number of outages 


and allow for far faster repair 
times when there is a mal- 
function. The process for 
the conversion started sev- 
eral years ago when Mayor 
Koch petitioned National 
Grid to take ownership of 
the city’s streetlights. 

And this year, the City 
Council approved a $3.6 
million request from the Ad- 
ministration to fund the con- 
version to LED: With antici- 
pated rebates from National 
Grid and state regulators, the 
final cost is expected to be 
$2.5 million. Based on the 
cost savings from the new 
lights, the: project will pay 
for itself in about 6 years.

Strip Mall 
Proposed For 
Tom O’Brien Site 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
A developer has _pro- 
posed renovating a closed 
Quincy Point car dealership 
and opening a strip mall 
with four or five businesses 
in its place, including an ur- 


‘gent care clinic, cellphone 


store and bank. 

FX/Harborlight is behind 
the plan to convert the for- 
mer Tom O’Brien dealer- 
ship at 479 Washington St. 
— at the corner of Southern 
Artery — into the strip mall. 
The existing building on site 
has 14,000 square feet of 
space inside, according to 
the city assessor’s online da- 
tabase, and sits on a 45,700 
square foot lot. A portion of 
the existing building would 
be removed during renova- 
tions. 

About 20 residents at- 
tended a community meet- 
ing on the plan July 18 at 
the Fore River Clubhouse, 
and many were supportive 
of the concept but voiced 
concerns about traffic and 
other impacts. The project 
requires approval from the 


. Planning Board before mov- 


ing ahead. 

The developer has tenta- 
tive deals with two tenants.to 
lease storefronts on site. The 


first is ConvenientMD, an 
urgent care clinic that would 
lease about 5,000 square 
feet of space, and the second 
is Verizon, who would open 
a wireless store to replace 
the one previously located 
at 480 Southern Artery. 

Bob Harnais, the attorney 
for the developer, said the 
third storefront would likely 
be home to a bank. It would 
not be a full bank branch, 
however; Harnais said only 
mortgages and similar prod- 
ucts would be offered on 
site, plus an ATM. 

The remaining, one or 
two stores have yet to be de- 
termined, but Patrick Cleary, 
one of the developers, said a 
deal is nearly in place with 
an electronics store. 

Sixty parking spaces are 
included in the developer’s 
plan for the site.

receive approval from the 
Planning Board for the-proj- 
ect this fall, which would 
allow the renovation work 
to begin by the end of the 
year and be finished by the 
spring.

Nicholas Enbar-Salo is 
set to begin seventh grade 
at Atlantic Middle School 
in the fall, and will also re- 
ceive his Eagle Scout award 
for a project he completed 
this spring. 

Enbar-Salo, age 12, over- 
saw the installation of an 
osprey nest in the marsh off 
the Squantum causeway in 
May as part of his project. 
He also spoke to students at 
the Squantum School in June 


about the importance of na- - 


ture, and gave the school’s 
fifth graders backpacks with 
the message ‘Keep Squan- 
tum Clean.’ 

“Basically what I did was 
I built an osprey nest on the 
causeway near Squantum — 
in the marsh,” Enbar-Salo 
said during a recent inter- 
view. “After that I went to 
Squantum School and I did 
a presentation about what 
we did in the marsh. I tried 
to raise awareness about 
wildlife.” : 

“And how important it is 
to keep nature clean,’ added 
his mother, Catharina Enbar, 
who is an assistant scout- 
master for her son’s troop, 
Troop 24. 

“The birds, they pick 
up trash and think they’re 
building a nest with it, and it 
can strangle the chicks. That 
was an important thing. He 
actually designed a draw- 
string backpack that said 
‘Keep Squantum Clean’ 
with an eagle on it. That was 
part of his Eagle project.” 

Enbar-Salo become a 
Life Scout in March and 


has to wait six months to be 
eligible for the Eagle Scout 
Award. After the six months 
are up, he will undergo an 
Eagle Scout review. He ex- 
pects to receive the award 
sometime this fall. 

“With really, really good 
luck he will get it before his 
birthday Sept. 29 and be a 
12-year-old Eagle Scout,” 
Catharina said. “Most likely 
he will have just turned 13 
and be an Eagle Scout.” 

Catharina said her son 
decided to build the os- 
prey nest after attending a 
Conservation Commission 
meeting in October 2016. 

“The really nice about 
this project is when the troop 
went into the Conversation 
Commission meeting in Oc- 
tober, they actually asked 
our troop ‘do you have any- 
one who wants to be an Ea- 
gle Scout soon? And could 
you do the osprey nest?” 
she recalled. 

“He stood up and said 
‘yes, I will be next spring.’ 
It has been really nice work- 
ing with the city and our 
troop.” 

Enbar-Salo began plan- 
ning for his project in March 
and started fundraising in 
early April. Home Depot 
donated supplies and the 
Quincy Community Pres- 
ervation Committee gave 
a $400 grant. Several of 
Enbar-Salo’s neighbors and 
friends contributed to the 
project as well, and New 
England Base Camp donat- 
ed backpacks for students in

Extra soft- i 
ware.— and sometimes malware — can get bundled together 
with popular free software downloads, and you might not 
realize what you’re getting. To avoid this problem: 

° Be on the lookout when installing free software. 

Read each screen during the installation process. Choose 
the “custom” install option instead of the “express” option. 
Then, if you see software you don’t want in the bundle, de- 
cline the additional program or just exit the installation pro- 
cess. 

° If you want a particular download, go straight to 
that company’s site — or another source you trust. Sites that 
offer lots of popular software — for free — are more likely to 
bundle it with extra software. 

° Talk to your kids. If you let your kids download 
software, help them recognize reputable sources. 

° Don’t click on popups or banner ads. Clicking on 
popups or banner ads about your computer’s ‘performance &§ 
might start a download of unwanted software.

build out the urgent care 
clinic, estimating it would 
open sometime in the fall of

As part of the proposal, 
the developers would in- 
stall new landscaping — with 
trees, shrubs and grass — 
along the perimeter of the 
property. That would in- 
clude a new sidewalk along 
Bessie Street at the rear of 
the property — there is no 
sidewalk there now. 

“They want to make a 
lot more green space there,” 
Harnais said. 

Two of the three curb cuts 
on Southern Artery would be 
eliminated — the one nearest 
Bessie Street and farthest: 


from the intersection with 


Washington Street would 
be maintained and used for 
vehicles entering and exit- 
ing the lot.. The existing 
curb cut on Washington 
Street would be maintained, 
but would be used only for 
entering vehicles. A third 
curb cut — for entering and 
exiting vehicles — would be 
added on Beacon Street. 
Several residents at the: 
meeting voiced concerm 
about having the entrance/ 
exit on Beacon Street and 
said they would prefer 


it be relocated to Bessie 


Street — which is a one-way 
road from Beacon Street to 
Southern Artery. 

Cleary said the entrance/ 
exit was placed on Beacon 
Street to ensure traffic in the 
parking lot fldws smoothly; 
if #t were relocated to Bessie 
Street, customers could find 
it difficult to maneuver in 
the corner of the lot where 
Beacon and Bessie meet. 

Ward 2 Councillor Brad 
Croall, who hosted the 
meeting, asked Cleary if 
he would consider moving 
the entrance/exit to Bessie 
Street and setting aside the 


area of the lot near Beacon 
Street for employee parking 
only. 

“If you’re a motorist and 
you turn the corner and you 
see cars towards the end, 
you're probably not going to 
drive at them,” Croall said. 

Cleary said he could have 
his traffic engineers review 
Croall’s suggestion to see if 
it would work. 

Another concern of resi- 
dents was traffic at the in- 
tersection of Washington 
Street and Southern Artery. 
Steve Pizzi said exiting the 
site would be difficult be- 
cause traffic on Southern 
Artery often backs up past 
Bessie Street. 

“Trying to get in and out 


of there is going to be a hor- 
ror show,” he said. “It’s a 
nightmare.” 


There was an agreement 
among many of the resi- 
dents present that the proj- 
ect would improve the look 
of the site. 

“Aesthetically it’s going 
to be a big improvement,” 
said Charlie Kalell. 

Puyanic fielded several 
questions about Conve- 
nientMD, which has nine 
locations in New Hampshire 


and plans for two in Massa- 
chusetts, including the one 
in Quincy Point. 

The urgent care clinic will 
be open daily from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m., and he expects 
to see about 100 patients 
a day in several years. He 
said the clinic would have 
emergency-room doctors on 
site, allowing for treatment 
of more conditions than 
other urgent care clinics. As 
an urgent care clinic, ambu- 
lances would not be allowed 
to take patients there, he 
added; ambulances might be 
needed to transport patients 
with life-threatening emer- 
gencies — heart attacks, for 
examples — to a hospital. 

Medical waste is stored 
within a dedicated room 
inside the clinic and would 
not be left in the dumpster 
located outside the building, 
Puyanic said; the medical 
waste is hauled away by a 
company specializing in its 
disposal, using box trucks. 

In response to concerns 
about the opioid epidemic 
seen in Quincy and neigh- 
boring communities, Puyan- 
ic said the New Hampshire 
clinics he operates have 


never been broken into and 
narcotics are not stored on 
site. 

Cleary fielded questions 
about the Verizon store. 
Verizon, he said, had done 
well enough at its former 
Southern Artery location 
that it wanted to open in the 
new space. He estimated the 
store would stay open to 9 
p-m. most nights at the lat- 
est. 

Croall said the Tom 
O’Brien property is a “sig- 
nature site” for the city of 
Quincy and Quincy Point, 
and that he has fielded nu- 
merous questions from 
constituents about its future 
since the dealership closed. 
He stated he wanted to see 
Washington Street kept as a 
commercial corridor, even 
as the rest of the city sees 
strong residential growth. 

“Washington Street in 
my mind has always been 
a business corridor,” Croall 
said. “I notice there is a high 
level of appetite for residen- 
tial development throughout 
the city — it’s been my goal 
to collaborate with poten- 
tial suitors in the hopes of 
keeping Washington Street 
a commercial corridor.”

“I am 
all in favor of development 
that will help reduce the 
tax burden on people but it 
must be smart development,

Shaughnessy said his 
plan calls for free parking 
at both Wollaston station to 
encourage people to leave 
their cars there and take 
the shuttle and free parking 
at Squantum Point Park to 
help alleviate the conges- 
tion.

However, Shaughnessy 
also urged officials to work

“No work should start 
until the access roadway is 
put in place,” Shaughnessy 
said. He also asked that Ma- 
rina Bay residents be given 
access to the free shuttle 
during the construction. 

“Tt is important that we 
just not move the problem 
from one area to another.” 
Shaughnessy said. 

Shaughnessy also sug- 


gested the city investigate 


the possibility of using the 
high scffool parking lot dur- 
ing non-educational periods. 
Any revenue from the use of

Marijuana Law 


By SCOTT JACKSON 
Quincy officials are re- 
viewing the Bay State’s new 
marijuana law and,,will do 
their due diligence before 
deciding what next steps, if 
any, they will take. 
Gov. Charlie Baker on 
July 28 signed into law a bill 


overhauling the 2016 ballot 


initiative approved by Mas- 
sachusetts voters that legal- 
ized recreational marijuana 
in the Bay State for adults 
21 and older. 

The new law, among 
other items, increases the 
total tax on marijuana from 
a maximum of 12 percent 


under the ballot measure to 
a maximum of 20 percent, 
including a 3 percent local 
option. Medical marijuana 
will remain untaxead™ 

The new law also chang- 
es the way some communi- 
ties can ban stores from sell- 
ing recreational marijuana, 
or set strict restrictions on 
them. In municipalities such 
as Quincy where a major- 
ity of voters were in favor 
of the ballot measure, a 
separate referendum is still 
required to ban recreational 
dispensaries or impose strict 
restrictions on them, but in

He also hopes the mem- 
bership can be patient while 
some changes are imple- 
mented.

“We are kriown as the 
City of Presidents but we 
could easily be known as the. 
City of Entrepreneurs,” Ca- 
hill says. “Howard Johnson, 
William Rosenberg, Louis 
Grossman, Tom Watson . . 
and others before that. To- 
day, we have businesses 
here that have already been 
recognized nationally as 
some of the fastest-growing 
companies in the country 


and they are right here in 
Quincy. 


“But many don’t know 
about them because they’re 
not storefronts. They’re not 
political organizations. They 
basically located here be- 
cause of transportation — the 
T stations — locatiofi and the 
opportunity to attract good 
young talent which is why 
we are becoming known 
for every bit as much as 
Cambridge and Boston ‘and 
Somerville.

The main is- 
sue is that the operator does 
not seem to want to dwell at 
the dock and tends to leave 
early before. the posted de- 
parture times, We’ve been 
left twice in the last week: 
once in Squantum and once 
at. Rowe’s Wharf. In both 
cases the operator left sev- 
etal minutes ahead of the 
published schedule. 

In Boston, the reason 
was obvious — he apparently 
wanted to get out in front 
of the larger MBTA ferry 
which was leaving around 
the same time.

But these warm 
weather events also present 
a multitude of opportunities 
for foodborne bacteria to 
thrive. 

As food heats up in sum- 
mer temperatures, bacteria 
multiply swiftly, presenting 
some serious challenges to 
keeping your food safe and 
free from harmful patho- 
gens. 
Food safety starts with 
proper hand cleaning in- 
cluding in outdoor settings. 
If you don’t have access to 
running water, use a water 
jug, some soap, and paper 
towels. Or, consider using 
moist disposable towelettes 
for cleaning your hands. 
Make certain you keep all 
utensils and platters clean 
when preparing food. 

Maintaining food at 
proper temperatures both 
indoors and outside is cru- 
cial in averting the growth 
of foodborne bacteria. The 
key is to never let your pic- 
nic food remain in the “Dan- 
ger Zone”- between 35°F 
and 140 °F for more than 2 


hours, or 1 hour if outdoor . 


temperatures are above 90 
°F. This is when bacteria in 
food can multiply rapidly, 
and lead to foodbome ill- 
ness. 

Cold food should be 
stored at 40 °F or below to 
inhibit bacterial growth. 
Place cold food in a cooler 
with ice or frozen gel packs. 
Meat, poultry, and seafood 
can be packed while still 
frozen so that.they stay 
colder for an extended peri- 
od of time. Wisely organize 
the contents of your cooler 
and think about packing 
beverages in one cooler and 
perishable food in another. 
Limit the number of times

sist in maintaining the tem- 
perature inside. Be sure to 
keep raw meat, poultry, and 
seafood securely wrapped 
in order to keep their juices 
from contaminating pre- 
pared/cooked foods or foods 
that will be eaten raw, such 
as fruits and vegetables. 
Rinse fresh fruits and veg- 
etables under running tap 
water before packing them 
in the cooler. 

Safe cooking temperature 
and picnicking regularly 


go hand-in-hand. Similarly — 


as cooking indoors, there 
are essential guidelines that 
should be followed to en- 


-sure that your grilled food 


reaches the table safely. 

¢ Marinate foods in the 
refrigerator never on the 
kitchen counter or outdoors. 
Furthermore, if you plan to 
use some of the marinade as 
a sauce on the cooked food, 


reserve a portion separately 


' before adding the raw meat, 


poultry, or seafood. 

¢ Cook immediately after 
“partial cooking.” Partial 
cooking before grilling is 
only ‘safe when the partially 
cooked food can go on the 
hot grill immediately. 

* Cook food thoroughly. 
Have your food thermom- 
eter standing by and always 
use it to be sure your food 
is cooked to a safe tempera- 
ture. 

¢ Keep “ready” food hot. 


Grilled food can be kept hot 
until served by moving it to 
the side of the grill rack, just 


- away from the coals. This 
_keeps it warm but eis 


overcooking. 

¢ Check for foreign ob- 
jects in food. If you clean 
your grill using a bristle 
brush, inspect it to make 
sure that no detached bris- 
tles have made their way 
into grilled food. 

Prevent cross-contami- 
nation when serving, under 
no circumstances reuse a 
plate or utensils that previ- 
ously held raw meat, poul- 
try, or seafood for serving 
unless they’ ve been initially 
washed in hot, soapy water. 
Otherwise, you can spread 
bacteria from the raw juices 
to your cooked or ready-to- 
eat food. 

Keep in mind the 4 ba- 
sic principles of food safe- 
ty: Clean, Cook, Separate, 
Cool 

CLEAN 

¢ Wash your hands with 
warm water and soap for at 
least 20 seconds before and 
after handling food and after 
using the bathroom, chang- 
ing diapers, and handling 
pets. 

¢ Wash your cutting 
boards, dishes, utensils, and 
counter tops with hot soapy 
water after preparing each 
food item. 

¢ Consider using paper

Always allow standing 
time, which completes the 
cooking, before checking

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Ex-Spouse Benefit — 
Does It Affect Mine?

Dear Rusty: Two years ago, after 34 years of marriage, 
my wife divorced me. She was a full-time homemaker most 
of those years. Is she entitled to half of my Social Security 
benefit when I collect at age 62? She currently gets half my 
pension from work, and having her also take half of my So- 
cial Security benefit would kill me financially. Signed: Go- 
ing Broke 

Dear Broke: Yes, because you were married for more 
than 10 years, when she becomes 62 your ex-wife will be 
entitled to receive Social Security spousal benefits based 
upon your work record (even if she didn’t work). What she 
gets, however, will not be taken from or otherwise affect 
your Social Security benefit amount. 

If your ex waits until her own full retirement age to ap- 
ply, she can get 50% of your Primary Insurance Amount 
(PIA) - the amount you will be entitled to at your full retire- 
ment age. This is true even if you apply earlier at age 62. 
But if she starts spousal benefits before she reaches her full 
retirement age, her benefit amount will be reduced. 

Assuming her full retirement age is 66, if she applies for 
spousal benefits when she’s 62 she’ll only receive about 35 
percent, rather than 50 percent, of your PIA. Also, you don’t 
have to be already collecting retirement benefits in order for 
your ex-wife to collect her spousal benefits; you only have 
to be eligible to collect. But no matter what your ex-spouse 
receives as a result of your marriage, the benefit you receive

will not be affected and you will still get the full amount of 
Social Security that you are entitled to at the age you start 
collecting. 

Please note that if you start your own benefit at age 62 
as you say you intend, it will be reduced to about 74 per- 
cent of what it would be if you waited and applied at your 
full retirement age (which I assume is about 66). This is 
not meant to discourage you from applying early if your 

circumstances demand it, but only to make you aware that 
taking your Social Security benefit early will result in a per- 
manent reduction in the amount you receive.

Statewide, 53.6 percent 
of voters approved the 2016 
referendum, and 51 percent 
of voters in Quincy did so as 
well. 

Mayor Thomas Koch in 
December 2016 proposed a 


set of regulations for stores . 


that would sell recreational 
marijuana in the city, similar 
to the 2013 ordinance that 
limited where medical mari- 
juana facilities can operate 
in the city. That ordinance 
is pending Oster the City 
Council. 

Mayoral spokesman 
Chris Walker on Monday 
said city officials were in 
the process of reviewing the 
new state law to see if the 
proposed ordinance needs to 
be amended and would need 
to do their due diligence be- 
fore deciding on other pos- 
sible steps, such as starting 
an effort to ban stores from 
selling recreational marijua- 
na outright. 

“Currently, there is a 
zoning ordinance relative to 
the locating of recreational 
marijuana outlets at the City 
Council, so we’re- going to 
have our team dig into the 
new state law and see how 
our proposal would work 


within that framework, what. 


changes may need to be 
made, and what additional 
provisions may need to be 
pursued,” Walker said in a 
statement. 

“Right now, it’s a due 
diligence period for the city 
before any determinations 
on next steps can be made.” 

Quincy is currently home 
to a medical marijuana dis- 
pensary, which Ermont, Inc. 
opened in October 2016. 
on Ricciuti Drive. Under 
the state law, the company 
could seek state approval to 


sell recreational marijuana 
on site. Jack Hudson, Er- 
mont’s founder and CEO, in 
a statement Monday said the 
company was reviewing the 
new marijuana legislation 
and would work with city 
officials and the community 
going forward. 

“Ermont, Inc. is close- 
ly reviewing the recently 
signed recreational mari- 
juana law in relation to our 
business’ plan, and we look 
forward to continuing to 


work with the leadership. 
and community of Quincy 


as we determine the best 
path forward for our organi- 
zation and the city,” Hudson 
said. 

The ballot measure 
would: have allowed recre- 
ational dispensaries to open 
their doors on Jan. 1, 2018, 


but lawmakers previously 


approved delaying that’ by 
six months to July 1, 2018. 
The ballot measure also al- 
lows residents 21 and older 
to grow marijuana in their 
homes, up to 6 plants per 
person and 12 per house- 
hold. Those provisions are 
unchanged under the new 
law the governor signed last 
week. 

House Majority Leader 
Ron Mariano, a Quincy 
Democrat and one of three 
House members on the con- 
ference committee that ne- 
gotiated the final bill, said 
the law includes new protec: 
tions the ballot measure did 
not. Those include. regula- 
tions on advertisements and 
rules on packaging meant 
to ensure marijuana and 
marijuana-infused products 
are not marketed toward 
children; the use of cartoon 
characters, for example, is 
prohibited. 

“We produced a bill that 
has more protections than 
the ballot question,” Mari- 
ano, who had opposed the 
referendum, said in a phone

Quincy Democrat who vot- 
ed against. the new law and 
had also opposed the 2016 
referendum, said he appre-

Keenan — who traveled 
to Colorado last year with 
several other Bay State law- 
makers — said he was con- 
cerned about the impacts on 
driving, education, public 
health and public safety, as 
well as the appropriate level 
of government oversight. In

Keenan said he was also 
concerned about the impact 
on communities, on issues 
such as zoning. 

“This is going to be a big 
undertaking — a billion dol- 
lar industry — and I’m not 
sure communities are ready, 
for that,” he said.

Publishers Clearing House ads.can often be seen on tele- 
vision with a group of people knocking on a resident’s door 


with balloons and a big check for millions of dollars. The 


recipient(s) are seen jumping for joy. 


- As always, there should be some concerns, such as, Is" 


this legitimate? Publishers Clearing House and the FTC 


shave both received many reports about scammers using the 


Publishers Clearing House name to deceive people. Scam-. 
mers call, claiming you’ve won the sweepstakes — but, to 
collect your prize, you need to send money to pay for so- 
called fees and taxes. 

Paying to collect a prize, no matter what the reason, is 
a scam. Scammers will-often ask you to send money by 
Western Union or MoneyGram, or to get a prepaid card or 
gift card to be sent to them before you receive your prize. 
The scammers use this method because it is practically im- 


possible to trace that money — and you ll almost never get - 


your money back. 

If you think you’ve won a prize, consider this: 

° Publishers Clearing House will never ask you to 
pay a fee to collect a prize. In fact, no legit prize promoter 
will ever charge you to win. 

° If anyone calls asking you to pay for a prize, hang 
up and report it to the FTC. 

* Never send money to collect a prize. It’s a scam. 

According to Publisher’s Clearing House, they do not 
call ahead to say you’ve won. 

Did you send money to a prize scammer, or know some- 
one who has? Report the loss immediately to the company 
you paid through (Western Union, MoneyGram, the prepaid 
or gift card company). Follow this up by contacting the 
FTC and if you wired money to a scammer via Western 
Union between January 1, 2004 and January 19, 2017, you 
might be eligible for a refund.

Koch: Violent Behavior ‘Unacceptable’

Mayor Thomas Koch 
said Quincy would not tol- 
erate violence after a video 
emerged-online of an assault 
on a Quincy pier that is be- 
ing investigated by State 
Police. 

The 98-second video, 
which spread across social 
media last week, shows 
one group of teenagers at- 
tacking another on what 
appears to be a Marina Bay 
pier. Two teens are thrown 
to the ground in the video 
at different times, and then 
kicked and punched by oth- 
ers. The assailants are alleg- 
edly Quincy residents, while 
the victims are reportedly 
from Milton. 

The incident is being in- 
vestigated by State Police 


tecaase it occurred near 
Massachusetts Water Re- 
sources Authority property. 
Quincy and Milton police 
are assisting the investiga- 
tion. No charges had been 
filed as of Aug. 8. 

Koch, in a recent inter- 
view, said the attack was un- 
acceptable and would not be 
tolerated. 

“Tt’s behavior that’s un- 
acceptable. I don’t know 
personally who these punks 
are, but we’re not going 
to tolerate it,” they mayor 
said. 

“Quincy police was there 
first. Quincy police has 
done some great detective 
work and have passed that 
on to the State Police, who 
I expect are going to pursue

Quincy police, in a state- 
ment, said they responded to 
Marina Bay shortly after 5 
p.m. on July 31 on reports of 
a disorder involving teens. 
There was no ongoing dis- 
order when officers arrived 


and the scene was cleared 
within 40 minutes. 
Quincy police’ said. offi- 


cers contacted State Police - 


and would be assisting in 
the investigation. Anyone 
with information is asked to

“We just wanted to assure 
everyone that we are aware 
of the situation and will as- 
sist the MA State Police in 
any way possible,” Quincy 
police said.

Be on the lookout out 
for phony subscription in- 
-voices this month. If you 
receive an offer or renewal 
for magazines and newspa- 
pers that sound too good to 
be true, don’t make any pay- 
ments! Be sure to call the 
publisher and verify that it is 
legitimate before giving any 
personal or credit card in- 
formation. Take the time to 
double check, and you can 
beat the scammers at their 
own game. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 

If. you’re planning to 
move this summer, be on the 
lookout for unlicensed mov- 
ers and fake moving com- 
panies. You should get at 
least three quotes from pro- 


spective moving companies 


before hiring one. Be aware 
of movers that don’t send an 
estimator to your house be- 
forehand, demand cash or a 
large deposit up front, and/ 
or have unrealistic low-ball 
offers. Make sure you know 
whom you’re working with 
before you pay any money. 
SCAM ALERT #4: 
Scams in the name of 
charities are particularly 
shameful. The Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) reports 
that imposters, claiming to 
be with the FTC, are calling 
people and claiming they 
have won a major sweep- 
stakes with the Make-a- 
Wish Foundation. All the 
‘winner’ has to do is pay 
thousands of dollars for tax- 
es or insurance on the prize.

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City Says 80 Owe 
$1.25M In Back Taxes 


The city has started the process of placing liens against 
property of some 80 Quincy taxpayers who owe more than 
$1.25 million in unpaid real estate taxes for the year 1978. 
Included in that sum is more than $1.1 million claimed by 
the city from General Dynamics in a tax dispute that was 
recently heard in Superior Court. A decision is expected in 
October. 

The list of taxpayers and the amount they owe was pub- 
lished in The Quincy Sun in a city of Quincy legal-notice as 
the first step toward possible foreclosure. 

“Once published,” said Tax Collector Robert E. Foy III, 
“the city has 30 days to put the lien on over in Dedham 
Court. It is then recorded in the Registry of Deeds.” 

STUDY COMMITTEE RECOMMENDS 
’ PRIVATE AMBULANCE SERVICE 

A study committee has recommended that the city ambu- 
lance service be contracted out to a private firm, according 
to Mayor Arthur H. Tobin. The city is now preparing to put 
that recommendation into effect, Tobin said. 

The nine-member committee noted that the police am- 
bulance service costs $250,000 per year compared to a 
$56,000 low bid by the Bay State Ambulance service and 
concluded that, “the same professional expert services can 
be provided to the citizens of Quincy at far less cost by a 
private company.” 

The group recommended that Mayor Tobin accept Bay 
State as the lowest responsible bidder.

Ms. Hogan pointed out 
the importance of the Quin- 
cy Canal at the mill to the 
granite industry, as this was 
where granite from North 
Commons on Quarry Street 
was brought to be loaded 
onto barges and boats (rock 
from this area was not trans- 
ported on the commercial 
railway). The whole infra- 
structure of the Souther in- 
dustrial area was essential to 
the grain, lumber, shipbuild- 
ing and shipping industries 
of the day, and this would, 
of course, benefit not only 
the general public but our 
Founding Fathers and their 
families and businesses, be- 
ginning in the early 1800s. 
She pointed out that the past 
industries at the mill, too, 
are a potential link to school 
curriculums, joining both 
history and STEAM (sci- 
ence, technology, arts, engi- 
neering, math). 


The members of Friends 
of Souther Tide Mill were 
happy to welcome support- 
ers who included Anneli 
Johnson, founder of the 
Quincy Farmers Market, and

Gout is characterized by 
sudden, severe attacks of 
pain, redness and tenderness 
in joints, often the joint at 
the base of the big toe. 
Gout, a complicated form 
of arthritis, can affect any- 
one. Men are more likely to 
get gout, but women become 
progressively more vulnera- 
ble to gout post-menopause. 
An attack of gout can occur 
suddenly, often disrupting 
your sleep with the feeling 
that your big toe is on fire. 
The affected joint is hot, 
swollen and so sensitive that 
even the weight of a bed- 
sheet may seem unbearable. 
Gout occurs when urate 
crystals accumulate in your 
joint, causing the inflamma- 
tion and powerful pain of a 
gout attack. Urate crystals 
can develop when you have 
excessive levels of uric acid 
in your blood. Your body 
produces uric acid when it 
breaks down purines, sub- 
stances that are found natu- 
rally in your body, and in 
certain foods, such as steak, 


organ meats and seafood. . 


Other foods also stimulate 
higher levels of uric acid, 
such as alcoholic beverages, 
especially beer, and drinks 
sweetened with fruit sugar 


_ (fructose). 


Typically, uric acid dis- 
solves in your blood and 
travels through your kid- 


‘eys into your urine. Oc- 


casionally, your body either 
produces an excess of uric 
acid or your kidneys excrete 
too little uric acid. When 
this happens, uric acid can 
build up, forming sharp, 
needle-like urate crystals in 


a joint or surrounding tissue 


that cause discomfort and 
swelling. 

The signs and symptoms 
of gout almost always tran- 
spire suddenly, frequently at 
night, and without warning. 
They include: 

e Intense joint pain - 
Gout generally affects the 
large joint of your big toe, 
but it can occur in your feet, 
ankles, knees, hands and 
wrists. The pain is likely to 
be, most severe within the 
first four to 12 hours after it 
arises. 

° smi discomfort 


- Some joint discomfort may 
last from a few days to a 


-few weeks. Later attacks are 


likely to be longer lasting 
and affect additional joints. 

¢ Inflammation and red- 
ness - The affected joints be- 
come swollen, tender, warm 
and red. 

¢ Limited range of mo- 
tion - Decreased joint mo- 
bility may ensue as gout 
progresses. 

Factors that increase the 
uric acid level in your body. 
include: 

¢ Diet - Eating a diet 
that’s high in meat and sea- 


‘food and high in beverages 


sweetened with fruit sugar 
(fructose) stimulates higher 
levels of uric acid. Alcohol 


consumption, especially of 


beer, also increases the risk 
of gout. 

¢ Obesity - If you are 
overweight, your body pro- 
duces more uric acid and it 
is more challenging for your 
kidneys to eliminate uric 
acid, which significantly in- 
creases your risk of gout. 

¢ Certain diseases and 
conditions make it more 
likely that you'll develop 
gout, including untreated 
higl’ blood pressure and 
chronic conditions such as 
diabetes, metabolic syn- 
‘drome, and heart and kidney 
diseases. 

¢ Certain medications - 
The use of thiazide diuretics 
and low-dose aspirin also 
can escalate uric acid lev- 
els. .

occurs more often in men 
between 30-50 years old. 
Women generally develop 
signs and symptoms after 
menopause. 

¢ Recent surgery or 


¢ Recurrent gout. 

¢ Advanced gout - Un- 
treated gout may trigger 
deposits of urate crystals to 
form under the skin in nod- 
ules called tophi. Tophi can 
develop in multiple areas 
such as your fingers, hands, 


feet, elbows or Achilles 
tendons along the backs of 
your ankles. Tophi usually 
aren’t painful, but they can 
become swollen and tender 
during gout attacks. 

¢ Kidney stones. 

If you are experiencing 
symptoms that are common 
to gout, make an appoint- 
ment with your healthcare 
provider. After an initial 
examination, they may re- 
fer you to rheumatologist, 
a specialist in the diagnosis 
and treatment of arthritis 
and other inflammatory joint 
conditions.

e Joint fluid test to exam- 
ine your joint fluid for urate 
crystals. 

¢ Blood tests to measure 
the levels of uric acid and 
creatinine in your blood. 

e X-ray imaging to rule 
out other causes of joint in- 
flammation. 

¢ Musculoskeletal ultra- 
sound that can detect urate 
crystals. 

Treatment for gout cus- 
tomarily involves medica- 
tions. Gout medications can 
be used for the treatment 
of acute attacks and also to 


prevent future attacks, as © 


well as diminish your risk 
of complications from gout, 
such as the occurrence of 
tophi from urate crystal de- 
posits. 

Drugs used to treat acute. 
attacks and prevent future 
attacks include: 

e Nonsteroidal an- 
ti-inflammatory drugs 
(NSAIDs). 

_ © Colchicine a type of 
pain reliever that effectively 
reduces gout pain. 

¢ Corticosteroids such as 
the drug Prednisone, which 
manages gout inflammation 
and pain. 

If you encounter several 
gout attacks each year or if 
your gout attacks are less 
frequent but exceptionally 
painful, your doctor may 
suggest medication to re- 
duce your risk of gout-relat- 
ed complications. 

Options include: 

° Medications that block 
uric. acid production. Drugs

Ask Rusty: 
High Earners And 


The Eamily Maximum

Dear Rusty: My question is this: If both spouses are 
high earners with significant Social Security contributions 
in their own right, delaying their benefits to get a bigger 
Social Security amount could mean they will exceed the 
maximum “family” payment. Isn’t it to their advantage for 
both spouses to take Social Security at 62 at the “reduced 
amount” if together they would still exceed the “family 
maximum”? Otherwise, aren’t they leaving money on the 


table and getting no increase in payment by delaying col- 


lecting? Signed: Inquiring Mind 

‘Dear Inquiring: What an excellent question! Let’s lay 
out the pieces: 

1) Regardless of how much these hypothetical “high 
earners” actually earned, they would have only paid payroll 
taxes up to the annual contribution limit for each year they 
worked. That limit - $127,200 for 2017 - increases periodi- 
cally if a formula used by the Social Security Administra- 


_ tion calls for it. Once they reached the earnings contribu- 


tion limit each year they would have no longer paid into 
Social Security for that year. 

2) Let’s assume that the earnings of both Were greater 
than the annual contribution limit for their entire careers, 
and that they are both eligible for the maximum monthly 
benefit ($2,687 for 2017) at their full retirement age. Their 
combined SS benefit based upon their own work records at 
their full retirement age (assumed as 66) would be $5,374. 

3) The Family Maximum applies to survivors, spouses, 


and children, etc. families who receive benefits based upon — 


a primary wage earner’s work record. Couples who collect 
only retirement benefits are not affected unless three or more 
family members receive benefits. So, in this hypothetical 
example of two high wage earners, the Family Maximum 
benefit does not apply. 

So the answer to your question is: For these two high- 
earners, applying early for both of their benefits at age 62 
will cause them both to receive benefits at a permanent- 
ly reduced rate of about 75 percent ($1,934) of their full 
amount. If they‘delay they can both receive their full ben- 
efit amount ($2;687) at their full retirement age; and if they 
choose. to defer beyond their full retirement age their ben- 
efits will continue to grow at about 8 percent per year until 
they are age 70, when their monthly benefit amount would 
be about $3,546 each, or $7,092 combined.

“They don’t have plans 
yet,” he said. “They’ve up- 
dated us on conversations 
on them testing it in the 
marketplace to see where it 
would go, but there are no 
plans at this point. 

“I think what they’re 
finding out is that hospi- 
tal is old. The buildings 
are very old and obsolete 
and it would cost an aw- 
ful lot of money to try and 
convert it into something, 
and I don’t know what that 
something would be. I think 
they’re still doing their due 
diligence and we’ll see what 
happens there.” 

The December 2016 pact 
between FoxRock and the 
city, Koch said, does require 
the company to include 
medical uses at the Quincy 
Medical Center site or the 
Ross Garage site. Addition- 
ally, FoxRock was required 
to lease the emergency room 
at the haspital to Steward for 
at least five years. 

“As part of the deal 
structuse there is a commit- 
ment to do some medical,” 
Koch said. “We’re not talk- 
ing about an acute care hos- 
pital here by any means — I 
don’t want to get anybody’s 
hopes up in that regard — but 
I do think there is going to 
be some additional medi- 
cal services provided and 
we are going to continue to 
push for an emergency de- 
partment in the city. That’s 
certainly important.” 

FoxRock is owned by 
Rob Hale, who is also the 
CEO and president of Gran- 
ite | Telecommunications. 
Granite | Telecommunica- 
tions, Koch said, will not 
be moving from its head- 
quarters in North Quincy to 
Quincy Center. 

“We’ve been told this 
is separate from Granite 
Telecommunications,” the 
mayor. said. “Rob Hale is 
obviously involved in the 
company, FoxRock, but it’s 
a separate company from 
Granite Telecommunica- 
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tions. They’re looking to 
build and lease commercial 
space that is separate from 
Granite  Telecommunica- 
tions’ operations.” 

FoxRock has been in 
talks with various compa- 
nies about moving into the 
new space at the Ross Ga- 
rage site.” 

“I know they’re talk- 
ing to a lot of folks,” Koch 
said. “Some names they’ve 
shared with me. Some they 
haven’t. It’s really all in 
confidence because they 
are in that stage of negotiat- 
ing — no one likes to do that 
publicly. 

“But for Rob Hale 1 to say 
publicly at the chamber of 
commerce he is going to 
build a million square feet 
of commercial space has 
got to tell me he’s got great 
confidence and perhaps he 
already has some folks lined 
up.” 

FoxRock has_ recently 
said its plans to purchase the 
building at 1495 Hancock 
St., which was formerly 
home to the Iron Furnace 
restaurant and houses office 
space on its upper floors. 

Koch said that acquisi- 
tion could tie into FoxRock’s 
plans for the Ross Garage 
site and noted the city’s Ur- 
ban Revitalization and De- 
velopment Plan for Quincy 


Center has included acquisi- 
tion of that building to cre- 
ate-a better pedestrian thor- 
oughfare between the Ross 
Garage and Hancock Street 
— he compared it to the atri- 
um planned to connect Han- 
cock Street to the new park- 
ing garage and civic space 
on the Hancock Lot. 

“Tt ties into the general 
plan for the downtown,” the 
mayor said of the pending 
purchase. “As we continue 
to work — our team together 
with FoxRock — everything 
is on the table. 

“If you go back and look 
at the URDP, that building 
was on the chopping block 
to be taken by the city at 
some point to open up the 
Ross side to Hancock Street. 
Right now you’ve got that 
alleyway — it doesn’t re- 
ally flow that well — so we 
are looking for better ac- 
cess, whether it’s going to 
be there or somewhere on 
that side of Hancock Street, 
preferably in that range.” 

“The plan with FoxRock 
and the city,’ Koch added 
later, “is working together, 
coming up with the best plan 
that’s going to create obvi- 
ously what they’re commit- 
ted to — which is a million 
square feet of commercial 
space — but also from the 
city’s vantage point as part 


of that program, what are we 
going to be doing to connect 
the downtown, more breath- 
ing space? What are we go- 
ing to do for open space and 
civic space? That’s all going 
to be part of it. 

“We’re not talking about 
another Hancock-Adams 
Green -— it’s not going to 
be of that magnitude. How- 
ever, there is going to be 
areas over there that will be 
available for the public to 
enjoy.” 

The new civic space and 
improved pedestrian corri- 


dors are also important from 
FoxRock’s perspective, 
Koch said. 


“They’re going to be 
marketing a lot of square 
feet in these buildings to 
companies. When compa- 
nies are looking to come to 
a place, yes, they’re looking 
at the facility. But they also 
look at the place setting, the 
surroundings, what’s. there 
for the employees,” the 
mayor stated. 

“Obviously we have a 
great restaurant line up to- 
day that’s only going to 
grow. You’re going to see 
more retail. There is prob- 
ably going to be some en- 
tertainment type establish- 
ments along with it — ’m 
not talking about pole danc- 
ing, but the younger people,

space, whether it’s noon-

We know that. So in the end 
the plan that we’ll send to 
the council will be inclusive 
of obviously their needs — 
they’ve got to make a return 
on their investments — but 
we want the best looking 
buildings, we want good 
place settings, we want the 
nice connections between 
Hancock and that side.” 

The mayor said FoxRock 
has also reached a deal to 
purchase the building at 77 
Parkingway, home to sev- 
eral businesses, including 
Coffee Break Café and Rev- 
el, which was formerly The 
Commonwealth. 

“They have the Com- 
monwealth building under 
agreement — that was always 
slated to be gone. I don’t 
say that callously — there _ 
are people that lease that 
space and they’re all good 
merchants, but it’s always 
been in play that that build- 
ing would go away at some 
point,” Koch said.

the Dennis Ryan Parkway 
— and Nova Residences, 
LBC Partners’ seven-story, 
171-unit apartment build- 


“ing at 1500 Hancock St.; 


both buildings will also 
feature street-level _ retail 
space. The Planning Board 
has approved both projects, 
and LBC has already begun 
demolishing several single- 
story storefronts along Han- 
cock Street to make way for 
its new development. 

At the same time, the city 
will be constructing a 730- 


‘car garage on the lot. The 


City Council has approved 
financing for the garage as 
part of an $80 million bond 
that also includes other 
Quincy Center infrastruc- 
ture improvements. The 
council still has to sign off 
on the final designs for the 


garage. 

Koch said the city is con- 
sidering several options to 
accommodate drivers who 
currently park in the Han- 
cock Lot, which could in- 
clude satellite lots and valets 
to maximize the amount of 
spots available in the sur- 
face lot on the former Ross 
Garage site. The mayor said 
the city is in talks with sev- 
eral property owners regard- 
ing their lots, and could not 
go into further details or dis- 
cuss specific sites. 

“All I can say is the team 
is working very hard on it, 
looking at satellite loca- 
tions, looking at potential 
valet services. We’re go- 
ing to make this work for 
the downtown and for the 
business community,” Koch 
said. 

“T can’t really say much 


more than that right now be- 
cause I know there is some 
negotiating going on... 
We’re on it, were not taking 
this lightly and there will be 
a plan.” 

The mayor said he be- 
lieves the city will be able 
to- accommodate the driv- 
ers, such as monthly pass 
holders, who use the lot on 
a daily basis though perhaps 
not those who will be look- 
ing for parking on busier 
nights. 

“T think that everyone 
will have a space. I can’t 
speak to the Thursday, Fri- 
day, Saturday nights when 
you have far more than that 
looking for a spot to go to 
the restaurants,” Koch said.

O’Donnell: Norfolk County Real Estate Market ‘Flat’ In July 
Register Reports Low Inventory, Higher Interest Rates, Reduced Mortgage Lending 


Continuing low real es- 
tate inventory, higher inter- 
est rates and reduced mort- 
gage lending were three 
major factors which led to 
a flat real estate market for 
the month of July, accord- 
ing to Norfolk County Reg- 
ister of Deeds William P. 
O’Donnell. 

“Empirical evidence 
shows there is little doubt 
that certain housing and 
lending dynamics are hav- 
ing a sluggish effect on real 
estate activity in Norfolk 
County,” O’Donnell said. 
He noted that for the past 
month of July a total of 1,757 


properties, both residential

and commercial, were sold 
in Norfolk County repre- 
senting a minimal one per- 
cent increase from the pre- 
vious year. Other economic 
indicators were even less 
impressive for July, such as 
the three percent drop in the 
average sales price for the 
same time period in 2016 
and a three percent year 
over year reduction in total 
sales volume. 

Furthermore, lending ac- 
tivity also showed decreases 
for the month of July. A to- 
tal of 2,407 mortgages were 
recorded during the month, 
a 14 percent decrease com- 
pared to July 2016.

“Higher interest rates,” 
noted O’Donnell, “and the 
prospect of rate increases 
through the end of the 2017 
calendar year are making 
consumers think twice be- 
fore borrowing money to 
pay for high ticket expenses 
such as home improve- 
ments.” 

An aberration seen dur- 
ing the month was the total 
amount of residential and 
commercial borrowing, in- 
creased by 267 percent to 
$4.6 billion. However, this 
is mainly explained by a 
large $1.6 billion mortgage 
taken out against a com- 
mercial property bordering 
Weymouth and Quincy. 

Foreclosure activity was 


corded in July compared to 
17 in July 2017. Where the 
foreclosure story gets more 
promising was the total 
number of Notice to Fore- 
close Mortgage filings, the 
first step in the foreclosure 
process, closing at 34, a 
sharp reduction from the 43 
recordings for the same time 
last year. 

“While one foreclosure 
recording is one too many, 
the reduced number of No- 
tice to Foreclose Mortgage 
filings is a positive trend,” 
O’Donnell said.

output from Nova Scotia has 
plummeted, 200,000 Mas- 
sachusetts homeowners and 
businesses have switched 
from heating oil to gas, and 
a dozen major power plants 
have gone into service—or 
soon will-in Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, and Massa- 
chusetts that all draw natu- 
ral gas from the pipeline 
system that passes through 
Weymouth. 

We'll explain those re- 
alities more fully below, but 
first, a quick primer. Com- 
pressor stations do the work 
that moves gas through 
pipelines so it gets to your 
furnace, hot-water heater, or 
stove, or to a power plant, 
college campus, hospital, or 
industrial facility. Tkey’re 
typically sited every 40 to 


_ 70 miles along a pipeline to 


maintain pressure and keep 
molecules of gas flowing to 
where they’re needed. The 


stations often have filters or . 


other devices that remove 
water and impurities to en- 
sure natural gas burns as 
cleanly as it does. 

New England already has 
more than a dozen natural 
gas compressor stations that 
have operated safely, reli- 
ably, and out of sight in the 
region for 20 to as many as 
60 years. On Enbridge’s Al- 
gonquin Gas system, which 
brings us natural gas from 
Pennsylvania, the Gulf of 
Mexico, and other North 
American production areas, 
the last compressor station 
before metropolitan Boston 
is in Burrillville, R.I. The 
next one past us is in Eliot, 
Maine. 

For many years, En- 
bridge, the company behind 
the project, and its prede- 
cessor, Spectra Energy, rec- 
ognized that an additional 
compressor station would 
be needed near Boston to 
ensure enough gas flows 
through the system to meet

the needs of customers in 
and north of Boston, includ- 
ing power plants that now 
generate on average 60 per- 
cent of Massachusetts’ elec- 
tricity. 

One major reason is that 
less and less natural gas 
has been coming into New 
England from the northeast 
because of dwindling out- 
put from the Sable Island 
offshore project. Data from 
the Canada-Nova Scotia 
Offshore Petroleum Board 
show that Sable output fell 
by 73.2 percent from 2001 
to 2015. That’s created a 
deficit of 139 billion cubic 
feet per. day of gas—an entire 
winter month’s consump- 


- tion for all of New England— 


that, fortunately, the growth 
in U.S. production from hy- 
draulic fracturing has been 
able to replace. 

.But that means our lo- 
cal gas system needs more 
equipment moving gas from 
southwest to northeast to 
replace the Nova Scotia gas 
that once flowed from north- 
east to southwest. That’s the 
critical job the Weymouth 
compressor station will ful- 
fill. 

At the same time,*Mas- 
sachusetts is using far 
more natural gas. Consum- 
ers have voted with their 
pocketbooks and_ flocked 
to natural gas for its c&- 
venience and affordability. 
So have electricity genera- 
tors. The use of natural gas 
for power generation across 
New England has grown 
from 15 percent in 1990 to 
more than 50 percent today, 
replacing many oil- and 
coal-fired plants. Later this 
year, the Footprint Power 
natural: gas-fired plant in 
Salem will go into service, 


drawing still more of the gas 
the .Weymouth compressor 
station will move to North 
Shore customers through the 
Hubline pipeline that passes 
under Massachusetts Bay. 
Enbridge — considered 
six other locations for the 
compressor station in east- 
ern Massachusetts. A rig- 
orous regulatory process 
concluded Weymouth was 
the right choice.

who was sending messages to 
the victim via Facebook, focus- 
ing on the two names that the 
victim provided. 

A week later, the victim told 
Detective Bagley that she re- 
ceived additional five messages via Facebook Messenger 
from suspect 1. She added the suspect also attempted to call 
her through Messenger. As Detective Bagley spoke with the 
victim, she received an additional 25 messages from this 
party. Some of them contained the same pictures that sus- 
pect 2 had sent her last Sunday, indicating that suspect 1 and 
2 most likely was the same person. 

Detective Monteith responded to the suspect identifying 
himself as a Quincy police detective, requesting the suspect 
contact him at his office phone at the Police department, 
but no one called. On June Sth, Detective Bagley received 
information from the victim that one of her daughters was 
searching Facebook and came up with a profile resembling 
the suspect in the Facebook profile that the Police depart- 
ment had posted for identification. 

The victim provided the name and upon looking. on 
his Facebook profile, Detective Bagley was able to match 
pictures on his profile to the surveillance video from TJ 
Maxx. The name did not match the names of suspect 1 and 
2, which now were determined to be false names. A back- 
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ground check on this suspect showed that a nearby police 
department had encountered him in the rear of an apartment 
complex in on his cell phone acting suspiciously. The sus- 
pect had no criminal record. 

Detective Bagley contacted the suspect by telephone and 
requested he come to the Quincy Police Depry to be 
interviewed. The next day the suspect came to station 
and was advised as to how his name became involved in the 
investigation. The suspect was advised of his Miranda rights 
and said he wanted to cooperate with the investigation. 

After hearing the account of what transpired, the suspect 
confirmed and admitted to every item of evidence and in- 
formation obtained during this investigation. In great detail, 


the suspect gave Detective Bagley a time line of the incident — 


that was consistent of what the victim gave. The suspect 
said he followed the victim while she was shopping and 
took photos of her bent over showing her exposed buttocks 
and lower back. He added he followed the victim and wrote 
down her Massachusetts License Plate number. He also con- 
fessed to taking photos of the victim in the parking lot. 

He then used a pay website that he belonged to in order 
to obtain the victim’s personal information to find out her 
identity and then look her up on the Facebook website. He 
then made up two false Facebook accounts in the names of 
suspect 1 and 2 to contact the victim. The suspect added that 
he did this repeatedly. 

He also admitted that he was on Facebook Messenger 
trying to contact the victim when he received a message 
from Detective Monteith. He stated that once he learned the 
police might be involved he erased his phone and accounts. 
Based on the above information, Detective Bagley filed 
criminal charges of surveillance of sexual intimate parts and 
criminal harassment against the 24-year-old East Bridgewa- 
ter resident. Nice Work!

Quincy Center’s historic 
United First Parish Church 
saw visitation increase by 
nearly 25 percent during the 
first half this year’s tourist 
season compared to the same 
time frame last year. 

The church, which is 
known to many as the Church 
of the Presidents, is the final 
resting place of U.S. Presi- 
dents John and John Quincy 
Adams and their wives, First 
Ladies Abigail and Louisa 
Catherine. — 

Bob Damon, who is the 
director of the church’s visi- 
tors program, said the church 
welcomed 5,485 visitors from 
the start of the season in April 
through the end of July. That 
is an increase of 1,040 (23.5 
percent) from the same time 
period in 2016, when 4,445 
visitors toured the church. 

Damon credited two fac- 
tors for the increase: the clo- 
sure of the portion of Hancock 


Street that once separated 


the church from City Hall in 
late June 2016 as part of the 
Hancock-Adams Green proj- 


‘ ect, and the addition of new 


sandwich boards in Quincy 
Center with information on 
the church and Adams crypt. 
“Tt’s probably a combina- 
tion of both,” Damon said. 
The closure of Hancock 
Street, he explained, has 
made it easier for people to 
find their way to the church. 
Previously, visitors from the 
City Hall side of the street 
would have to risk running 
across several lanes of traf- 
fic on Hancock Street or use 
two sets of crosswalks to 
the get to the church, one on 
Hancock and the other on ei- 
ther Temple or Washington 
Streets. Additionally, Damon 
said more local residents 
are stopping by the church, 
though not taking tours. 
“Now that the green is open 


and hundreds if not thousands 3 


are walking through each day,

“People want to 
feel safe and know that the 
police, both city and state, 
will commit the necessary 
resources to prevent these 
recent problems from hap- 
pening again. 

“Both of the departments 
are. well trained and have 
the resources that should al- 
low them to patrol the area 
whether on: foot, bicycle, 
motorcycle, or even marine 
patrols.” 

Shaughnessy is calling 
on a strong police presence 
at both locations to send the 
message to people that “they 
can feel safe in both parks.” 

“The present situation 
at the parks is not to be al- 
lowed, it cannot be tolerated, 
and must be addressed im- 


mediately to send the appro- 


' priate message that this kind’ 


of behavior has no place in 
our city.” Shaughnessy is

Painting Spared Before 
~ Demoliton. Of Old QHS 
Donated To Granite Museum 


The Quincy Quarry and 
Granite Workers Museum 
has received a donation of a 
painting that was saved from 
ball during the 
demolition of the Old Quin- 
cy High School. The paint- 
ing is of a young man diving 
into a quarry. 

Ten years before the 
wrecking ball was set to 
tear through Quincy -High 
School, Sean Curran did 
one last walk through of his 
old alma mater with a friend 
looking for a keepsake 
such as a football helmet or 
some other keepsake of his 
memorable days at the high 
school. 

Upon walking the halls 
he decided to go into areas 
students were never allowed 
in. He found a crawl space 
near the roof that ended. in 
a closet. It was pitch black. 
He lit the area and saw a 
painting in the corner that 
caught his eye. He knew 
right away it was a rendition 
of the Quincy quarries of the 
past. 

The painting was a sum- 
mertime scene with youths 
swimming and diving into 
the cool waters of the quar- 
ries. The painting was cen- 
tered on a youth getting

ready to dive into the quarry. 


The painting reminded him 


of his days swimming and 
diving in the Quincy quar- 
ries. He recognized this 


might be of interest to some- 
one so he took it home. 

Recently upon moving 
the painting, he noticed the 
artist had signed the bottom 
with the name Philip Adams 
with the date of 1939. With 
that information and think- 
ing it might have a connec- 
tion to students of the high 
school in the past, he started 
hre,quest to find out more 
abdut the painting. With the 
Goldenrod yearbooks digi- 
tized, he thought he might 
learn more about Philip Ad- 
ams. 

In the Goldenrods of the 
1930s there were Adams 
families in Quincy Point as 
well as Manet Avenue in 
Houghs Neck, but he could 
not find Philip Adams any- 
where in the yearbook from 
1935 to 1945.

ore than 70 years after serving in World War II, 
James Galvin finally has something he’s always 
wanted. 
- Membership in The American Legion. 

Galvin, age 96, a beloved family man from Quincy 
and esteemed member of the “Greatest Generation,” 
was installed into the world’s largest veterans ‘organi- 
zation during a recent ceremony at Atria Marina Place 
in Squantum where he is a resident. 


It was a moving tribute to the U.S. Army Air Corps - 


veteran of World War II complete with proclamations, 


citations but most of all a blue American Legion cap. 


with the words Jamaica Plain Post 76 embroidered on 
the side. Galvin lived in Jamaica Plain before he and 
his wife, Josephine, moved to Quincy shortly after 


they were married. Quincy is where they raised their 


family. 

Moments after receiving his blue cap, Galvin stood 
soldier-like and looked around the room. He wanted to 
make a comment. 

“T’m just in awe that all of you gentlemen and ladies 
Would give up your time to greet me,” he said in the 
community room where his family, friends, elected of- 
ficials and members of the American Legion gathered. 
“T always wanted an American Legion cap and now I 
have one. Thank you all and God Bless America.” 

James Galvin is more than a veteran and member of 
the Legion. He is an American hero. 

Galvin served as a gunner on a B-24 with the famed 
“Flying Horsemen,” 449th Bomb Group. The squad- 
ron of heavy bombers flew combat missions in cen- 
tral and eastern Europe during critical moments of the 
war. He is a recipient of the Legion of Honor medal 


from France, the.country’s highest military Be-dration 


' for bravery. Only American veterans who risked their 


lives during World War II and who fought on French 
territory qualify to be decorated as Knights of the Le- 
gion of Honor. 

Presenting Galvin his Legion cap was Quincy’s 
John (Jake) Comer, a past national commander of The 
American Legion. Comer and Galvin’s daughter, Jean, 
were instrumental in making Galvin a Legionnaire. 

“The American Legion is the largest veterans orga- 
nization in the world and to be amember of the Ameri- 
can Legion, you must have served during war time. . . 
James, we revere you. We are very proud of you. 

“We wanted Jim to be a member of the American 
Legion because the American Legion is the organiza- 
tion that wrote the G.I. Bill back in 1943,” Comer con- 
tinued. “Without the American Legion, there would be 
no G.I. Bill in this country — it is the second greatest 
piece of legislation second only to the Bill of Rights. 

“It was all because the men and women coming 
back from World War II did not have many benefits. 
They did not have college educations so the American 
Legion said ‘we’ ll make that happen” and we did.” 

Turning to Galvin who was seated alongside his 
family, Comer then said, “So Jim, the first thing I want 
to start off with is that you are now a member of the 
American Legion. Since you grew up in Jamaica Plain, 
my post is in Hyde Park, although I live in Quincy. 
Jamaica Plain paid the initial dues when I signed yous 
up in 2017 and 2018 is right around the corner so-my 
adjutant and-the state commander they paid your dues

Panic attacks are signifi- 
cantly different from other 
types of anxiety, in that they 
occur very suddenly and of- 


‘ten are unexpected, appear 


to be unprovoked, and dis- 
abling. 

At least 20 percent of 
adult Americans, or about 
60 million people, will suf- 
fer from panic at some point 
in their lives. About 1.7 per- 
cent of adult Americans, or 
about 3 million people, will 


have a full-blown panic dis-' 


order, women twice as often 
as men. The most common 
age of onset of their first 
panic attack is between 15 
and 19 years of age. 

Once an individual has 
experienced a panic attack 
they may cultivate irrational 


“=fears, called phobias, about 


these situations and begin to 
avoid them. Eventually, the 
sheer thought of engaging in 
the activities that preceded 
the first panic attack triggers 
future panic attacks, result- 
ing in the person potentially 
being unable to drive or 
even step out of the house 
(agoraphobia). 

Panic attacks are real and 
potentially quite emotion- 
ally disabling. Fortunately, 
they can be managed with 
specific treatments. Because 
of the distressing physical 
signs and symptoms that 
accompany panic attacks, 
they may be misconstrued 
as a heart attacks or other 
life-threatening medical 
situation. Actually, up to 


.25 percent of people who 


visit emergency rooms due 
to chest pain are actually 
experiencing panic. Unfor- 
tunately, often more than 90 
percent of these individuals 
are not correctly diagnosed 
as suffering from panic. 

Generally, in an attempt 
to reassure the panic attack 
sufferer that he or she is not 
in great danger, efforts at re- 
assurance can sometimes in- 
crease the patient’s struggles 
and may give the false im- 
pression that there is no'real 
problem. More accurately, 
while panic attacks can un- 
doubtedly be serious, they 
are not organ-threatening. 
Consequently, a more effec- 
tive approach tends to be to 
acknowledge their fear and 
symptoms while reassuring 
them that what is occurring 
is not life-threatening and is 
treatable. 

Although there are no 


_ specific causes for panic at- 


tacks, panic is recognized as 
being the result of a combi- 
nation of biological vulner- 
abilities, ways of thinking, 
and environmental factors 
such as-social stressors. 
Panic disorder has been 
found to run in families, and 
this may mean that genetics 
plays a role in establishing 
who will develop the condi- 
tion. However, many people 


who have no family history 
of the disorder will still de- 
velop if. Psychologically, 
people. who suffer from 
panic attacks are more likely 


to have a history of what is - 


called anxiety sensitivity. 
Anxiety sensitivity is the in- 
clination of a person to fear 
that anxiety-related bodily 
sensations have disastrous 


" personal consequences. 


The symptoms of a panic 
attack develop suddenly, 
without any obvious cause. 
These may include: 

* racing or pounding 
heartbeat : 

¢ chest pains 

¢ stomach upset 

¢ dizziness, lightheaded- 


“ness, nausea 


¢ hyperventilation 

¢ difficulty breathing 

° a choking sensation 

¢ hand tingling or numb- 
ness 

¢ hot flashes/sweating or 
cold flashes/chills 

* trembling and shaking 

e dreamlike sensations or 
perceptual distortions 


° a sense that something | 


unimaginably terrible is 
about to occur and one is 
powerless to prevent it 

° a need to escape 

¢ worrying about not 
knowing how to control 
their symptoms, leading to 
them doing something em- 
barrassing 

¢ fear of dying 

Duration of a panic at- 
tacks vary greatly and last 
typically more than 10 min- 
utes. Someone who has re- 
peated attacks with no other 
apparent physical or emo- 
tional cause is said to have 
panic disorder. Many other 
emotional problems can 
have panic attacks as asymp- 
tom. Some of these illnesses 
include posttraumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD), schizo- 


phrenia, and intoxication or 
withdrawal from alcohol and 
certain other drugs of abuse. 
Certain medical conditions, 
like thyroid abnormalities 
and anemia, as well as some 
medications, can also gener- 
ate severe anxiety. ° 
Anxiety attacks that occur 
while sleeping, also called 
nocturnal panic attacks, oc- 
cur less often than panic at- 
tacks during the daytime but 
affect about 40 percent to 70 


percent of those who experi- 


ence daytime panic attacks. 
Symptoms of panic attacks 
in women are apt to include 
more avoidance of anxiety- 
provoking situations, recur 
more frequently, and more 
often result in the use of 
medical care. 

A variety of medical and 
mental-health professionals 
are qualified to treat panic 
disorders. In addition to ask- 
ing detailed questions about 
the sufferer’s history and 
conducting a mental-status 
examination, mental-health 
professionals will investi- 
gate the possibility of addi- 
tional emotional illnesses. 
The practitioner will also 
likely ensure that a physical 
examination and medical 
tests have been conducted to 
rule out any medical prob- 
lem, since a multitude of 
conditions may have panic 
attacks as a symptom and 
will necessitate treatment in 
order to alleviate the associ- 
ated anxiety. 

- There are a variety of 
treatments available to help 
people who suffer from pan- 
ic attacks learn how to con- 
trol the symptoms. Treat- 
ment may include specific

and the benzodiazepine 
families of medications. 
Medications from the beta- 
blocker family (Inderal) are 
occasionally used to treat 
the physical symptoms, like 
racing heart rate associated 
with a panic attack. Some 
individuals who suffer from 
severe panic attacks may 
benefit from treatment with 
neuroleptic medication. 
Cognitive behavioral 
therapy is extensively ac- 
cepted as an effective form 
of psychotherapy treatment, 
for both adults and children 
suffering from panic at- 
tacks. This form of psycho- 
therapy assists those with 
panic disorder to identify 
and decrease the irrational 
thoughts and behaviors that 
reinforce panic symptoms, 
and can be accomplished 
either individually or in 
group therapy. Behavioral 
techniques include relax- 
ation methods and gradu- 
ally increasing exposure 
to situations that may have 
formerly triggered anxiety 
in the panic disorder suffer- 
er. Helping the person with 
anxiety understand how to 
handle the emotional forces 
that may have contributed 
to developing symptoms 
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has also been found to be 
successful, in teaching that 
individual how to prevent 
an anxiety attack or how to 
calm down in order to lessen 
or stop a panic attack once 
it commences. Other tips 
to prevent or manage panic 
attacks include engaging in 
aerobic exercise and stress- 
management techniques like 
deep breathing, massage 
therapy, and yoga. 

Without treatment, panic

Collecting SS And | 


Income Taxes; Early 
Retirement And Working

Dear Rusty: My husband just starting collecting Social 
Security at his full retirement age. If he wants a part time job 
how much money does he have to stay under not to mess up 
his SS income? Someone told us he can make as much as he 
wants because they changed the law but my sister can only 
make up to a certain amount so we are concerned. I am tak- 
ing an early retirement, I will be 62. Do the same rules count 
for me as to how much money I can make after drawing SS? 
Signed: Collécting but Still Working 

Dear Collecting: Since your husband has reached 
his full retirement age, he is no longer subject to Social 
Security’s earned income limit; he can earn has much as 
he wants and it will not affect his Social Security benefit 
payments. However, it may affect how much of his total 


Social Security income is taxable when you file your Fed- . 


eral Income Tax. Assuming your income tax filing status is 
“Married Filing Jointly”, if your combined Adjusted Gross 
Income (including 50 percent of his annual Social Security 
benefit) is less than $32,000, none of his Social Security in- 
come is taxable. If, however, your AGI is between $32,000 
and $44,000, 50 percent of his total Social Security benefit is 
taxable as income; and if your AGI is more than $44,000, up 
to 85 percent of his total benefit becomes taxable income. I 
suggest you speak with a Tax Advisor about how additional 
income from part time employment, when added to your 
other income sources (pensions, etc.), may affect the tax li- 
ability of your husband’s Social Security benefits. 

Now as for you taking early retirement, note first that if 
you start your Social Security benefits at age 62 you will 


only receive about 74 percent of what you would otherwise’ 


get at your full retirement age (FRA), and this reduction 
will be permanent. Also, when you file for benefits you will 
be “deemed” as filing for both your own benefit and any 
spousal benefit you may be entitled to from your husband’s 
work record. But if you do retire early, the rules for work- 
ing while you’re collecting Social Security are different. 

Until you reach your full retirement age of 66 and 2 
months you will be subject to an annual earned income limit, 
which for 2017 is $16,920 (this amount is subject to change 
each year). If you earn over this amount for the year, Social 
Security will take back $1 for every $2 you earn over the 
limit by withholding future benefit payments. 

The earnings limit and penalty for exceeding it become 
more generous during the year in which you reach your full 
retirement age: the earnings limit goes up to $44,880 (2017 
amount) and the penalty is less - $1 for every $3 over the 
limit. And-of course, like your husband, once you reach 
your full retirement age you can earn as much as you want 
without penalty, but you should always take into account the 
effect of working on the tax liability of your Social Security 
income. I’m not suggesting you shouldn’t work, only that 
you should understand the affect working has upon your 
income taxes. Just like at work, you can choose to have 
income taxes withheld from your Social Security benefits, 
if appropriate.

Urban Science Academy 
(USA) is located in the old 
West Roxbury High build- 
ing at the end of VFW Park- 
way, the southernmost delta 
of the city. Its students come 
from a broad swath of neigh- 


borhoods stretching from - 


Jamaica Plain, Roslindale, 
Roxbury and Dorchester to 
Mattapan, West Roxbury 
and Hyde Park. The daily 
trip to school via T can be 
an ordeal. 

When Headmaster Jeff 
Cook wanted a college 
campus-based summer pro- 
gram, the geography of ac- 
cess looked daunting. He 
discussed the problem with 
JFYNetWorks, his longtime 
college readiness partner. 
JFY executive director Gary 
Kaplan suggested a solu- 
tion: Quincy College. JFY, 
a nonprofit supplemental 
education provider, had been 
working with the college for 
many years on college read- 
iness in the Quincy schools. 
He told Jeff about Quincy’s 
many degree and certificate 


programs, its friendly atmo- 
sphere, and - the clincher-its 
location at the Quincy Cen- 
ter Red Line station, 7 stops 
from Downtown Crossing. 
One meeting with Dean of 
Inter-Institutional Affairs 
Mike Marrapodi was all it 
took to seal the deal. 

The high school applied 
for a “Summer Bridge” 
grant from the Department 
of Elementary and Second- 
ary Education to enable 
students who needed to 
make up credits for gradu- 
ation to take courses at the 
college. The courses would 
be developmental English 
and math courses, and they 
would serve two purposes: 
they would fulfill the re- 
quirements for a high school 
diploma, and, depending 
on final test scores, they 
would qualify students for 
subsequent _credit-earning 
courses at the college. There 
was a third potential ben- 
efit: students who passed the 
Accuplacer placement pre- 
test with JFY could enroll 
directly in a credit-bearing 
college course during the 
summer. 

It was a bold idea for a 
high school that had never 
offered a college course 
and a college that had never 
worked directly with Boston 
schools. But JFYNetWorks,

_The mayor recently said 
city officials continue to re- 
view the plan, which would 
require the approval of the 
City Council.

I think 
there is great merit to it,” 
Koch said. 

“My guess is at some 
point I’m going to be sub- 
mitting to the council a plan 
to convert, but I don’t know 
the timing of that.

away from the road. It will 
stand three stories tall, with 
only the top two floors vis- 
ible from Granite Street 
because of the site’s topog- 
raphy. The first floor would 
house. academic neighbor- 
hoods for students in grades 
five and sixth with seventh 
and eighth graders on the 
second floor. The lower lev- 
el of the building, accessible 


from the Roberts Street side, 
will include the gym, music 
room and a 280-seat audito- 
rium. 

The 95,155 square foot 
facility will have room for 
up to 430 students in grades 
five through eight. A total of 
61 parking spaces would be 
provided — 50 for staff on 
the Roberts Street side of 
the building and 11 visitor 
spaces on the Granite Street 
side.

Koch in August 2016 
told The Sun he would like 
to see the new school named 
after its neighborhood.

me; I’ll be one vote of seven 
at the time if it should come 
up formally.” 

He suggested the School 
Committee could consider 
a hybrid name, like Point 
Webster, that would incor- 
porate both the name of the 
neighborhood and an hon- 


oree. Additionally, Koch” 


said there might be a push 
to represent West Quincy in 
the building’s name. 

“In the end, whatever the 


name of it is, this is a huge’ 


investment not only in our 
public schools and our edu- 
cation system, but in that 
neighborhood,” Koch said. 
“The South/West commu- 
nity there, we do have some 


- challenging demographics 


there. It’s not the wealthi- 
est section of our city. It’s 
a real working-class neigh- 
borhood. 

“This is a huge invest- 
ment not only in the kids’ 
education but really to me 
in that whole part of our city 
and that neighborhood, say- 
ing ‘we do believe, we do 
care.’ I think in some ways 
it will be a game changer for 
the neighborhoods. 

“Without getting too deep 
into the argument, good 
public schools lead to good 
real estate values, and a new 
school does some amaz- 
ing things to the district it 
serves. Everyone wants to go 
to a new school — that’s part 
of it — but at the end of the 
day it’s not about the build- 
ing, it’s about the teacher 
interaction with the kid, but 
the educational environment 
for the teacher to blossom is 
important. I think it’s going 
to have a great ripple effect 
across the neighborhood.”

purchasing the former St. 
Mary School on Crescent 
Street, razing the build- 
ing and constructing a new 
elementary school on site 
to serve West Quincy. The 


_ mayor’s latest capital plan, 


submitted to the City Coun- 
cil in the spring and still 
pending in committee, in- 
cludes $2.4 million:to pur- 
chase the St. Mary School. 

In the recent interview, 
Koch said a purchase and 
sale agreement is in place 
for the property. . 

“This is a very early step. 
I don’t want to get too far 
ahead of myself,” he said.” 
There are a lot of decision 
makers on this, including 
the City Council and mem- 
bers of the School Commit- 
tee. However, I did identify 
it publicly a couple years 
back. They’re not making 
any more land, and that is 
an area of the city as far as 
schools go that really suf- 
fers. They travel probably 
the longest distance of ev- 
erybody else getting to el- 
ementary schools. 

“Getting back to the 
whole investment in neigh- 
borhoods, I think it makes 
great sense. There was a 
school there for 100 and 
some odd years, so the - 
neighborhood was used to a 
school there; it’s not chang- 
ing the use.

Mayor Thomas Koch has 
not decided whether or not 
he will endorse candidates 
seeking seats on the City 
Council or School Commit- 
tee this fall, or whether or 
not he plans to run for a new 
term in two years. 

Koch is not on the ballot 


during this fall’s election be-.. 


cause he is halfway through 
the first four-year mayoral 
term in Quincy’s history. 
The lack of a mayoral con- 
test did not stop residents 
from seeking seats on the 
council and school board 
this year — 26 candidates 
qualified for the ballot, set- 
ting up contested races for 
the three councillor at-large 
spots, three of the six ward 
seats on the council, and for 
the three school seats up for 
grabs. ee 

The mayor, in a recent 
interview, said he had not 
decided whether or not he 
would endorse candidates 


_Tunning for office in the 


municipal election this fall 
— and none of the candidates 
have sought his endorse- 
ment either. 

“T haven’t really thought 
about that yet,” Koch replied 
when asked if he would en- 
dorse candidates. 

“TI could [endorse candi- 
dates],” Koch added. “That 
cuts both ways though. I 
don’t think people want to be 


told who to vote for. I think 
at the end of the day people 
make a judgment based on 
who has been at theig, door, 
what kind of answers they 
get to their questions, and 
the kind of background and 
what these candidates bring 
to the table. I think that in 
the end will be the test and 
[what] people make a deci- 
sion on. 

“I don’t think people 
are going to say ‘the mayor 
wants this one, I’m going to 
go with this one.’ It could 
work the reverse for some 
of them - ‘he wants that 
one, I’m not voting for that 
one.” 

Koch attributed the num- 
ber of candidates seeking 
office this fall to openings 
on both the council and 
school board. There is a pair 
of open seats on the council 
— one at-large spot and an- 
other in Ward 1 — as well as 
two openings on the school 
board. 

“T think that fuels some 
of it,” Koch said of the open 
seats sparking interest in the 
election. 

Seven candidates have 
qualified for the ballot in the 
councillor at-large race and 
four qualified in the race for 
the open. seat in Ward 1. In 
addition, three candidates 
qualified in the races to rep- 
resent Wards 5 and 6, where 
the incumbents are seeking 


‘re-election. A preliminary 
election will be held Sept. 
12 to whittle the field of 
at-large candidates down to 
six and the field in the ward 
races to two each. . 


The final clection, on 


Nov. 7, will include the 
council races as well as the 
race for the school board 
seats. Six candidates have 
qualified for the ballot-in the 
latter contest. 

Koch said the interest in 
the Ward 6 race, where in- 
cumbent William Harris is 
seeking a second term, is in 
part because of how Harris 
was appointed to the seat. 
Harris finished runner up to 
then incumbent Brian Mc- 
Namee in 2015. McNamee, 
however, died in December 
2015, before being his term 
began. The city then sched- 
uled a special election to fill 
the seat, but Harris, citing a 
1953 state law, challenged 
that decision and contended 
he should be appointed for 
the remainder of the term. 
A Norfolk County Superior 
Court judge ruled in Harris’ 
favor. 

“You had some people 
that had some interest before 
and I think that’s still there,” 
Koch said of the Ward 6 
race. “I don’t think it’s a 
reflection on Bill Harris do- 
ing anything wrong — in fact 
I think he’s done a good job.

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics’ (AAP) revised 
guidelines on children’s fruit 
juice consumption calls for a 
halt to fruit juice for babies 
under one year of age.

p.m. and appeared to be under the influence of drugs. The 
grandmother grew concerned because her grandson needed 
to be fed by tube and it required two people. The grand- 
mother called and texted the mother repeatedly without a 
response. The mother eventually arrived home and was able 
to assist in the feeding of her son. 

Officer Donovan asked the grandmother what drugs she 
believed the mother was on and she stated, “What isn’t she 
on?” She added when the mother was pregnant, she had 
multiple prescriptions that she believed she was abusing.

Edmund Quincy I, his 
wife Judith and two chil- 
dren, settled on a large land 


grant which formed part of 
the territory Governor John 
Hancock, named as_ the 
town of Quincy in 1792. 
John Hancock himself grew 
up nearby, as did his future 
wife, Dorothy Quincy. As 
Governor, Hancock chose 
to namethe town after Ed- 
mund Quincy I’s grandson, 
Colonel John Quincy, a pa- 


triot, highly respected civic 


leader and grandfather of 
Abigail Adams. 

The 1686 Quincy Home- 
stead was built by Edmund 
Quincy II on the property 
of his father, just south of 
Furnace Brook. The origi- 
nal house, built by Edmund 
Quincy I in 1635, was locat- 
ed quite close by on Butler’s 
Pond, but it was dismantled 
in 1893. 

Today, what is fondly 


known as the Dorothy Quin- 
cy Homestead is owned and 
maintained as a Not-for- 
Profit Organization by the 
Department .of Conserva- 
tion.and Recreation (DCR) 
in public/private ownership 
with the National Society 
of Colonial Dames of The 
Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts (NSCDA-MA).

Officer Donovan read the mother her Miranda rights 
to which she stated.she understood and was willing to 
answer questions. She confirmed the bag where the drugs 
were was hers and claimed that the bottle was acciden- 
tally placed there. When asked about the Clonazepam, the 
mother said she did not know what that was and stated it 
must have been part of the medication the female driver 
dropped. When asked about the Suboxone Strips, she 
stated those belonged to the male and he had a prescrip- 
tion. 


Officer Foley directed K9 Charlie to sniff both sus-. 


pects for drugs which yielded negative results. Charlie 
then swept the vehicle and only showed interest in the 
area of the black bag where drugs were already located. 
A check of the prescription bottle indicated over 20 pills 
were unaccounted for and it is believed that the mother 
and her friend ingested them. . 

At approximately | a.m., DCF case workers arrived on 
scene and they went to the apartment to check the status 
of the child and to interview people involved. During the 
DCF interview, the grandmother added that on Sunday 
the mother abandoned her child again, by leaving the 
apartment in the middle of the night and returning at ap- 
proximately 6 a.m.. The grandmother also stated she just 
got a prescription for Neurontin filled for 120 pills, and 
had yet to take any of them, but realized there were only 
86 in her prescription bottle. 

After DCF conducted their interviews and spoke with

At this time, the mother, a 33-year-old New Bed- 
ford resident, was placed under arrest and charged with 
possession of a Class B Substance (2 counts Suboxone/ 
Adderall), possession of a Class C substance (Clonaze- 
sc larceny of property $250 or less (Clonazepam) and 

reckless endangerment of children. (By leaving child with 
someone ill-equipped to handle all of his known medical 
issues, eee. was a substantial risk of serious bodily injury

Shedding And Solar Electricity

We all know that reduc- 
ing the electricity use in 
your house leads to savings 
in your energy bill. Imagine . 
the savings if reducing elec- 
tricity use was done for the 
Quincy’s municipal build- 
ings. The savings would 
be impressive, right? Well, 
_ that is exactly what is hap- 
_ pening: Through monitoring 
electricity use at four of the 
Quincy’s larger schools, the 
City has reduced its expense 
for electricity this year by 
more than $88,000. 

Over the past two sum- 
mers, the City of Quincy 
has saved electricity and 
money. This effort is led by 
Shelly Dein, the City’s En- 
ergy Manager, and involves 
the efforts and cooperation 
of many others from the 
schools’ Senior Custodians 
to the City’s Energy Techni- 
cian. . 

The bills for large com- 
mercial electricity accounts 
are determined by a num- 
ber of factors including how 
much electricity is used that 
month, the largest amount 
of electricity used in a 15 
minute period (Demand),

cause demand is so high 
(Capacity). This one hour 
occurs on what is called a 
peak demand day. Peak de- 
mand days are often hot, hu- 
mid days, and the peak usage 
hour is often after three p.m. 
when heat builds up and 
businesses and residences’ 
air conditioning is turned on. 
Saving electricity during this 
one hour has a greater effect 
on saving money than reduc- 
ing electricity any other time 
of the year. 

To encourage large cus- 
tomers to use less electric- 
ity when demand is highest, 
ISO-NE which manages the 
electric grid, raised the ca- 
pacity charge this year, and 
will raise the charge again 
next year. To minimize the 
City’s cost increases despite 
rising electricity rates, the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council, a regional planning 
agency for municipalities, 
sends out daily peak load 
demand risk assessments. 

On likely peak demand 
days, the City’s Energy Team

the solar electricity (PV) 
systems on 13 of the City’s 
school roofs, which are gen- 
erating electricity for the 
City’s use, further lowering 
the amount the City needs 
to buy from utilities, assum- 
ing the sun is shining during 
the peak demand hour. Last 
summer these 4 schools used 
58% less electricity during 


_the peak demand hour than 


they used the prior year’s 
peak demand hour, which 
translated into a 27% drop in 
peak use over the City’s 325 
electricity accounts. 

By understanding the 
amount of electricity needed 
during peak demand peri- 
ods, utilities and ISO-NE 
are able to pian what power 
plants need to be operating, 
and how much power they 
need to generate. By helping 
lower the amount needed on 
the heaviest demand day, the 
City is aiding efforts to retire 
old power plants, without the 
need to replace them. 

Turning . off unneces- 
sary electricity is called 
load shedding, and it starts 
with research. Before any 
electricity is turned off, the 
team figures out the events 
taking place at each school. 
Then, after discussions with 

Senior Custodians and each 
schools’ principals, the load 
shedding process begins. 
Communication is key to 
ensure that the conditions in 
the buildings are still com- 
fortable even with the re- 


_ duced electricity. 


Load shedding is done by 
a handful of municipalities, 
including Lynn, Melrose, 
and Acton-Boxborough. 
Through conservation and 
the PV systems on thirteen 


Quincy Public Schools, the. 


City has significantly re- 
duced their use of electricity 
on peak demand days com- 
pared to use in the past. 


West Nile Virus Confirmed 
In Mosquitoes In Quincy 


The Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health 
(MDPH) has confirmed that 
West Nile virus (WNV) has 
been detected in mosquitoes 
collected from Quincy. There 
was one WNV-positive Culex 
pipiens/restuans complex 
mosquito sample (pool) iden-_ 
tified from samples collected 
on Aug. 9. 

-To date, for 2017, the 
state has reported 80+ WNV- 


positive mosquito pools from ° 


eleven counties, including 
at least three from Norfolk 
County. 

While WNV can infect 
people of all ages, people over 
the age of 50 are at higher risk 
for severe infection. WNV is 
most commonly transmit- 
ted to humans by the bite of 
a mosquito infected with the 
virus. The City of Quincy 
Health Department and the 
MDPH recommend that the 
public continue to take action 
to avoid mosquito bites and 
reduce mosquito populations 
around their home and neigh- 
borhoods. 

e Limit your time out- 
doors during peak periods of 


mosquito activity (dusk and 
dawn) or, if you must remain 
outdoors, wear a long-sleeved 
shirt and long pants. 

e Use a mosquito repellent 
that contains DEET or. Pica- 
ridin. Oil of lemon eucalyp- 
tus may also be considered. 
Products with permethrin 
should only be used on cloth- 
ing. Always follow the direc- 
tions on the label. Repellents 
should not be used on children 
younger than two months of 
age. Oil of lemon eucalyptus 
should not be used on chil- 
dren under 3 years of age. 

* Take special care to cov- 
er up the arms and legs when 
playing outdoors. When you 
bring a baby outdoors, cover 
the baby’s carriage or with 
mosquito netting. 

e Fix any holes in your 
screens and make sure they 
are tightly attached to all your 
doors and windows. 

e Remove any standing 
water around your home that 
is available for mosquito 
breeding. Mosquitoes will 
begin to breed in any puddle 
or standing water that lasts for 
more than four days. Make 


sure water does not collect 
and stagnate in trash cans, re- 
cycling containers, old tires, 
wading pools, birds baths, 
etc. Remove leaves that pre- 
vent drainage of roof gutters. 

While the Quincy Health 
Department continues to 
work closely with the MDPH, 
locally the city is actively in- 
volved with Norfolk County 
Mosquito Control. Detailed

The advantages of nitro- 
gen in tires is nitrogen tends 
to be dryer andhas larger 


’ molecules. This makes ‘ni- 


trogen less prone to seeping 
through the tires as well as 
rusting/corroding _ vehicle 
wheels. Nitrogen pressure 
also doesn’t vary as much 
with temperature changes 
as conventional air, which 
is why it is used in race car 
tires. The down side of ni- 
trogen is cost; $3-$10 per 
tire. Since conventional air 
is free contains 78 percent 
nitrogen, 21 percent oxygen 
and I’m cheap Ill stick with 
free air. 

My daughter told me 
that I should stop filling 
my car’s gas tank when 
the nozzle clicks off the 
first time (she read that in 
your column.) I hate buy- 
ing gas and try to put the 
last smidgen of gasoline in 
my car, especially if prices 
are lower.

Topping off the fyel tank 
can overtime cause damage 
to the car evaporative emis- 
sion system and is not rec- 
ommended. If you continue 
this practice you may find 
yourself facing some fairly 
costly repairs.

stop in poor weather. Tires 
with good tread are more 
resistant to punctures and or 
road hazards. Typical bat-' 
tery life is about five years 
and since the one in her car 


is five years old I would | 


have it replaced now, before 
she heads off to college. 
My 2010 Jeep Grand 
Cherokee has been hav- 
ing some hesitation when 
starting. The battery is 
only one year old. The last 
time I tried to start the 
car, there was some loud 
clicking. My neighbor was 
there and he checked the 
car with some kind of little 
gadget and then tried to 
jumpstart it. When I tried 
to start my car it would 


- click but not turn-over. It 


was as though there was 
no life in the battery. He 
then used some little jump- 
start device and after four 
tries of me turning the key, 
some smoke came ‘out of 


the engine. It was towed 
by AAA to the Jeep dealer- 


ship where they replaced 
the starter. Any idea what 
happened? The dealer 
never mentioned anything 
that look burnt. My Jeep 
is starting just fine now. 

If the tester and jumpstart 
pack were used correctly, 
the battery and -associated 
components shouldn’t have 
been damaged. I suspect 
the car needed a starter and 
what may have happened is 
from trying to start it you 
overheated the starter wir- 
ing and melted some wire 
insulation. Since the engine 
starts well now and they 
didn’t mention anything I 
wouldn’t be concerned. 

I replaced the thermo- 
stat and the upper radia- 
tor hose in my Chevrolet 
Tahoe because the hose 
was collapsing. I flushed 
out the radiator, changed 


the hose and thermostat 


and the hose still collaps- 
es. The truck runs great, 
doesn’t use any coolant, 
but could this be a head- 
gasket issue? 

More than likely the 
problem is as simple as a 
malfunctioning radiator cap. 
In addition to pressuring the 
cooling system the radiator 
cap allows the coolant to 
flow into the overflow tank. 
When the engine is off and 

s it cools down and the 
pressure in the system drops 


caiman tlte | pressure cap allows the | og 


excess coolant in the over- 
flow tank to return to the ra- 
diator. If the radiator cap is 
malfunctioning the vacuum 
created in the system will 
collapse the hose. 

My Subaru battery died 
after I used my cell phone 
for 20 minutes while sit- 
ting in the car with the car 
turned off. This also, hap- 
pened when I used my lap- 
top while sitting in the car. 
What do you think? 

Subaru over the last few 
years has had its share of 
battery issues, although I’m 
not sure it is just a battery 
issue. Years ago, cigarette 
lighter sockets (12-volt 
power points) were always 
powered when the key was 
off. Today with most vehi- 
cles that is not the case, the 
key or push button needs to 
be in the accessory position. 
These additional systems 
(sound system included) 
plus the cell phone or com- 
puter may ‘be just enough 
to have drained a four year 
old battery. If this was my 
Subaru I would replace the 
battery with one that has 
the highest reserve capacity 
possible and limit accessory 
use. 

My car started making 
a noise on the highway. 
If the window is down I 
don’t hear it. It sounds 
like a humming/vibrating 
noise. The-car is running 
just fine and there are no 
warning lights on. _ Any 
ideas? 

The issue could be a 
loose/rusted exhaust sys- 
tem heat shield. The shield 
will vibrate at certain engine 
speeds and will tend to reso- 
nate up through the body of 
the car. At this point I would 
take the car to a good repair 
shop and road test it with a 
technician so they hear the 
same noise you hear. 

Does it save gas and 
wear if I shift my auto- 
matic into neutral at red 
lights? To me it seems like 
there would be a fuel sav- 


ing, by shifting into neu- 


tral. 

You are correct in your 
thinking that when. stopped 
your car is getting zero 
miles per gallon. Although 
my experience is that any 
gas savings is offset by the 
addional wear of moving the 
shifter. A better solution to 
save fuel is when stopped

for what looks like a couple 
of minutes, shut off the en- 
gine. This is why many new 
cars today have an auto- 
matic shut off feature. And 
of course the best fuel sav- 
ings come from how you 
drive: easy on the gas and 
the brake will always help to 
maximize fuel economy. 

I have a 2013 Chev- 
rolet pickup and it runs 
great but the battery is 
always going dead. I have 
had the battery replaced 
and the electrical system 
tested and it still has the 
same problem. The truck 
is completely stock, ex- 
cept for a remote engine 
Starter, could that be the 
problem? 

The remote car starter 
could certainly be an issue. 
Over the years I have seen 
this many times. As a very 
simple test, have the shop 
that installed the car starter 
temporarily fully disconnect 
it. If the battery remains 
charged you have found the 
problem. 

Based on your recom- 
mendation, I’m looking to 
buy a Hyundai Santa Fe 
Sport 2.4-liter four-cylin- 
der engine. It will be most- 
ly driven around town but 
it will also be hitting the 
highway once or twice a 
month for 250 miles round 
trip. The plan isto drive it 
until it dies. The question 
is should I immediately 
switch to full synthetic oil 
right from the get go? 

I'm a little old-fashioned 
and would prefer to wait 
until the first scheduled oil 
change to allow the engine 
to break in. Although that 
being said some of the fin- 
est engines‘ in the world 
come with synthetic oil 
right form the factory. These 
include Mercedes, Porsche, 
Corvette, Volkswagen and 
even some Hyundai models. 
Whether you chose synthet- 
ic or conventional oil; use 
the correct weight and grade 
of oil recommended by the 
vehicle manufacturer. 

When I turn the steer- 
ing wheel left. or right, I 
hear a slight squealing 
noise but only at the be- 
ginning of the turn.

The best thing to do would 
be to go for a ride with a 
technician and demonstrate 
the noise. A 16-year-old car 
— even one with low mile- 
age — can make a variety of 
noises and you want to make 
sure that you and the techni- 
cian hear the same noise. 
I’ve written to you in the 
past concerning my 2003 
Saturn. I am now in the 
market for a new car, and 
while my commute isn’t a 
huge one, I was looking for 
something fuel efficient, 
easy to park, decent stor- 
age and maybe even with 
a stick shift. I don’t want 
to spend more the $20,000. 


- So far I have looked at a 


Kia and Chevy. Anything 
else I should look at? 

I recently drove Toyota 
Corolla IM. It had good 
storage, could seat four in 
reasonable comfort and the 
model I drove had a six- 
speed manual transmission 
adding a little bit of a sporty 
feel. My overall average 
city/highway fuel economy 
was 35 miles per gallon. 
If you need to be out in all 
kinds of weather the Subaru 
Impreza is also a great car. It 
is at the top of your budget 
but it does have all-wheel- 
drive.

in good shape except the 
passenger door won’t lock 
with the power lock but- 
ton. Any idea what could 
be wrong? I took my Jeep 
into the local dealer they 
did a quick check and told 
me to live with locking the . 
door manually. What could 
be wrong, they didn’t say 
but also didn’t charge me 
to look? 

More than likely the door 
lock actuator is faulty. The 
part is about $175 and it 
will take a couple of hours 
of labor to further test the 
part as well as removing the 
door panel and replacing the 
actuator. At nearly $400 I 
might be tempted to manu- 
ally lock and unlock the pas- 
senger door as well. 

I have a 2016 Honda Pi- 
lot with 9-speed transmis- 
sion (which I’m not crazy 
about but that’s another 
story). Problem is between 
27 and 29 miles per hour, 
while accelerating, you 
hear, for lack of better de- 
scription, a popping sound. — 
Not really loud but it is an- 
noying. And you can feel it 
under the gas pedal. Only 
happens at that speed and 
happens most of the time, 
but not 100 percent of the 


‘time. I test drove it with 


the supervisor of the ser- 
vice department and he 
said it was the gears shift- 
ing. My husband said “ba- 
loney” and I tend to agree 
with him because if it was 
the shifting of the gears,. 
wouldn’t it happen all the 
time? Next option is tq, 
drive another same model 
car and see if it happens 
with that car. But that’s 
a pain since I have to ar- 
range to have the same 
year and model available 
at the. dealer. Have you 
heard of this issue? Do 
you think it is a problem? 

Road testing the exact ve- 
hicle makes the most sense 
just to determine if the prob- 
lem/characteristic is unique 
to your vehicle. If the exact 
same vehicle produces. the 
same result then it is a char- 
acteristic, perhaps undesir- 
able but not a problem. What 
I suspect you are feeling is - 
the result of the normal cyl- 
inder-deactivation (the. en- 
gine runs on three cylinders 
at certain times) combined 
with the new transmission 
characteristics. Although 
annoying, the result is better 
fuel economy.

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William F. Degan Remembered 


On 25th Anniversary Of Tragic Death 


Mayor Thomas P. Koch 
proclaimed Monday, Aug. 
21, 2017 “William F. Degan 
Memorial Day” in the City 
of Quincy in reverence of 
the 25th anniversary of De- 
gan’s tragic death in the line 
of duty. 

Inspector “Bill” Degan, a 
native of Quincy, was a Su- 


_ pervisory Criminal Investi- 


gator in the Boston office. 
He was also a senior mem- 
ber of the Marshals Ser- 
vice’s elite tactical unit, the 
Special Operations Group 
(SOG). He served ir’the ca- 
pacity as SOG Commander 
during the humanitarian and 
enforcement responses after 


Hurricane Hugo devastated 
approximately 90 percent of 
the buildings on the Virgin 
Islands in 1989. Because of 
his unwavering leadership 


during those crucial days, 


Degan was presented both 


the Attorney General’s Dis- 


tinguished Service Award, 
and the Marshals Service 
Director’s Special Achieve- 
ment Award. 

At the time of his death, 
Degan was on a covert SOG 
surveillance mission on 
Ruby Ridge, in Northern 
Idaho when his team was 
suddenly encountered by 
the fugitive, a family mem- 
ber and a family friend. At 


the end of the fireéght that 
immediately ensued, Bill 
laid mortally wounded. Bill 
died a hero, attempting to 
cover two fellow SOG Dep- 
uties, allowing them to get 
to a position of safety. 

Prior to joining the Mar- 
shals Service, Bill served as 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the 
United States Marine Corps. 
He served active duty during 
Operation Desert Storm. 

Posthumously, he was 
awarded even more hon- 
ors. He received the Mar- 
shals Service’s Robert For- 
syth Valor Award, which is 
named for: the first Deputy 
United States Marshal to be 


killed in the line of duty in 


. 1794. Bill was also elevat- 


ed to the level of Colonel 
by the United States Marine 
Corps. 

Degan graduated from 
North Quincy High School 
in 1968 and attended the 
University of New Hamp- 
shire where he played foot- 
ball for the Wildcats.

E: not at as scarce as Monday’s solar eclipse but the 
city council at-large preliminary election Sept. 12 is 
something of a political rarity in Quincy. 

» In fact, the at-large preliminary election in less than 
three weeks will mark Just the third of its kind in the 
last 36 years. 

Yup. That is correct. 

There have only been two other atau run-off 
elections since the year Ronald Reagan was inaugu- 
rated president: in 1981 (10 candidates) and 2001 (9 
candidates). 

The preliminary election in 2001, of course, took 
place Sept. 11 of that year. A date that is remembered 
for the tragic terrorist attacks on U.S. soil. There was 
some thought that day of cancelling the election af- 


ter the two planes that departed Boston’s Logan Air- 


port crashed into the World Trade Center in New York 
City. 
But officials made the right call: keep the polls 
open. 
Turnout for the 9-11-2001 preliminary election was 


 29-percent (out of 52,253 registered voters). Turnout 


had been predicted as high as 40 percent but appar- 
ently many voters remained home to watch the televi- 
sion coverage of the terrorist attacks. 

Or were too frightened to head to the polls since 
two planes were hijacked in Boston and no one really 
knew what other horror might unfold in the hours after 
those initial attacks. 

Postponing the election here would have had a fi- 
nancial impact: reprint ballots and pay election work- 
ers and police details again for a second preliminary. 
And it would have interfered with registering new vot- 
ers for the final election set for Nov. 6 that fall. 

But the overwhelming sentiment to keep the polls 
open that day was to show those who attacked that no 
cowardly act would keep us from exercising our most 
basic and fundamental freedom: the right to vote. 

Fast forward to Sept. 12 in a few weeks. We asked 
City Clerk Nicole Crispo to give us a turnout predic- 
tion and she is hopeful that at least 25 percent of the 
city’s nearly 60,000 registered voters will go to the 
polls. 

_ Other political observers aren’t so optimistic with 
forecasts running in the 15 to 20 percent range. 

A lot has changed in Quincy over the last 16 years 
and one of them has been the steady decline of voter 
participation in city elections. Even hard-hitting may- 
oral battles have not reached more than 50 percent 
turnout the last two contested mayoral elections: 41 
percent in 2015 and 34.91 percent in 2011. 

But perhaps turnout will start trending upwards 
again. There are have been many new residents who 
have moved into the city over the past several years 
including the residential properties in Quincy Center. 
They are putting down roots and with that the potential 
to become politically active and someday voters in lo- 
cal elections. 

Comparing this at-large preliminary election to the 
last one in 2001 several similarities cropped up. 

In 2001, there were nine candidates for councillor 
at-large (with the top six advancing). The field includ- 
ed two incumbents — Tim Cahill and Frank McCauley 
— who were both seeking re-election that fall. There 
was one open seat held by Paul Harold who was va- 
cating the seat to devote full time as Norfolk County 
Register of Deeds. Cahill, McCauley and Joseph Finn 
were elected in November. © 

This year, there are seven candidates chasing six 
spots to advance to the final election Nov. 7 when 


voters will elect three at-large councillors. The field

In 2001, incumbent James Sheets 
and challenger William Phelan squared off in the final 
with Phelan unseating the six-term Sheets. But there 
was no mayoral preliminary election that year. 

This year, there is no mayoral preliminary as well 
as no mayoral election — period. That’s because Mayor 
Thomas Koch is at the half-way point of the first four- 
year mayoral term in city history. The mayor’s seat 
will again be in the hands of the voters in 2019. 

Another dissimilarity this year compared to 2001: 

Sixteen years ago the three school committee can- 
didates were all unopposed in the final: incumbents 
JoAnn Bragg, Ron Mariano and Michael McFarland 
were re-elected without opposition. 

This year, there are six candidates seeking three 
seats on. the school committee. Two of the seats are 
open. One is being vacated by Mahoney who is run- 
ning at-large; the other by Barbara Isola who is not 
running for re-election. The six candidates vying for

For the past few years, 


in celebration of Anne. 


Hutchinson’s summer birth- 
day, a floral arranger from 
the Wollaston Garden Club 
has created a hanging wreath 
design for the memorial sign 
at Anne Hutchinson Square 
at the corner of Newport 
Avenue, Beale Street, and 
Grandview Avenue in Wol- 
laston. 

This year’s design is a 
grapevine wreath, created in 
a naturalistic style, by club 
past president and Master 
Gardener, Cynthia Lewis, 
who is also WGC horticul- 
ture chairperson as well as 
vice president of the Houghs 
Neck Garden Club. Lewis 
has designed many times 
_for the Museum of Fine 
Art’s Art in Bloom. She ex- 
plained her wreath design in 
this way. 

“I thought of the lo- 
cal natural materials that 
Anne Hutchinson would 
have found in the woods, 
marshes, and_ seashore,” 
Lewis said. “Manipulating 
the grape vine into a circular 
shape, I added: driftwood, 
red pinecones, mushrooms, 


seashells and magnolia 
leaves.” 
Lewis also added a piece 


of sun-bleached nautical 

- rope and red and blue rib- 
*~ bon to signify Hutchinson’s 
’ importance in American 
history. The sunny, windy, 


and dry conditions of Anne 
Hutchinson Square, along 
with the summer heat, make 
this a very challenging proj- 
ect. 

Members of the Wollas- 


ton Garden Club have long: 


been intrigued by the story 
of Anne Hutchinson and her 
family’s farm in the Wol- 
laston Hill area of Quincy 
in the 1600s. This summer 
would have been the 427nd 
birthday of Hutchinson. 

In 2006 the garden club 
created, and still maintains 
this garden dedicated to 
Hutchinson on the hillside, 
with the Roxbury pudding- 
stone marker that commem- 
orates “the place where she 
tarried...” in her exile from 
Massachusetts Bay Colony 
in 1638. Two other civic 
groups from Portsmouth, 
Rhode Island and White 
Plains, New York, share 
with the garden club an- 
nually news and programs 
commemorating Hutchin- 
son’s life. 

“Wollaston Garden Club 
members are inspired by this 
strong, determined colonial 
woman, who as a midwife 
gardener had a farm and a 
home, right here in Wol- 
laston,” said Club president 
Jan Clifford.

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Binge Drinking: A Path To Destruction Not A Rite Of Passage 
A Message From The Quincy Health Department

Excessive drinking over 
a brief period of time is re- 
ferred to as binge drinking. 
In order~to be considered 
a “binge,” the drinker’s 
blood alcohol concentration 
(BAC) must reach or exceed 
0.08 grams per 100 grams of 
blood. This usually happens 
when a male consumes 5 or 
more drinks or a female con- 
sumes 4 or more drinks over 
the course of approximately 
2 hours. While some col- 
lege students declare they’re 
only trying to have a good 
time, patterns of excessive 
drinking can be hazardous 
and lead to devastating con- 
sequences. This approach to 
drinking poses serious health 
and safety risks, including 
car crashes, drunk-driving 
arrests, sexual assaults, and 
injuries. Over the long term, 
repeated binge drinking can 
damage the liver and other 
organs. 

Harmful and “underage 


college drinking are signifi- 


cant public health problems, 
and take an immense toll 
on the academic and social 
lives of students across the 
United States. Drinking at 
college has become a ritual 
that students often see as an 
essential part of their higher 
education experience. Nu- 
merous students enter col- 
lege with established drink- 
ing habits, and the college 
environment can intensify 
the problem. According to 
a national survey, almost 60 
percent of college students 
ages 18-22 drank alcohol in 
the past month, and almost 
2 out of 3 of them engaged 
in binge drinking during 


that same timeframe. Drink- 


- ing affects college students, 


their families, and entire 
college communities. Re- 
searchers estimate that each 
year: - 
¢ About 1,825 college 


students between the ages. 
of 18 and 24 die from al-. 


cohol-related unintentional 
injuries, including motor- 
vehicle crashes. 

¢ About 696,000 students 
between the ages of 18 and 
24 are assaulted by another 
student who has been drink- 
ing. 

¢ About 599,000. receive 
unintentional injuries while 
under the influence of alco- 
hol 

e About 97,000 students 
between the ages of 18 and 
24 report experiencing alco- 
hol-related sexual assault or 
date rape. 

e About 1 in 4 colleg 
students report academic 
consequences from drink- 
ing, including missing class, 
falling behind in class, doing 
poorly on exams or papers, 
and receiving lower grades 
overall. 

e More than 150,000 
develop an alcohol-related 
health problem 

¢ Binge drinkers who uti- 
lized alcohol at least 3 times 
per week, were about 6 times 
more likely than those who 
drank but never binged, to 


_perform poorly on a test or 


project as a result of drink- 
ing and 5 times more likely 
to have missed a class. 

¢ About 20 percent of 
college students meet the 
criteria for an Alcohol Use 


Disorder. i 

¢ Other problems include 
suicide attempts, unsafe sex, 
and driving under the influ- 
ence of alcohol, as well as 
vandalism, property dam- 
age, and involvement with 
the police. 

Although the majority 
of students come to college 
having previous experi- 
ence with alcohol, aspécts 
of college life, such as un- 
structured time, alcohol 
availability, inconsistent 
enforcement of underage 
drinking laws, and limited 
interactions with parents, 
can deepen the problem. In 
fact, college students have 
higher binge-drinking rates 
and elevated incidences of 
driving under the influence 
of alcohol than their non- 
college peers. The initial 6 
weeks of freshman year are 
a vulnerable time for heavy 
-drinking and alcohol-related 
after-effects because of stu- 
dent expectations and social 
pressures at the beginning 
of the academic year. Some 
identify binge drink as a 
way to meet people and fit 
in, while others undertake 
binge drinking as a way to 
block out underlying prob- 
lems. Many who are on their 
‘own for the first time, battle 


with loneliness as they adjust 


to life away from family and 
friends. When these feelings 
intensify, depression can set 
in. Excessive drinking only 
exacerbates these feelings, 
and can lead to cyclical 
drinking behavior.

In the United States, 
a standard drink contains 
about 14 grams of pure al- 
cohol, which is found in: 12 
ounces of beer with 5 percent 
alcohol content, 5 ounces of 
wine with 12 percent alco- 
hol content or 1.5 ounces of 
distilled spirits with 40 per- 
cent alcohol content. 

Regrettably, although the 
“standard” drink amounts 
are helpful for following 
guidelines, they may not be 
indicative of a customary 
serving size. A large cup of 
beer, an over-poured glass 
of wine, or a single mixed 
drink could contain signifi- 
cantly more alcohol than a 
standard drink. In addition, 
while. alcohol concentra- 
tions listed are typical, there 
are considerable inconsis- 
tencies in alcohol content 
within each type of bever- 
age (e.g., beer, wine, dis- 
tilled spirits). 

Thousands of college 
students are brought to 
emergency rooms each year 
for alcohol poisoning. This 
occurs when excessive lev- 


els of alcohol suppress the 
nervous and respiratory sys- 


‘tems and the body struggles 


to purge itself of toxins pro- 
duced from the breakdown 
of alcohol. Signs of this 
treacherous condition can 
include: 

¢ Mental confusion, stu- 
por, coma or the person can- 
not be roused 

e Vomiting 

¢ Slow or 
breathing 

¢ Hypothermia or low 
body temperature, bluish or 
pale skin 

Alcohol poisoning can 
lead to permanent brain 
damage or death, so anyone 
exhibiting any of these signs 
requires immediate medical 
attention. 

As a general rule, the 
most effective interventions 
in college alcohol mediation 
consist of a range of coun- 
seling options and policies 
related to sales and access. 
The most significant chance 
for creating a safer campus

combination of individual 
and environmental _inter- 
ventions that merge to am- 
plify positive effects. Strong 
leadership from a concerned 
college administration, in 
conjunction with an en-

gaged campus community 
and an inclusive program of 
evidence-based approaches, 
can assist in addressing de- 
structive student drinking. - 
An often-overlooked deter- 
rent involves the continu- 
ing influence of parents. 
Research demonstrates, that 
students who choose not 
to drink, frequently do so 
because their parents dis- 
cussed alcohol use and its 
adverse consequences with 
them well before entering 
college. Teaching conse- 
quences and responsibility 
before a student ever sets 
foot on campus may help to 
lessen the sad statistics asso- 
ciated with this perilous rite 
of passage.

Norfolk District Attorney 
Michael Morrissey warns 
residents to use caution be- 
fore making a deposit on 
your next vacation/rental 
property. Prior to giving up 
your hard earned money, it 
is imperative that residents 
do their homework to en- 
sure you are dealing with a 
legitimate rental property, 
a legitimate renter, and that 
you are getting what you are 
paying for. Scammers are 
robbing residents of their 
hard earned money daily. 

Online searches for vaca- 
tion rentals usually include 
beautiful photos with de- 


scriptions that make it invit- 
ing to put a deposit on your 
upcoming vacation or rental 
property. Online portals, in- 
cluding Craigslist, AirBnB, 
VRBO (Vacation Rentals by 
Owner) and other legitimate 
sites try to protect their on- 
line visitors by offering se- 
cure payment and reviews. 


However, scammers are : 


often one step ahead of le- 
gitimate companies. So 
before you give money to 
a potential landlord, google 
the rental property and 
ensure it actually exists. 
Check google map and look 


at the street or aerial view . 


of the property to ensure it 
matches the ad description. 
Search online for the hom- 
eowner’s name and confirm 
the name matches the name 
on the lease agreement. 

¢ Do not pay cash or 
wire money to individuals 
under any circumstances.

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Disability After Starting 
Social Security Benefits

Dear Rusty: I am now 64 years old and started taking - 
_ my Social Security at 62. I continued to work part time 


since I applied, until December of last year when I was 
disabled from a bad car accident. I haven’t been able to 
work since the accident, and I’m wondering if I can switch 
from my regular benefit to disability benefits, because I 
think that will be higher. Can you tell me - is it possible 
for me to switch to disability benefits and get a higher pay- 
ment than I’m now getting because I took Social Security at 
62? Signed: Worker now Disabled 

Dear Worker: Social Security disability insurance, or 
SSDI, is intended to sustain you financially if you become 
disabled while still working. Included in the FICA tax you 
contributed each payday was your insurance premium for 
disability coverage. If you were still working, became to- 
tally disabled and unable to continue working, and the total 
disability is expected to last a year or more, you can apply 
for disability benefits even though you are already collect- 
ing Social Security early retirement benefits. There are, 
however, some things you should be aware of. 

If you qualify, your SSDI benefit would be higher than 
your reduced early retirement benefit, as you believe. You 
would still need to meet the fairly stringent requirements to 
qualify for SSDI benefits (which you can find at www.ssa. 
gov/disability) and among those requirements is that you 
must have worked and paid FICA taxes for at least 5 of the 
last 10 years. You can apply online at the website referenced 
above, by telephone at 1-800-772-1213, or by visiting your 
local Social Security office which you can find at www.ssa. 
gov/locator. Be aware that it could take 3 to 6 months for a 
decision on your case but, if approved, benefits will be paid 
retroactively. If your case is not approved, you have the 
right to appeal, but the appeal process is significantly back- 
logged and could take a year or more to adjudicate. Statisti- 
cally, only about 1/3rd of applications are initially approved 
but the success rate for appeals is considerably better. 

Disability benefits are based upon the benefit you’re en- 
titled to at your full retirement age. If you are approved for. 
and start collecting SSDI disability benefits, the amount of 
that benefit will be reduced corresponding to the number 
of months you received retirement benefits prior to being 
awarded SSDI. From what you’ve told me, that reduction 


will be about 13.3% because you’ve collected retirement _ 


benefits for about 2 years. When you reach your full re- 
tirement age of 66, your SSDI benefit will automatically 


convert to retirement benefits, but the benefit amount will : 
stay the same as your reduced SSDI amount. That will,. 


however, be more than your current early retirement ben- 
efit which was reduced by about 25% because you applied 
at age 62. The switch is mostly an accounting transaction 
because retirement benefits are paid from a different Social 
Security trust fund than disability benefits. 

Finally, you may want to consult with a law firm that spe- 
cializes in SSDI disability claims. An SSDI attorney should 
not charge a retainer or upfront fees, and Federal law lim- 
its the amount they can charge in contingency fees to 25% 
of any past due benefits they get for you to a maximum of 
$6,000. You should not have to pay anything unless you 


win, though some attorneys will charge a small fee for out- 


of-pocket expenses. As with anything you sign, be sure to 
review the legal-agreement carefully.

“I think they’re flatter 
because brokers tell us there 
is lack of inventory — not as 
many houses out there to 
sell. I think it’s flatter be- 
cause: comparatively speak- 
ing the interest rates ticked 
up a little. Those of us who 
are older recognize it’s still 
relatively low-interest rates, 
but some people, they might 
not have seen higher interest 


affected the activity.” 

“Quincy’s activity has 
sort of gone counter to 
what’s going on county- 
wide,” O’Donnell added. 
“Some markets within the 
county are hotter than oth- 
ers. Some communities’ 
deeds are down in Norfolk 
County, but Quincy’s deeds 
are up. There are commu- 
nities in Norfolk County 
where there is still activity — 
they’re kind of going against 
the trend lines: countywide” 

There are 28 commu- 
nities in Norfolk County, 
and O’Donnell - identified 
four where the real estate 


market has held strong this 
year: Brookline, Needham, 


Wellesley and Quincy. 
Quincy, he said, has a lot 
going for it. 


“Some markets are hot- 
ter than others. A lot of it is 
through the private sector 
— what makes a community 
attractive? There is a lot to 
be attracted to in Quincy,” 


‘he said. 


“Other markets, like in 
Needham, a different type 
of market, they’re not build- 
ing what you see out here 
with the big units, but that 
market is hot because the 
private sector has said ‘we 
want.to knock down hous- 
es and build these bigger 
houses.’ I think some of it is 
dictated by the private sec- 
tor and some of it is dictated 
-hy, communities that are 
well run and also attractive 
in some ways.-Quincy is a 
beautiful city.”

including sales and transfers 
— aren’t the only measure by 
which Quincy is outpacing 
Norfolk County through the 
first seven months of this 
year. The total amount of 
‘documents filed in Quincy 
increased slightly from 
8,551 in the first seven 
months of 2016 to 8,556 in 
the same period of this year, 
while there has been a 4 per- 
cent decrease in documents 
filed countywide. 
O’Donnell was hope- 
ful Quincy’s hot -market 
wouldn’t cool off in the near 
future, but couldn’t predict 
if that would be the case or 


not. 

“That’s always a little 
harder to predict but it’s cer- 
tainly hopeful that it does 
[continue] because it’s good 
for everyone. It’s good for 
the local economy, it’s good 
for the regional economy 
and certainly at the registry 
we like to see it being busy 
because it keeps the regis- 
try busy, which is great as 
well,” he said. 

There is concern in the 
market about rising interest 
rates, O’ Donnell said, which 
makes people less likely to 
borrow money. 

“The interest rates have 
gone up and I think that’s 
been a concern. We hear it 
from real estate brokers, we 
hear it from bankers, that 
maybe people are less apt to 
borrow,” he said. 

“rose other people who 
maybe borrowed money in 
the 1980s remember interest 
rates being anywhere from 
8 percent on an adjustable 
to 17 percent, so these rates 
look so low. But these rates 
have been low for a long 
time, so I think when it ticks 
up a little people just think 
of it as a big increase to 
those who don’t remember 
from years ago. 

“So yea, it’s a factor. I 
think if people have con- 
cerns about the interest rate 
and maybe concerns about 
their jobs, they’re less apt to 
borrow money. And mort- 
gages are down — borrow- 
ing is down — whether it’s 
in Quincy or countywide, 
the number of mortgages is 
down.”

Murphy, an administra- 
tor at MIT, said he supports 
smart development, such as 
multi-unit housing near the 
city’s MBTA stations, while 
keeping such construction 
out of places in Ward 1 like 
Houghs Neck, Germantown 
and Merrymount. He also 
said it was ingportant to at- 
tract a greater variety of 
businesses to Quincy.

McCarthy added that he 
wants to take a long look at 
Sea Street to work out traffic:

McCarthy said opioids 
are another concern of his. 
If elected, he said he would 
meét with police officials — 
and work to establish a pro- 
gram similar to a neighbor- 
hood watch to help identify 
where opioids are coming 
from. 

“The first thing I’d do 
is try to go and find out the 
source — where it’s coming 
from — in Quincy, in Ward 
1,” McCarthy said. 

He also spoke against 
overdevelopment, saying it 
felt like multi-unit construc- 
tion was being squeezed into 
parcels. Multi-family devel- 
opment, he said, is appro- 
priate in places like Quincy 
Center but not in areas such 
as Merrymount. 

“Tt’s just not for us,” Mc- 
Carthy said. 

If elected, McCarthy said 
he would meet on a regu- 
lar basis with community 
groups throughout Ward 1. 

“[I'd] line up active com- 
munity meetings regardless 
every couple months down 
in the areas...and hear the 
problems from the folks that 
are down in G-town, that are 
in Adams Shore, that are up 


in Quincy Point, the Neck, 


and Merrymount,” he said. 
Michael Falcione 
Falcione; a union car- 
penter and Air Force reserv- 
ist, recalled sitting in the 
lunch room at Quincy High 
School and being able to tell 
which neighborhood each 
of his fellow students was 
from and called that sense of 


neighborhood pride some- 
thing important to the city 
that should be preserved. 

“They wore it like a 
badge on their sleeve, which 
I think should be preserved, 
protected and is one of the 
charms that I love about this 
city,” he said.

Falcione identified public 
safety as his top priority.

“This is a very safe 
city to raise your kids in and 
bring up a family and I want 
tokeep that.” —~ 

When asked about infra- 
structure during the ques- 
tion and answer portion 
of this time, Falcione sug- 
gested building footbridges 
near the ‘T’stations to:help.

footbridges. 

“Our roads are less than 
the best — I think everyone 
can agree to that. I was con- 
sidering an idea where we 
could alleviate some of our 
traffic by erecting footbridg- 
es abutting our T stations,” 
he said.

You 
can move the pedestrians 
across the streets safely.” 

Falcione was also asked 
about what steps the city 
could take to reduce the 
property tax burden on 
residents.

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Fall Opening Eyed For New Dunkin’ On Washington St.

Quincy is home to the 
first Dunkin’ Donuts, and by 
the end of the year the city 
could be home to one of the 
first Dunkin’*sshops — a new 
concept from the chain that 
puts an emphasis on coffee 
and other beverages while 
downplaying doughnuts. 


The Board of License | 


Commissioners on Aug. 15 
granted a common victualler 
license for the new Dunkin’ 
store, which will open at 
588 Washington St: in Quin- 
cy Point, formerly home to 
a Wild Willy’s burger res- 
taurant. The Zoning Board 
of Appeals gave its approval 
to the proposed new store 
Aug. 8. 

Franchisee Victor Car- 
valho said the plan is to open 
the new location around. 
Dec. 1. The Carvalhos cur- 
rently operate nine Dunkin’ 
Donuts in the area — six in 
Quincy, two in Weymouth 
and one in Hingham - in- 
cluding the original Dunkin’ 
Donuts-on Southern ‘Artery, 
the one at the corner of 
‘Southern Artery and Wash- 
ington Street, and one on 
Bridge Street in Weymouth 
at the foot of the Fore River 
Bridge. There are presently 
no plans to shutter any of 
those three locations despite 
their proximity to the new 

store, Carvalho said. * 

Ed Fleming, the attorney 
representing the Carvalhos 
before the licensing board, 
said the Canton-based chain 
is excited about the new 
concept and wanted Quincy 
to have one of the first loca- 
tions. Dunkin’ Donuts first 
opened in the city in 1950. 

- “Dunkin’ is very excited 
about this new brand. The 
goal is to create an on-the- 
go beverage service -— a 
real concentration on the 
on-the-go and the beverage 
service aspect of their busi- 
ness,” Fleming said. “We 
talk about this new brand 


° 


coming online, there was no 
question that Dunkin’ want- 
ed it to start in Quincy since 
its initial store also started in 
Quincy.” 

In addition to the new 
Dunkin’ branding, the lo- 
cation at 588 Washington 


St. will be the first store to — 


feature a four-lane drive 
through. Two of the lanes 
will feature kiosks where 
customers can order and pay 
for their food and drink, one 
lane will be for customers 
who placed an order ahead 
of time through Dunkin’ 
Donuts’ smartphone app, 
and the fourth lane will be a 
conventional one with orders 
placed through a speaker. 

The four lanes will con- 
verge into a single pick up 
window. Signals will be in- 
stalled at the drive through 
to control the flow of cus- 
tomers to the pick up win- 
dow. P 

The site will have 31 
parking spaces, room for up 
to_17 vehicles in the drive- 
through lanes, and the res- 
taurant will have 10 seats 


inside. 


‘Fleming said most “of 
the customers headed to the 
store would be drivers head- 


ed northbound along Route 


3A as part of their morning 
commute to Boston; the shop 
is located on the northbound 
side of the road. Carvalho 
expects to capture some of 
the drivers who don’t stop 
at the Dunkin’ Donuts on 
Bridge Street, which sits on 
a smaller lot with less room 
in the drive through. 

The Dunkin’ restaurant 
will occupy 1,800 square 
feet of the 3,800 square foot 
building on site. Fleming 
said another undetermined 
retailer would take over the 
rest of the facility. 

The licensing board per- 
mitted the new restaurant 
to operate between 5 a.m. 
and 10 p.m. seven days a 
week. Ward 2 Councillor

Brad Croall, in a letter to 
the board, asked that the 
store close at 9 p.m. to allay 
concerns about noise from 
nearby residents. 

“T’d like to begin by ex- 
pressing the fact that the 
Carvalho group are ex- 
tremely competent opera- 
tors who have a solid track 
record owning and operat- 
ing Dunkin’ Donuts shops 
throughout the city of Quin- 
cy and quite frankly they’re 
good guys,” Croall said. 


“I did host a neighbor-~ 


hood meeting and this appli- 
cation has moved through 
the ZBA up to this point. 
What I’m wondering and 
asking for the board to con- 
sider is an earlier close time 
of 9 p.m. versus 10 p.m. I 
think this action would go a 
long way with the neighbors 
who directly abut tHe prop- 
erty.”
